Commonwealth of Massachusetts

To either Constable of the Town of Sharon, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of the Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and 
Town affairs, to meet in the High School Gymnasium in said 
Sharon, on Monday the third day of March A.D. 1941, at 
12 o’clock Noon, then and there to act on the following 
articles: 


Article 1st. To choose all necessary Town Officers as 
by law are required to be elected by ballot, and on the ballot 
prepared by the Town Clerk; and to determine any ques- 
tions as by law are required to be determined by ballot. 


The polls will be open at 12 o’clock Noon and will be 
closed at 8 o’clock P. M. of said day. 


The following articles will be acted on at the business 
session of this meeting, to be held by adjournment on the 
second Monday in March at 8 o’clock P. M., at the High 
School Auditorium. 


Article 2. To hear the Record of the Donors to the 
Sharon Friends School Fund, and to choose Trustees of the 
School Funds and other officers not on the official ballot. 


Article 3. To choose four members of the Warrant 
Committee for three years and to fill any vacancies on said 
committee. 


Article 4. To act upon the reports as printed and to 
hear any other reports and to act thereon. 


Article 5. To hear the report of the Warrant Com- 
mittee on the appropriation of money for the several depart- 
ments, raise and appropriate the same, and determine in 
what manner the money shall be raised to meet the several 
amounts for the several departments, viz,—Moderator, War- 
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rant Committee, Selectmen, Accounting, Treasurer, Collec- 
tor, Assessors, Law, Town Clerk, Elections, Registrations 
and Town Meetings, Town Hall and Grounds, Police, Fire, 
Forest Fire, Sealing Weights and Measures, Insect Extermi- 
nation, Care of Trees, Inspection of Buildings, Health, Public 
Health Nurse, Inspection of Animals, Vital Statistics, Works 
Progress Administration Projects, Highways, Chapter 90 
Maintenance, Sidewalk Maintenance, Sidewalk Construc- 
tion, Snow and Ice Removal, Street Lighting, Street Signs, 
Public Welfare, State Aid, Soldiers’ Relief, Old Age Assist- 
ance, Aid to Dependent Children, Schools, School Tuition, 
Public Library, Town Clock, Memorial Day, Care Soldiers’ 
Graves, Chestnut Hill Cemetery, Insurance, Interest, Plan- 
ning Board, Forestry Committee, Town Reports, Water De- 
partment, Reserve Fund, Bond Payments, and all regular 
Town departments, and for all other sums of money that 
may be appropriated under other articles of this warrant. 
Selectmen. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1941, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of 
less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. Selectmen. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the town treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time on or after January 1, 1942, 
in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1942, and to issue a note or notes therefor, pay- 
able within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may 
be given for a period of less than one year in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. Selectmen. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to give the same 
power to the collector of taxes as the town treasurer has 
when he is appointed collector of taxes. Selectmen. 


Article 9. To see if the town will petition the Depart- 
ment of Accounts for an audit of its accounts in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws and 
Amendments thereto. Selectmen. 
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Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $313.00 to pay land damages on 
Depot Street as awarded by the County Commissioners, or 
act in any way relating thereto. Selectmen. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to lay out for acceptance as a public way Beach 
Road, as requested in a petition signed by Percy R. Middleton 
and others, raise and appropriate a sum of money for same 
or act in any way relating thereto. Selectmen. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to lay out for acceptance as a public way May 
Street, as requested in a petition signed by Frederick T. 
Iddings and others, raise and appropriate a sum of money 
for same or act in any way relating thereto. Selectmen. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to install a 
street light on Maskwonicut Street approximately opposite 
the property of Guy H. Burton, raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for same or act in any way relating thereto.

To see if the town will vote to install three 
street lights on Harding Street between East Foxboro Street 
and Beach Street, raise and appropriate a sum of money for 
same or act in any way relating thereto.

Sharon, March 3, 1941. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the foregoing warrant, 
the inhabitants of the Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in 
elections and town affairs, met in the High School Gymna- 
sium at 12 o’clock noon, March 3, 1941. Specimen ballots 
had been posted according to law. The meeting was called 
to order by Moderator Ralph L. Whitcomb. The Town 
Clerk read the Call and Return on the warrant, the remain- 
der was omitted by unanimous vote. 


The following election officers were sworn: Alice F. 
Frisbie, Anna M. McCole, Walter S. French, Wilfred L. 
Howe, and George F. O’Leary. 


Twenty-two hundred ballots were delivered to the bal- 
lot clerks, ballot box shown to be empty registering zero, 
box locked and keys delivered to Egitto T. Lavezzo, Police 
Officer for the day. Counting of ballots was ordered during 
the progress of voting. 


At 2 o’clock P. M. additional election officers were sworn 
as follows: Edith D. Spear, Anna M. Hayes, Winifred 
Maguire, Ludwig T. Harriman, and William O’Leary. 


Balloting proceeded until 8 o’clock P. M. when the polls 
were declared closed. 
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Five absentee ballots were then voted in accordance 
with law. 


Ballot and Check Lists showed 1320 names checked, 
682 men, 638 women and 1320 ballots were taken from the 
box. Box registered 1320.

Mrs. Frey and Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as superinten- 
dent of schools. I had planned to submit a pictorial report 
this year that would display graphically some of the recent 
developments in classroom procedure, and that would tell 
more emphatically than words of certain conditions that 
should be remedied. The recent entry of our country into a 
war, the increased cost of the report, and a cooperative ef- 
fort to promote such economies as are possible, make the 
expenditure entailed by such a report unwarranted at this 
time. 


The report, this year, discusses five main topics: phy- 
sical education and health, guidance, need of physical equip- 
ment, personnel, community use of the school plant, and 
curricula reorganization. 


Health and Physical Education 


During the depression an emergency reduction in the 
school budget resulted in the curtailment of services that 
the school had been accustomed to offer to the pupils. 
Among the services which were restricted at that time were 
those of the physical education department. In time of any 
great crisis such as the present emergency, certain objec- 
tives loom appreciably larger on the educational horizon. 
The present war situation is no exception; in the present 
hour great emphasis is being laid upon the health program 
for our youth. I believe that we offer an adequate course 
in physical education to the girls from grade one to grade 
twelve, through the services of a full-time instructor for 
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girls. For the past nine years, however, the boys have re- 
ceived very limited instruction, occasionally receiving only 
a minimum of part-time instruction. This is not a reflection 
upon the instructors who have carried on the program dur- 
ing that period. Considering the time and the facilities at 
their disposal, they have done commendable work, but 
there has been increasing evidence that there was need of, 
an instructor who could devote a major part of his time 
to the health program, a man who could develop and super- 
vise a system-wide program of health and physical edu- 
cation. 


: e 
Registration in the high school this September brought 
the enrollment in some classes above the number of students 
that form a practical classroom unit. It was evident that an 
answer to two problems could be found by selecting a phy- 
sical eduaction director who had also the academic qualifi- 
cation to teach mathematics. Such an appointment was 

made in October, and a new program was instituted. 


A well-rounded program of interscholastic and intra- 
mural athletics has been developed. The two months’ in- 
terval that has elapsed since the institution of the program 
is too brief to permit of a scientific appraisal, but every 
indication is that, with a staff that is large enough to operate 
the program, the benefits to boys and girls will be great. 
There follows hereafter a partial list of objectives of the 
new program. Such a program must interest itself in the 
welfare and development of the physically handicapped as 
well as the normal student. A broadened program of intra- 
mural athletics should offer an opportunity for participation 
to all students. Physical inabilities are often a cause of 
academic failure. Close supervision of children’s health 
habits and frequent physical examinations of students will 
aid the teacher in discovering the cause of social and acade- 
mic maladjustment. It is anticipated that specific improve- 
ments in health habits and physical abilities will be demon- 
strated by this program in the future throughout the entire 
school system. 


Guidance 


The guidance program in Sharon has shown continuing 
progress during this year. In May, two members of the 
staff, Miss Helen B. Crocker, and Mr. Andrew E. Carstensen 
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were assigned, in addition to their regular duties, the re- 
sponsibility for the organiaztion and operation of a guidance 
counseling service. Already the counselors in their work 
have made recommendations to the administrators that 
have made guidance a preventive and constructive function 
rather than a wholly remedial one. Through a series of 
interviews with all students failing in the first quarter of 
this year and an analysis of past records, the deans have 
recommended continuous review drill in fundamentals. 


For failures due to avoidable absence, deans have 
strongly urged greater cooperation on the part of parents, 
but for those legitimate absences due to real illness, assis- 
tance has been rendered the subject teacher by urging a 
very specifically directed plan for individual makeup. Such 
individual direction prescribes considerable motivation to 
arouse interest of pupils in a prompt return to his group’s 
activities. 


As a test of the success of the program scheduled last 
year, there have been changes of less than ten per cent to 
date. A large proportion of these were due to schedule con- 
flicts, and with the survey report of reasons and its analysis 
made this year, the counselors feel that this percentage may 
be even further reduced during the coming year, especially 
if in the meantime some general testing is done. Moreover 
these changes, while sometimes necessary, will be greatly 
reduced also by the orientation courses being introduced into 
the junior high school. 


Follow-up and Placement 


Not only has the work of placement increased with in- 
dustrial acceleration, but the numbers of interviews with 
graduates regarding their educational and_ vocational 
achievement has thrown definite light upon the future needs 
of our present student body. A great deal of cooperation 
with parents is necessary when pupils’ educational and voca- 
tional aims seem beyond the likelihood of achievement as 
measured objectively by periodic intelligence and achieve- 
ment tests. The challenge of our day is certainly to mini- 
mize as far as possible the waste of energy resulting either 
from lack of sufficient direction or from positive misdirec- 
tion. 
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Social Guidance 


In the matter of social guidance, the activity calendar 
submitted by the student government has been in the direc- 
tion of increasing student responsibility. Greater thought 
and planning has been put into all school social functions 
to create situations where the best possible discipline of the 
individual is exerted through group pressure. Such actual 
experiences help to establish good social attitudes for a 
later worthwhile citizenship; they tend also to measure the 
results of growth. 


1. As there is an apparent weakness in fundamental 
tools, it is suggested that a periodic testing program be used 
through grade twelve which will supplement the present 
reading tests. These tests should embrace the following 
areas: 


1. Penmanship. 
2. Phonics-spelling-vocabulary. 
0d. Arithmetic. 


A remedial program of instruction in these funda- 
mentals through grade twelve, based on the results of this 
testing program should be subsequently used. 


2. To assist, facilitate, and encourage the make-up of 
work lost during legitimate absence, it is suggested that 
each teacher provide a room chart for the subject, listing the 
units of progressive parcels of work. 


This chart should disclose to all students the time and 
scope of all tests, extra assignments, the fundamentals in- 
volved in the subject, and the high points of the course. 
It would serve the additional purpose of providing the 
means for individual initiative to be recognized. The study- 
hall pupil’s argument for wasting time, “I have finished the 
assignment for tomorrow—I don’t know what to do next,” 
would be answered. 


3d. It is suggested that an effort be made to locate and 
improve any individual social or personality lag which 
might eventually culminate in a serious social hazard to the 
individual and to the community. The home-room teacher 
and the subject teacher can both contribute valuable assis- 
tance by working with the guidance department in this im- 
portant phase of child development. 
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4. It is suggested that each student be given a thorough 
physical examination yearly. Physical and personal factors 
of school success, such as the condition of eyesight, hearing, 
growth rate, recurring illness, such as colds and other handi- 
caps, should be very much our concern. | 


o. It is suggested that an attempt be made through the 
department of physical education to locate those pupils, 
especially boys, who show a marked deficiency in physical 
or athletic skills. The departmnet should provide for the 
cultivation of some athletic skill whenever | a deficiency is 
found to exist. 


6. It is suggested that clubs be offered as a means of 
enriching the extra-curricular life of the pupil. Each stu- 
dent should take part whole-heartedly in at least one extra- 
curricular activity. In the event that there is no apparent 
interest in any club activity, either the proper motivation or 
the right club is lacking. 


Personnel 


An invariably present factor in every efficient school 
system is a competent personnel. Aims and objectives, 
however sound in conception, are valueless without a teach- 
ing staff skilled in the methods which will guarantee their 
execution. The average small community though bur- 
dened with a low salary schedule, in comparison to larger 
communities, has yet the opportunity to maintain an effec- 
tive level of teaching if candidates selected fall into one of 
these two groups. 


(1) Young teachers who give evidence of possessing 
superior teaching ability, and who will ultimately attain 
positions in the larger systems. 


(2) Teachers whose ability and experience would 
qualify them for better paying positions, but who find com- 
pensation for lower salary in the environment in which they 
live and work. 


Sharon has been fortunate in securing teachers repre- 
sentative of these two groups. 
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During the past year, the following teachers have ter- 
minated their services with the Sharon schools: Mrs. Jewel 
Hughes, who was on leave of absence for sickness, resigned 
in February after ten years of teaching in Sharon; Miss 
Anita Shmauk, who was an elementary teacher here for 
four years, resigned to accept a position in Winchester; 
Mr. Ralph G. Hearn, who taught mathematics for two years, 
and Mr. Melvin Glazier, who taught mathematics in the 
Junior high schoo] for one-half year, resigned to accept 
positions in industry. Mr. Errol V. Higgins, who was elected 
to fill the vacancy created by Mr. Glazier’s resignation, was 
offered a position in the Federal Bureau of Investigation in 
December, and was released from his contract. 


Miss Joy Street, a graduate of Boston University and the 
Wheelock School, was elected to succeed Miss Shmauk. Mr. 
James Weldon was selected to replace Mr. Hearn. Mr. 
Weldon holds the degrees of Bachelor of Arts and Master 
of Arts from Tufts College. Miss Mary Flannelly, a graduate 
of Boston Teachers College and Boston University, was 
elected to a position on the commercial faculty and _ has, 
in addition to her regular duties, carried on the work of 
Miss Frost, who is on leave of absence. Mr. Edward Kos- 
kella was elected to the position of director of physical 
education and instructor in mathematics. Mr. Koskella 
holds the degree of Bachelor of Science in Education from 
Bridgewater State Teachers College and is completing the 
requirements for a Master of Education degree at Columbia 
University. Miss Charlotte Arne, who holds the degrees of 
Bachelor of Science in Physical Education and Master of 
Education from Boston University, was elected to the posi- 
tion of physical education instructor, which was vacated 
when Miss Barbara Flemings transferred to academic in- 
struction. 


It may be seen from a study of the qualifications of the 
personnel of the Sharon school system that the Sharon 
teachers bring to their task a happy blend of solid teaching 
experience and educational preparation. It has long been 
recognized, however, that neither past achievement nor 
present qualification will insure a healthy influx of progres- 
sive innovations, either of ideas or of enthusiasms, unless 
provision is made for a steady, measured growth on the part 
of all teachers through in-service training. 
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To this end arrangements have been made to insure 
that all teachers shall keep abreast of the best current 
educational thought through the study and discussion of 
materials made available from time to time through the 
office of the Superintendent. Moreover, a substantial num- 
ber of the teachers of Sharon have taken, and are presently 
taking, courses in education and in the various fields of con- 
centration to render them individually more valuable to the 
system. 


It can be said, in view of all these considerations, that 
the teaching personnel of the Sharon schools is not lacking 
in any important respect necessary for the continuous 
growth of the system. It would seem that the town may 
look to the future with confidence in the training of the 
youth of Sharon, and in the products of that same training. 


Physical Equipment 


There is complete agreement that the present emergency 
precludes any building program beyond that indicated by 
stark necessity. It seems wise during this moratorium, 
however, to evaluate the physical needs of a long-term 
program. 


The present high school plant has been in operation 
for twelve years, and in that period it is but natural that 
inadequacies would have been discovered. The architect’s 
plans did not include space for shop work. As a result, 
the only storage room which had been provided was con- 
verted into a shop in the first year of the operation of the 
school. 


The library at its inception had only one hundred and 
sixty-three books, and these were mainly books to be loaned. 
It served a student body of less than one hundred students, 
who were not receiving training in reference library tech- 
nique. Today this same library is expected to offer reference 
facilities to over three hundred students. The stacks con- 
tain a catalog list of nearly one thousand volumes. Insuffi- 
cient space is curtailing the extension of library facilities, 
which it is commonly recognized cannot under present con- 
ditions be offered to all the pupils. 
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The music room is located in a most unfortunate posi- 
tion, being in juxtaposition to the library, which should be a 
place of quiet. The music room is not large enough for 
orchestra or band work and does not have the accoustical 
properties for either instrumental or choral group work. 


The shop has space for one-half the work benches that 
should be provided to meet the present demand. The 
limited amount of machine equipment is not sufficient to 
give as much training in the field as we should like to offer 
the pupils, and even the limited machinery that is now in 
the shop is crowded into cramped quarters. 


Other inadequacies and definite deficiencies of the sort 
might be listed, such as makeshift cafeteria arrangements 
for the two hundred students who either bring or buy their 
lunches at schools. There are no direct entrances to the 
auditorium, nor is it possible with the present boiler arrange- 
ment to heat the auditorium or gymnasimum without heat- 
ing the entire school. 


Physical equipment, however, must be cared for whether 
it entirely meets the demands made on it or not. This year 
the repair program has been continued according to the 
school committee’s long-term plan. Each year’s end has 
found the buildings in better repair, and when a few more 
major repair items have been completed, the maintenance of 
the schools can be carried on at a greatly reduced figure 
annually. 


Community Use of the School Plant 


The schools of a community are centers for education. 
This does not mean that the schools are reserved merely for 
the education of youth, but that schools are maintained for 
the education of youth and adult alike. We feel that any 
program conducted in the interest of public service has some 
educational values. It has long been the policy of the school 
committee to offer school facilities, wherever possible, to 
local organizations. Such services have been utilized more 
than seventy-five times during the past year, or on an aver- 
age of more than once each day, during the days that school 
school is in session. It is probable that during the coming 
year, the use of the school buildings will be even greater. 
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At present school facilities are used regularly by the 
girl scouts, boy scouts, national guard reserve, the Red 
Cross, Junior Fortnightly and Senior Fortnightly. Other 
civic organizations avail themselves of our facilities more or 
less frequently. 


It is anticipated that more use of these facilities will 
be required as defense organizations institute programs. 
In a few instances charges are made for services, but in the 
main the use of buildings for local public organizations 
is without charge. It is self-evident that the use of the 
buildings requires fuel and electricity. Such extra expen- 
ditures must of course be paid from the regular school 
budget. Any rentals that accrue from the use of the build- 
ings are not returnable to the schools but are added to the 
Excess & Deficiency Fund of the town. It is sometimes 
assumed that rentals go to defray the costs of heating and 
lighting the buildings, but this is not the case. 


The school department is convinced that inasmuch as 
the physical plant is the property of the town, the buildings 
should be utilized whenever and in whatever manner public 
use does not interfere with the regular program of the 
schools. It is customary to charge rental to those organiza- 
tions that are not of a general civic nature. 


Education, according to the best modern theory, is a 
process of continuous growth extending to all phases of 
human endeavor. It is, in sum, the full and harmonious 
development of all the facilities distinctive of man. If 
the personnel of the Sharon school system is able in any way 
to further either public or private undertakings which, 
successfully undertaken, may redound to the good of the 
community as a whole, it stands ready to do so with all of 
its resources physical and intellectual. 


Curricula Re-organization 


The re-organization of curriculum is a continuing pro- 
gram through the years. The very nature of education, a 
dynamic enterprise, forbids that it be fostered soley by static 
implementation. | 


The reading program continues to demonstrate im- 
provements in children’s reading ability. A part of this im- 
provement, however, is the result of a higher entrance age 
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requirement. There is evidence that group improvement in 
reading skill still finds some individuals who enter the high 
school with poor reading technique. The staff is now en- 
gaged in seeking a solution to the problem. It is entirely 
probable that the solution may be found in offering special 
reading instruction throughout the twelve grades. 


A committee was formed this year to make a compre- 
hensive study of the mathematics curriculum. It was found 
by the committee that there was more material offered in 
the middle grades than could be assimilated by the pupils, 
but that there was need for more material in the upper 
grades. The curriculum has been revised to remedy this 
condition. The committee also recommended that a course 
in general mathematics be offered to those pupils who were 
not to receive special mathematics training in algebra or 
junior business training. Such a course has been incorpor- 
ated in the curriculum for the present school year. The 
committee is now outlining a program for continued study 
in mathematics for those pupils who do not indicate average 
achievemnet at the close of the ninth grade. 


The commercial program has been revised to conform 
with the recommendations made to the school committee by 
Dr. Warren Seyfert, of the Harvard Graduate School. All 
eighth grade students are now trained in the fundamentals 
of business procedure for personal use. Elementary type- 
writing and stenography are staggered so that a pupil does 
not have to undertake the study of two skill subjects at the 
same time. Students who intend to follow a commercial 
career after high school now may obtain a knowledge of the 
fundamentals of bookkeeping, typing, stenography, and 
business management during the regular four year training 
course. 


One other major advance has been instituted with the 
incorporation of a course in general language in the junior 
high school curriculum. Through a study of general lan- 
guage the pupil comes to understand the ways in which the 
various origins of the English language are related. It 
offers the pupil likewise, the opportunity to determine 
whether he has the capacity necessary to master the rudi- 
ments of foreign languages, besides familiarizing him to 
some extent with the culture of foreign peoples. Beyond 
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the immediate usefulness of the subject, it affords parents 
and teachers a better basis for future recommendations in 
the planning of courses of studies for individuals who are 
approaching high school years. 


May I again take the opportunity to thank Mr. John R. 
Gillespie for the vast improvements in school grounds, which 
are the direct result of his interest and effort. It is gratifying 
to me, personally, to know that a busy town official will 
take the time and trouble to offer his sound advice in the 
clarification of the many details which are inevitably to be 
met with in the handling of certain school problems. Indeed 
we may all feel that we in Sharon are fortunate in the 
possession of a multiplicity of public-spirited townspeople 
who have never yet failed us in any need great or slight. 


Mrs. Dorothy W. Frey has signified her intention not to 
be a candidate for re-election to the school committee this 
year. We of the staff appreciate what she has done for the 
Sharon schools during the eight years that she has served as 
a member of the committee. Her term of public service 
has had as a recompense nothing pecuniary, merely the most 
exacting labors. It is distinctly an understatement to say 
that the school department sincerely appreciates this public 
service. To the other town officials, to the citizens, and to 
the school staff, I wish to express my appreciation for the 
cooperation which I have received in the operation of the 
schools of Sharon during the past year. It is my hope that 
the rich investment that all alike have made in our school 
will bear the only dividend we in a democracy may justly 
demand for our effort—an enlightened citizenry of the 
future, built upon the solid basis of character.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT FOR 1941 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits 
its forty-sixth annual report. 


During 1941 there has been laid 3,867.3 feet of six inch 
and eight inch pipe in the following streets:

Quincy Street was started in November, 1940. 


Ames and East Streets have not been completed to date, 
because the Works Projects Administration has stopped all 
projects until further notice. It is expected to complete 
Fast Street in the Spring. 


During 1941, 5,051,000 gals. more of water was pumped 
than in 1940. Once more this emphasizes the need of meter 
installations, which, due to the existing conditions, we are 
obliged to postpone. For 1942, your board has submitted 
a reduced budget, due to curtailment in our construction 
program, which however should be resumed when condi- 
tions permit, due to many projects which are necessary to 
the efficient operation of the department. During the past 
year we have had a detailed study made by a competent en- 
gineer and we have laid out a 6-year program for the post 
war period, and all construction is being laid out and built 
to conform to the ultimate design. 


In the year 1942 we recommend laying a six inch pipe 
on Harold Street, a distance of 850 feet. Also we recom- 
mend laying 975 feet of six inch on Gunhouse Street. This 
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will not only strengthen our system, but will also serve a 
location where sufficient houses are to be built to justify 
the expenditures on a basis of tax revenue. 


During this emergency it is more than ever important 
to call your attention to the necessity of inspecting the 
water system in your cellars. Instances have been found 
where the pipe was so badly corroded that it broke when 
the stop was turned off. Some stops have been in use over 
fifty years and are not to be depended upon in cases of 
emergency. Also, every pressure boiler should be equipped 
with an automatic valve for heat, over-pressure and vacuum. 


All hose users are requested to keep within the limit of 
TWO HOURS use in any day of twenty-four hours, and also 
please keep in mind that the use of hose between the hours 
of 9 P. M. and 5 A. M. is strictly prohibited.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1941 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commisstoners of the 


Town of Sharon. 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submited the forty-sixth annual report of 
the Superintendent of this department. 


In the year ended December 31, 1941, there has been a 
general overhauling, testing and locating of service stops 
and gate valves. Fifty-seven services were repaired and 
fifty-two were provided with new stops to replace the old 
ones, some of which had been in use from forty to fifty 
years. 


Hydrants have been oiled, greased, and some have 
been painted. Nine hydrants of obsolete type have been 
replaced by new, up-to-date steamer nozzle type. 


Twenty new services have been laid with a total length 
of three hundred twenty three feet and six inches. Three 
new hydrants were set, and twelve gate valves. 


The wells at Station Two have been washed and cleaned. 


Two hydrants were broken off this year by automobiles, 
and bills were sent to owners and were taken care of. 


The tank has been painted on the outside and the under- 
side of the roof. In addition the inside wall was inspected 
and treated where necessary. 


During this year several complaints have been re- 
ceived regarding the condition of the water. These com- 
plaints were from takers on dead ends, and the situation 
was remedied by flushing the mains. There are within the 
water system a number of dead ends which should be 
eliminated by connecting up with other water mains and 
by so doing strengthen the distributing system throughout 
the town.

I submit the following report as Town Work Projects 
Administration Sponsor’s Agent and Referral Agent for the 
year 1941. | 


The following work has been completed: 


MANUAL 


High School Playground 


Construction of two (2) tennis courts with asphaltic 
concrete playing surfaces and one (1) complete tennis 
court enclosure with two gates. The northern driveway 
which gives access to tennis courts has been recondi- 
tioned by graveling, oiling, sanding and replacement of 
broken concrete apron at South Main Street sidewalk. 
Proper drainage for courts has been provided for by 
regrading of surrounding area. The playground has 
been beautified by loaming the slopes on the north and 
west sides of the courts and necessary removal of trees, 
boulders and stumps. 


SIDEWALKS 


Pond Street 


A stretch of asphaltic sidewalk was laid southerly 
from Post Office Square to East Chestnut Street. The 
northerly corner of Pond and East Chestnut Streets was 
widened in order to eliminate a hazardous condition for 
motor vehicles. 


North Main Street 


Continuation of asphaltic sidewalk from corner of 
Brook Road northerly to Huntington Avenue. New 
grades were established and a dead tree removed at 
corner of Brook Road in order to round off corner. 
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South Main Street 


A stretch of asphaltic sidewalk was laid northerly 
from house No. 110 to Town Hall grounds and 262 linear 
feet of granite curbing installed along with 9 driveway 
returns. 


A total of 2,890 linear feet of sidewalks was laid 
during the year 1941. 


Water Mains 


Installation of “Water Mains” has been performed 
at the following locations: Quincy Street, Ames Street 
and East Street. 


A total of 2,884 linear feet of ““Water Main” was laid. 
(For a more detailed explanation refer to Water Com- 
missioners Report.) 


Tree Surgery 


Conservation of trees throughout the Town by 
painting and filling cavities; bracing limbs; cutting and 
pruning dead branches; removing dead and decayed 
trees and performing incidental and appurtenant work. 
This project ran from January 1, 1941 to March 31, 1941 
and employed ten (10) men. 


Gypsy Moth 


Creosoting of gypsy moth egg clusters was carried 
on during the months of January and February. As the 
infestation was quite severe this year, it was necessary 
to carry out an extensive spraying program throughout 
the months of April, May and June. 


Town Mapping 


This project was in operation from January 1, 1941 
to June 27, 1941, at which time it was suspended, by the 
Works Projects Administration, due to necessary reduc- 
tion of personnel. During the period of its operation 
the field notes were reduced for calculation, several 
large traverses were completed and calculations of 
street sidelines were made. 
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In this work it was found that some streets are not 
properly marked, in the field, and it is to be recom- 
mended that the Town set bounds and in some cases 
relocate these streets. 


NON-MANUAL 


Assessor’s Parcel Index Project 


When this project was completed on April 14, 1941 
the Town was furnished with a modern and accurate 
individual parcel property Identification Index Card’ 
Record. This Identification Index Card Record will be 
invaluable to the Assessors and the Town as a whole, 
as it furnishes them with an accurate and complete 
record of each transfer as recorded at the Registry of 
Deeds in Dedham. 


Water Facthties Record System 


Started April 15, 1941 this project, when completed, 
will provide local and other authorities with readily 
accessible and comprehensive records, plans and blue- 
prints of the location and classification of water mains 
and appurtenances and the general water supply. 


At the present time it is estimated that approxi- 
mately sixty (60) percent of the estimated work has 
been accomplished and if there is no change in the 
present personnel, of four (4) persons, it should be com- 
pleted in June 1942. 


The work at the present time consists of the fol- 
lowing: Locating and plotting individual services; lo- 
cating and plotting individual main gate valves; and 
locating and plotting hydrants. 


These records are intended to be used to restore 
services interrupted by acts of sabotage, war or other 
extraordinary and unforeseen contingencies and_ to 
maintain the civilian safety and provide for the Public 
Defense. 


Women’s Sewing for Needy 


This Project was in operation from January 1, 1941 
to July 7, 1941. During that period they were engaged

in the production of garments which, when finished, 
were to be distributed to charitable institutions or to 
people receiving or eligible to receive Town assistance. 

There was an average personnel of ten (10) women 
employed during this period. 


Surplus Commodities Distribution 


The surplus commodity food products distributed 
to recipients during the year 1941 are as follows: Direct 
distribution of food, $10,111.12; and for clothing, 
$4,071.40—a total of $14,182.52. This is an increase of 
$1,231.62 over the previous year. 


This food and clothing was supplied by the Surplus 
Commodities Division of the State Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare. The cost to the Town for this department 
is comparatively small. 


During the past year we have had to contribute locally 


at least twenty-five percent of the total cost of each and all 
Projects.

Total $30,171.19 $14,464.37 
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Our annual appropriation was $5,200.00 and an addi- 
tional amount of $1,090.98, which was an unexpended note 
balance from the previous year, was added to the appro- 
priation. We paid all bills and ended the year with a bal- 
ance of $843.31. The remaining balance of Sponsor’s ex- 
penditures consists of credits for materials and supplies 
furnished by the Water Department; Welfare labor and 
the use of our trucks and equipment, space rental, etc., no 
money being expended therefor. 


A special appropriation of $1,900.00 was made to con- 
struct tennis courts, which have been completed. This was 
the Sponsor’s contribution towards the project and was liq- 
Bac to the amount of $1,742.32, leaving a balance of 
$157.68. 


Included in the Federal expenditures for the year 1941 
is the amount of $224.88 for asphaltic concrete and $617.00 
for water pipe, these materials being furnished by the Fed- 
eral Government. 


Under the present conditions we find it impossible to 
make any forecast, in regard to W.P.A. activities,-for the 
year 1942. However, we have submitted and received gov- 
ernmental approval on the following blanket project pro- 
posals: Town Highways, $79,606.00; Town Water Mains, 
es oak Gypsy Moth, $5,207.00 and a Street Sign Project, 

073.00. 


At the present time we have ten (10) workers employed 
on a Defense Project in Hingham; two (2) on a Commodities 
Project and four (4) on a Water Facilities Record System 
Project. 


The co-operation of the two other members of the Board 
of Selectmen and the Officers of the other Town Depart- 
ments has made possible the success of the Work Projects 
Administration in Sharon.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Sharon for the year ending 
December 31, 1941, made in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of a report 
made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of 
Accounts.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Sharon for 
the year ending December 31, 1941, and submit the follow- 
ing report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments collecting or disbursing town funds 
or committing bills for collection, were examined and 
checked. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town account- 
ant were examined and checked in detail. The receipts, as 
entered, were checked with the treasurer’s books and the 
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treasury warrants. The appropriations and transfers, as 
entered in the appropriation ledger, were checked with the 
town clerk’s records of town meeting votes and with the 
finance committee’s authorizations of transfers from the 
reserve fund. 


The general ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial bal- 
ance, proving the accounts to be in balance, was taken off, 
and a balance sheet, showing the financial condition of the 
town as of December 31, 1941, was prepared and is appended 
to this report. 


The books and accounts of the late and of the temporary 
town treasurers were examined and checked in detail. The 
recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with the town 
accountant’s books, with the records in the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town, and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury. 
The payments, as entered, were checked with the selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds, with 
the town accountant’s books, and with the original vouchers 
and pay-rolls on file. 


The cash book additions were verified and the cash bal- 
ance on January 22, 1942, was verified by actual count of 
the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank bal- 
ances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were proved with the amounts falling due and 
were compared with the cancelled checks, coupons and secu- 
rities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the several trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer were examined and checked. The income 
was proved, the disbursements were verified, and the trust 
fund balances as of December 31, 1941, were reconciled with 
the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked with the tax books, with the deeds on file, and 
with the records in the Registry of Deeds. The recorded 
redemptions were compared with the payments to the treas- 
urer as shown by the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles 
on hand January 22, 1942, were listed and proved to the 
accountant’s ledger. 
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The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The taxes outstanding according 
to the previous examination were audited, and all subse- 
quent commitments were analyzed and compared with the 
assessors’ warrants for their collection. The recorded col- 
lections were compared with the payments to the treasurer, 
the recorded abatements were checked with the assessors’ 
records of abatements granted, the taxes transferred to the 
tax title account were verified, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the collector of water charges 
were examined and checked. The commitments were footed, 
the recorded collections were compared with the payments 
to the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s books, the abate- 
ments as entered were checked with the commissioners’ rec- 
ords of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved. 


Verification of the outstanding tax and water acconnts 
was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received it would appear that the 
outstanding accounts, as listed, are substantially correct. 


The town clerk’s financial records were examined and 
checked. The records of dog and sporting licenses issued 
were examined and checked with the payments to the town 
treasurer and the State. The cash balance on January 22, 
1942, was verified by actual count of the cash in the office. 


No town vote was found authorizing the selectmen to 
appoint one of their members to the position of W.P.A. 
supervisor, and accordingly attention is called to the provi- 
sions of Section 4A, Chapter 41, General Laws, which reads 
as follows: 


-“Eixcept as otherwise expressly provided, a town 
board may, if authorized by vote of the town, appoint 
any member thereof to another town office or position 
for the term provided by law, if any, otherwise for a 
term not exceeding one year. The salary of any such 
appointee shall be fixed by vote of the town, notwith- 
standing the provisions of section one hundred and 
eight. In this section, the word ‘town’ shall not include 
city.” 
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The records of receipts from licenses issued by the board 
of selectmen and by the board of health, from sealer’s fees, 
from public welfare accounts receivable, from library fines, 
as well as from all other departments collecting money for 
the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked. The recorded collections were compared with 
the payments to the treasurer, the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved, and the cash balances were verified by 
actual count of cash on hand. 


The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials 
as required by law were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and the tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, 
departmental and water accounts, as well as schedules 
showing the condition and transactions of the several trust 
funds. 


For the co-operation extended by the several town of- 
ficials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistant and for myself, to express appreciation.

During the year there was constant supervision of milk 
and cream sold in town, both retail and wholesale. Labora- 
tory analysis was made on monthly basis of samples of vari- 
ous grades, and of all licensed dealers. 


Inspection was also made of farms producing local milk, 
and processing plants engaged in the pasteurizing of milk. 


It can be stated that milk offered for sale in town is all 
of very satisfactory quality. We have found the dealers very 
cooperative in our quality program. 


Laboratory analysis consists of bacteriological standard 
plate count, microscopic examination, and special cultures as 
deemed necessary, also a test for butterfat content and spe- 
cific gravity is made to insure that milk is of satisfactory 
grade. 


All the most modern methods of Laboratory analysis are 
used as routine program.

Town of Sharon. This truck went into commission on April 
26th at the big fire of Bay Road, Mountain Street and Massa- 
poag Avenue before the Department had the chance to test 
it; but it stood the severe test of a three-day fire. 


Thirty-three auxiliary firemen have been appointed and 
have received training at drills and at some of the fires.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


I herewith submit my report as Highway Surveyor for 
the year 1942, beginning March 4, 1942 and ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1942. 


The necessity of aiding the war effort required changing 
many of the plans for road construction and maintenance. 
No tar was available for any amount of new road construction. 
Only a limited amount was available for resurfacing and 
patching. A special effort was made to keep the roads well 
patched. 


Sections of the following streets were surface-treated at 
a cost of $4,787.38. Bay Road, Billings St.. East St., East 
Foxoboro St., High St., Lakeview St., Moose Hill Pkwy., Moose 
Hill St., Pond St., and South Walpole St. 


All hard surface roads were patched with an asphalt or 
tar mix at a cost of $2,215.00. Most roads require extensive 
patching because Sharon has so many roads that were not 
properly drained and constructed. 


All gravel roads were graveled where necessary and 
graded. Harold St. required a new drainage system. Two 
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catchbasins and a manhole were installed. This system, which 
at present empties on Gertrude Ave., should be connected to 
‘ the new drain on South Main St. 


Two old and dangerous stone culverts on South Walpole 
St. were replaced with two foot concrete pipes. A stone cul- 
vert on Viaduct St. was also replaced with two foot concrete 
plpey 


Salvage was collected in line with the National Program 
of aiding the war effort. The bulk of the salvage was trucked 
to Boston or Brockton so that it would reach the assembly 
line in the shortest possible time. The approximate cost to 
the Town was $450.00. 


The Civilian Defense Program called upon the Highway 
Department to be responsible for Rescue, Demolition and 
Road Repair. One truck was equipped in keeping with this 
program. All highway equipment has been kept in good re- 
pair and made ready for an emergency. 


A new guard fence was erected around water gate at 
Hammer Shop Pond on Ames St. The gate house at Massa- 
poag Lake was repaired. The raceway required rebuilding 
three sections of the wall. 


The routine work of highway maintenance was carried 
out where time, money and materia] were available. 


A list of Highway expenditures will be found in the report 
of the Town Accountant. 


Chapter 90 


The sum of $3,000.00 was spent on Chapter 90 roads. 
The Easton end of Massapoag Avenue was spot patched and 
surface-treated. Sections of Norwood, North Main, and 
South Main Streets were spot patched where cracks had ~ 
developed. One section on South Main Street, going north 
from Ames Street, was sealed with heavy tar and treated 
with crushed stone to prevent skidding. 
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The drainage system on South Main Street was extended 
north to tie in a catch basin already built on Ames Street. 
One new catch basin and one new manhole was added. 


Five dangerous trees were removed and the road widened 
on South Main Street near junction of Gunhouse Street. 


The corner on North Main Street at Hare’s farm was im- 
proved by extending the road shoulder. 


Two catch basins at intersection of South Main Street 
and Walpole Street required the addition of leaching drains. 


New concrete guard posts were set on Norwood Street, 
South Main Street and on Massapoag Avenue. Most of “he 
guard fence on Chapter 90 road has had at least one coat of 
paint, 


Roadside growth was trimmed. 


Snow and Ice 


Snowfall in 1942 was very light. The main roads were 
plowed only four times after March 4, 1942. Roads in the 
outlying districts were plowed only once. 


The use of snowplows and skid chains was kept to a mia- 
imum to aid the war effort. 


Ice storms required frequent sanding. The department 
has a supply of chains and snowplow blades for the year ahead. 


A pile of screened sand is on hand for future use.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


A year ago we reported that there had been a marked 
reduction on our general relief rolls as a result of more oppor- 
tunities for employment due to better business and industrial 
conditions, but, this year, through well planned rehabilitation 
methods, we have decreased our case load so that there are 
now only nine cases left on our rolls and eight of these are 
unemployable persons and the other is being only temporarily 
aided to supplement insufficient earnings while serving a 
training period. 


Of these nine cases, only five of them hold a Sharon legal 
settlement; that is, the entire expense of aiding them is borne 
by the town: and the expenses on the other four cases is reim- 
bursed by either the State or by other cities or towns. 

There is now a full-time trained social worker employed, 
through the consent of the Civil Service Commission, to act 
as both Visitor and Welfare Agent, whose duties include keep- 
ing in close contact with all recipients and rendering to them 
whatever services may be needed in granting them assistance 
and in helping them to rehabilitate themselves. 

We are pleased to report that due to the decrease in our 
case load, we are able to return to the town treasury the sub- 
stantial sum of $4,764.69 which represents the balance of the 
1942 appropriations of monies unspent.

REPORT OF AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


Since the transition from the State’s former program of 
assistance to dependent children, which was known as Moth- 
ers’ Aid, to the Federal-State program, which was set up under 
the Social Security Act, and which is known as Aid to De- 
pendent Children, cities and towns have been enabled thereby 
to extend to parents of dependent children a more liberal 
form of assistance which gives these children every oppor- 
tunity to develop into normal, healthy, and desirable citizens 
in the community. 

In Aid to Dependent Children, the Federal Government 
makes a grant which amounts to 50% of a maximum amount 
of $18.00 a month for the older child (up to 16 years of age, 
or 18 if still attending school), and $12.00 a month for each 
subsequent child in each family group. The State reimburses 
the town to the extent of one-third of the entire amount ex- 
pended upon each family. 


In December, 1941, five cases, with 14 children, were 
aided, and in December, 1942, six cases, with 22 children were 
aided; one case, with two children was closed because of ineli- 
gibility due to sufficient earnings, and two cases, with 12 
children, were added during the year. The two new cases 
were found to be eligible due to the breadwinner in each in- 
stance having been either deceased or incapacitated.

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REPORT OF BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


Old Age Assistance, established by the enactment of the 
Social Security Act, was founded for the purpose of provid- 
ing for the relief and support of aged, dependent, and deserv- 
ing citizens of sixty-five years of age or over. This Old Age 
Assistance must not be confused with the Federal Old Age 
and Survivors Insurance program, also set up under the Social 
Security Act, which differs from Old Age Assistance inasmuch 
as this system provides for the payments of benefits on the 
basis of wages earned on jobs covered by the law and without 
regard to the need of the individual beneficiary, whereas Old 
Age Assistance is a form of public relief payable only to those 
to whom a “‘means test”? has been applied as part of the de- 
terming factors which must be considered in passing upon 
their eligibility for such assistance, which, by no means, must 
be considered as being a form of ‘‘Pension” to which all who 
reach the age of sixty-five years are entitled. 


The town’s expenditures in Old Age ‘Assistance are shared 
by the Federal Government to the extent of 50% of all allow- 
ances up to $40.00 per month, and the State reimburses the 
town to the extent of two-thirds of the remainder of the ex- 
_ pense incurred in all cases having a legal settlement, and, for 
the full amount of the balance, after deducting the amount 
of the Federal Grant, in all cases having no legal settlement. 


In December, 1941, 57 resident persons were receiving 
Old Age Assistance. Fifteen persons were added to the rolls 
and fourteen were removed, and six applications were reject- 
ed. In December, 1942, there are 58 cases being aided.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit the following report as Town Works Projects 
Administration Sponsor’s Agent and Referral Agent for the 
year 1942. 


Water Facilities Record System 


This project, started April 15, 1941, was almost completed 
when in May of 1942, it was interrupted in order to get the 
War Services Program started. 


The work accomplished consisted of locating, plotting 
and blue-printing every individual water service in the town; 
locating and plotting all water main gate valves; locating and 
listing original and renewal dates of all fire hydrants. 


The results of this work leaves the town better prepared 
to meet disturbances of our water system in time of disaster 
and provides the Water Department with a complete record 
of all services, gates and hydrants. 

War Services Program 


This project began April 15, 1942. Its purpose was to 
provide ‘clerical and research and records assistance to the 
Sharon Committee on Public Safety. The work included: 
preparing air-raid, fire protection, and evacuation, maps and 
plans; also, collecting, listing, tabulating, summarizing, index- 
ing and filing information on air-raid protection equipment, 
water supply sources; also, on assembly centers, temporary 
shelters and re-settlement facilities, inflammables and explo- 
sives, and mutual aid fire systems; also, indexing, and filing 
and maintaining registers of civilian defense personnel. The 
work further included assistance to the emergency staff at the 
Report Center, and Rationing Board Office with clerical and 
general office assistance. 


With most of the set-up details attended to, the projeet 
is now furnishing current assistance to The Sharon Committee 
on Public Safety and to the Rationing Board. 


Whereas, in the beginning the entire effort of the clerical 
force was given to assistance in the development of the plans 
of the Public Safety Committee and those of the Field section 
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of the W.P.A. Administration, the greatly increased demands 
of the Rationing situation are such as to require the greater 
part of the clerical assistance. 

| If the reports coming out of Washington are to receive 
fair credence, Rationing is but in its early stage, for many 
items not yet published will enter to increase the work per- 
taining to that War-time provision. 

Surplus Commodities Distribution — 

The Surplus Commodity food products distributed to 
recipients during the year 1942 are as follows: Direct distribu- 
tion of food, $12,152.00; and for clothing, $3,791.00—a total 
of $15,943.00. This is an increase of $1,760.48 over the 
previous year. 

This food and clothing was supplied by the Surplus Com- 
modities Division of the State Department of Public Welfare. 
gheneoet to the Town for this department is comparatively 
small. 

The following shows Federal and Sponsor Contribution 
for 1942: 

Fedéral—$6,324.00 Sponsors—$3,321.00 Total—$9,645.00 

We have had to contribute locally at least 25% of the 
total cost of each and all Projects. The personnel for the 
year averaged seven persons. 

Our annual appropriation was $2, 500. 00. We paid all bills 
and ended the year with a balance of $204.97. The remaining 
balance of Sponsors expenditures consists of credits for equip- 
ment, space rental, etc., no money being expended therefor. 

As is now generally known, the Government is closing 
out W.P.A. Nearly all of the states have already discontinued 
their W.P.A. Offices. In Massachusetts, however, there re- 
mained a few projects which both the State and the Govern- 
ment were anxious to finish. Thus, the closing of the Sharon 
W.P.A. Office has been postponed until March 1st. 

After that date such clerical assistance as may be neces- 
sary in the work of Civilian Defense and in the work of the 
Rationing Board, will become a responsibility of both Federal 
and local government. 

The co-operation of the two other members of the Board 
of Selectmen and the Officers of the other Town Departments, 
has made possible the success of the Work Projects Adminis- 
tration in Sharon.

For 1943 your board has submitted a reduced budget, 
due to the limitation of main extensions to 200 feet by the 
War Production Board. We still have many dead ends to be 
connected after the present emergency is over. 


During the present emergency, it is very important that 
an inspection be made of the shut-off in your cellar. The 
superintendent, Mr. Tolman, will be pleased to inspect the 
shut-off in your cellar, and advise in regard to renewal or 
repairs. 


In connection with the Civilian Defense set-up, ‘and 
through the assistance of a Works Projects Administration, 
sponsored by Mr. Gillespie, maps have been prepared show- 
ing main gate locations. 


In case of an emergency,.an organization has been de- 
veloped by the Civilian Defense, that is familiar with the pipe 
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layouts, and from these maps know which gates should be 
shut off to enable repairs to be made. 


On September 24th at a joint meeting of the Selectmen 
and the Board, Mr. Eugene F.. Shyne was elected to fill out the 
term of Mr. Ralph L. Pollard about whom resolutions are 
recorded elsewhere in our report. 


Again we would stress the importance of having every 
pressure boiler equipped with an automatic valve for Heat, 
over pressure and Vacuum. 


All hose users are requested to keep within the limit of 
TWO HOURS use in any day of twenty-four hours, and also 
please keep in mind that the use of hose between the hours of 
9 P. M. and 5 A. M. is strictly prohibited.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1942 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners 
of the Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submitted the forty-seventh annual report 
of the Superintendent of this department. 


In the year ended December 31, 1942, there has been’ a 
general overhauling, testing and locating of service stops and 
gate valves. Eight services were repaired and seven were 
provided with new stops to replace the old ones, some of which 
had been in use from forty to fifty years. 


Hydrants have been oiled, greased, and some have been 
painted. Two hydrants of obsolete type have been replaced 
by new, up-to-date steamer nozzle type. Six new hydrants 
were set, and ten gate valves. 


Twenty four new services have been laid with a total 
length of four hundred fourteen feet and six inches. 


The wells at Station One and Two have been washed and 
cleaned. 


One hydrant was broken off this year by an automobile, 
and bill was sent to owner and was taken care of. 


During this year several complaints have been received 
regarding the condition of the water. These complaints were 
from takers on dead ends, and the situation was remedied by 
flushing the mains. There are within the water system a 
number of dead ends which should be eliminated by connect- 
ing up other water mains and by so doing strengthen the dis- 
tribution system through out the town. .

MOTH REPORT, 1942 


In order to control and, as much as possible, to stamp out 
the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moth pests, the trees along any 
main highway and side street in the town were sprayed— 
and where needed, were painted—this past year. The roads 
in the South and West sides required especial attention. 


Almost 600 wild cherry trees, the worst of moth-breeding 
places, were cut away and removed. There are,- however, 
hundreds more to be done away with. The present year should 
see most of this work accomplished. 


The roadside clearance through grubbing and cutting 
away of underbrush during the year, should be reflected in a 
noticeable decrease of moths this summer.

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TREE WARDEN’S REPORT FOR 1942 
To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


As you well know, the requirements of the Tree Warden’s 
work have been pretty much reduced to the routine which 
many years’ experience has discovered as essential. However, 
it is well to periodically glance over the details of the Warden’s 
position and note his attendance to his responsibilities. 


This past year more than the usual attention was given 
to trimming shade trees. The results of this has been notice- 
able in the neater appearance of the trees along the streets of 
the town. Many dead trees and decayed limbs and branches 
have been cut away and this has also added to the general 
appearance. 


The ever present tree and bush menace to highway safety 
was considerably reduced by the removal of certain view- 
destructing trees and bushes; also by more than usual grub- 
bing work in noted bad places. 


In the outlying districts many loose-hanging branches 
were cut away for the purpose of better and further vision. 
And too, since it is in these isolated districts the fire hazard 
is greatest from carelessly thrown matches or cigarettes, the 
Tree Department did extensive preventative work in cutting 
trees, shrubs and smaller growth back to an increased depth. 


The value of this latter work is not easy to appreciate, 
for there is no way of knowing how many brush fires it has 
prevented. ‘However, it has given our side roads in these sec- 
tions a better groomed appearance which, to visitors as well 
as to ourselves, is a source of pleasure and satisfaction. 


Progress in such improvement is dependent, of course, 
upon the amount we can afford to appropriate toward it each 
vear. 


I am mindful of the confidence you have shown in entrust- 
ing to me the work and responsibility that is the Tree War- 
den’s. And I sincerely assure you that I am sensible to this 
confidence and will always endeavor to serve you efficiently.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 
Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Sharon: 


The year 1942 found our Civilian Defense organization 
well recruited and satisfactorily trained. 


The enlisted personnel now numbers 690 members. This 
is in excess of 25% of our adult population. 


Frequent mobilizations held during the year whereby all 
the divisions were activated and presented with problems 
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simulating actual air raid conditions were met with cheerful 
response and proved the worth of months of training. Inspec- 
tions made by State and Army representatives confirmed the 
fact that our defense organization was in proper condition. 


Our five major divisions of Civilian Defense, namely— 
Protection, Medical, War Services, Services and Supplies and 
Salvage are broken down into fourteen sub-divisions; each 
with its leaders, deputies and workers are ready for assign- 
ments that may come to them. 


Partly through the efforts of your committees we were 
able to procure for the town two valuable pieces of equipment, 
a fire truck and an ambulance, which have already been used 
to good advantage and will remain in use for many years. 


The committee wishes to express its appreciation for the 
splendid co-operation of our citizens in assisting in every way 
our efforts. 


We are grateful for the splendid spirit shown by the 
entire organization that has patiently carried on to date 
regardless of periods of inactivity and confusion. Much of ° 
the work and responsibility is unglamorous and tedious and 
I want the men and women who have assumed these respon- 
sibilities to know that their part may prove to be the most 
valuable and is greatly appreciated by the committee. 


The committee also wishes to express its thanks to all 
the Churches, the School Committee, the American Legion and 
others who cheerfully offered their facilities in case of an 
emergency. Particular thanks are directed to those who have 
expended every effort and long hours to training the per- 
sonnel. 


On April Ist the W. P. A. assumed the responsibility of 
clerical and information assistance. This made it possible for 
us to establish headquarters at the Town Hall, where any 
citizen may go and obtain information. I strongly recom- 
mend that some provision be made for the continuance of this 
valuable asset since the management of an organization as 
large as ours requires more clerical assistance than volunteer 
workers could be expected to give to it.

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REPORT OF FORESTRY COMMITTEE 


It has been said that Sharon can be made the most beau- 
tiful garden town in Massachusetts. We have beautiful Lake 
Massapoag, brooks, streams, hills and dales, as well as many 
homes with pleasing surroundings and plantings and we have 
a considerable amount of forest lands. 


These forest lands are a great asset, but I wonder if they 
are property appreciated. It takes years to grow a fine forest 
and it can be injured by lack of care, by improper cutting, or 
by forest fires. Some years ago, the Sharon Water Board 
planted about a thousand red pines and a thousand white 
pines. These have grown splendidly and are now twelve to 
fifteen feet tall and are making a good cover crop for con- 
serving and purifying the water supply, as well as furnishing 
beauty and growing pine that will produce valuable timber in 
the years to come. | 


The Massachusetts Audubon Society, a dozen years ago, 


planted 1,000 red and 1,000 white pine seedlings. These have 
already made a splendid growth. 


In 1940 the Trustees of the Sharon Sanitorium also plant- 
ed both white and red pines—about 2,000 in all. 


The Sharon Town Forest, consisting of about 101 acres, 
was legally established about ten or twelve years ago. This 
is in a district thinly populated and where forest fires have 
occurred and on this account, and more particularly on account 
of lack of money, this property has not been planted as it 
should be some day—we hope in the near future. 


Forests are so important to the public welfare that they 
are now considered a matter of public concern. 


The Massachusetts Forest and Park Association with 
headquarters at No. 3 Joy Street, Boston has recently pub- 
lished Bulletin No. 166 entitled “Public Control of Forest 
Cutting”. This is a small bulletin of eight pages and can be 
had for the asking by any one interested in this subject of 
Forestry. Those who own forest lands should procure a 
copy. This Bulletin is summed up as follows: 
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“Public Control of Forest Cutting” 
Conclusions 


“The chief public interest in private forests will be safe- 
guarded if the forest soil is conserved and the forest is kept 
in a commercially productive condition. 


“Clear cutting of large areas being destructive of these 
requirements, except under special silvicultural conditions, 
should be discontinued. 


“The long range public and private interests in the forests 
are closely parallel, and therefore an equitable division of the 
cost of producing the crop between the owner and the public 
should be obtained. 


“Every acre of forest presents a different problem and 
few owners have enough investment in woodland to justify 
the expense and time to become skilled in forestry or to em- 
ploy a forester. ~Therefore, the public should provide on all 
commercial operations technical service based on minimum 
standards of forest cutting practices applicable to the region 
involved. 


“The cutting on such commercial operations should be 
restricted in accordance with such service under reasonable 
penalties for willful non-compliance, subject always to appeal. - 


“This service to the owner would insure the ‘protection 
of the public interest, would enable the owner in the long run 
to obtain a greater return, and would undoubtedly increase 
the value of the forest capital and wood production of the

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee: 


As superintendent of the public schools, I am pleased to 
submit herewith my first annual report, through you, to the 
citizens of Sharon. <A superintendent’s first year in a new 
town must needs be a year of evaluation of the strengths 
and weaknesses of the school system in order that future 
development may be sound and so directed that all positive 
values are implemented rather than sacrificed on the altar of 
change. From the perspective of a fresh viewpoint, the excel- 
lences and lacks must be charted and a long term program 
of development drafted on the basis of the inventory. Such 
a survey, to be significant, must be based on a period of care- 
ful observation of sufficient length to guarantee the validity 
of its findings. For this reason it cannot be presented at this 
time, but will be submitted as a separate report after the 
close of the school year. 


In general, three problems face the schools today. First, 
it is of utmost necessity that we utilize our ample facilities to 
serve the war effort in every possible way. Second, we must 
make certain provision that boys and girls now in school 
develop the principles and attitudes essential to winning and 
keeping the peace. Third, in the face of.rising costs and in- 
creasing difficulties, we must maintain the efficiency of our 
basic peacetime curriculum. This report will be concerned, 
very briefly, with these problems. 


WAR SERVICE OF THE SHARON SCHOOLS 

In the war crisis which America is now facing, I think it 
cannot be denied that the public school system has a, prior 
responsibility to the nation which has made the system pos- 
sible. There is a direct obligation to change customs and 
objectives in any way necessary to expedite the winning of the 
war. This conclusion follows logically from the certain knowl- 
edge that unless the war is won, everything which we hold 
dear in our excellent system of free public education is auto- 
matically and permanently forfeit. Accepting this premise, 
it follows that we must modify our curriculum, for the dura- 
tion of the war, to provide basic pre- -induction training for 
the armed services and essential civilian defense training for 
the home front. Let us examine the ways in which the Sharon 
Schools are meeting the war service responsibility. 
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Selective Service Registration. The Government needed 
the services of its public school teachers to handle the large 
clerical task of registering its manpower in the Selective 
Service registrations. They volunteered. 


Armed Forces. A number of our teachers have enlisted 
in the armed forces of their country. 


Rationing. Our teachers have gladly accepted the large 
and difficult task of rationing the various necessities of life— 
sugar, gasoline, fuel oil, now canned foods—and will continue 
to do so as long as there is need. 


Salvage. Our school boys and girls reacted with enthu- 
siasm to the Government’s appeal for salvage this fall. Al- 
though Sharon is a small town, its junior citizens organized 
the second largest salvage unit of boys and girls in the Com- 
monwealth. It is significant that their interest did not stop 
at this point and that the campaign was carried through until 
two hundred per cent of the salvage quota for the Town of 
Sharon was actually collected and speeded on its way to war 
production. 


War Stamps and Bonds. The Sharon Schools are spon- 
soring a sustained drive to encourage pupils, citizens, and 
teachers to support their government in the war effort through 
the purchase of war savings stamps and bonds. It is encour- 
aging to note that already approximately two thousand nine 
hundred seventy dollars worth of stamps and bonds have been 
sold in the schools. 


Recreation. Realizing that with the drastic reduction 
in transportation facilities our teen-age boys and girls face a 
problem in the field of recreation opportunity, the School De- 
partment in cooperation with six community organizations 
is sponsoring the Teen-Age Winter Activity Program. This 
undertaking has provided wholesome entertainment in the 
high school building under competent supervision on every 
Friday evening through the months of January, February, 
and March. I believe the community can well be proud of the 
spirit of the six cooperating organizations which have come 
forward to ease the strain on our high school boys and girls. 


' Pre-flight Aeronautics. Beginning last September, at 
the request of the Federal Government, we have cooperated

in a country-wide program to make the youth of the nation 
air-minded. A course in pre-flight aeronautics is included this 
year in the course offerings of the science department of the 
high school. 


Civilian Defense Facilities. The high school building has 
furnished a meeting place for various civilian defense organ- 
izations. The local State Guard unit has its home here. High 
school boys make up part of its membership. The gymnasium 
has been the seat of Red Cross First Aid activities. 


War Service Courses. At the request of the United 
States Office of Education and the State Department of Edu- 
cation we have given considerable study to the problem of 
adapting our curricular offerings to provide immediate assist- 
ance to the war effort. A new curriculum for the high school 
has been set up and put into operation for the second half of 
the school year and will continue, in principle, for the dura- 
tion of the war. The revision of the curriculum has been 
accomplished without the sacrifice of the traditional land- 
marks of the peace time course of study. In certain cases, 
courses which do not directly serve the war effort have had 
their time allotment curtailed to provide time for war service 
courses. No traditional courses have been dispensed with. 


Pre-induction Courses. The following pre-induction 
courses are built directly on specifications furnished for the 
purpose by the War Department. They consist of a compre- 
hensive review of high school mathematics, certain foundation 
courses, and courses of beginning specialization. The program 
will be administered, under careful educational guidance, to 
junior and senior boys, foundation courses being, of course, 
pre-requisite to specialization. | 


Foundation Courses 


Basic Mathematics 
Fundamentals of Shopwork 
Fundamentals of Electricity 
Fundamentals of Machines 


Courses of Beginning Specialization 


Fundamentals of Auto-mechanics 
Fundamentals of Radio 
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Mititary Drill. Through the cooperation of the local 
State Guard and American Legion Post, basic military drill 
is being provided for the older boys. This is being done at 
the request of the United States Office of Education and will, 
of course, be on a voluntary basis. It will also serve to some 
extent as part of the physical fitness program. 


Community Service Courses. Through the hearty co- 
operation of the Red Cross in providing instructors, courses 
in First Aid and Home Nursing will be available to seniors. 
The need for First Aid training speaks for itself. This course 
should prove valuable both on the home front and in active 
war service. The course in Home Nursing will provide a 
reservoir of semi-skilled nursing aid to reinforce the com- 
munity facilities for medical and nursing care. This may 
well prove to be a strong community asset in time of epidemic 
and in the face of increasing demand on the nursing facilities 
of the home communities to supply the armed forces. 


TO WIN AND KEEP THE PEACE 


Under the strain created by the conversion of our high 
school curriculum to a war service basis we must not lose 
sight of the equally important consideration of preparing the 
boys and girls now in school to win and keep the peace. Our 
approach to this vital issue will be accomplished through a 
redefinition of the objectives of our sucial studies program. 
Our teaching in this field must be so directed as to help the 
citizens of tomorrow to develop a social, political, and eco- 
nomic philosophy which wiil guarantee that the age-old cycle 
of a generation of peace followed by a major war will stop 
once and for all. We have faith that the world of tomorrow 
will be a better world and we shall do all in our power to help’ 
these boys and girls to make-it so. If our boys on the fighting 
front are not to have died in vain, the principles of interna- 
tional cooperation, social responsibility, and economic justice 
must replace national selfishness, greed, and lust for power 
in world relations. We mus% re-orient our teaching in the 
social studies to give a new meaning and importance to the 
concept of good world citizenship for our country. The awful 
sacrifice of war can only be justified by progress and this 
must not be left to chance. 
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BASIC EDUCATIONAL RESPONSIBILITIES 


It is not safe to assume that the teaching and content of 
our basic curriculum will take care of itself for the duration 
of the war. We must be vigilant to maintain the efficiency of 
our normal peacetime educational system. Definite steps 
must be planned to insure the in-service growth of our teach- 
ers and to provide a constant. critical evaluation of the mate- 
rials of the curriculum. 


Sharon Educational Workshop. It is my hope that 
through a co-operative effort by the School Department and 
the Sharon Teachers’ Association an educational workshop 
may be created to become a powerful instrument in the future 
development of our school system. Such a project could be- 
come the means for accomplishing the objective of the pre- 
ceding paragraph. To dispel any vagueness from the subject 
let us examine the purposes the workshop could serve. 


Assuming, for the moment, that a room to house the 
workshop can be found, it would serve a recognized need by 
making possible a professional library. Comfortably fur- 
nished as a reading room, it would provide an opportunity for 
our teachers to refresh their methods and viewpoints con- 
stantly through ready access to professional literature which 
no teacher could afford individually. It would facilitate a far 
wider circulation of the periodical professional literature to 
which we subscribe at present. | 


A teaching aids program is a very efficient device for 
making available to all class instruction the enrichment mate- 
rials commonly used by superior teachers only. A pooling of 
interest-appealing and out-of-the-ordinary illustrative mate- 
rials into a carefully subject- and grade-indexed file, with 
competent supervision and promotion, will spread the bene- 
fits of these aids over a very broad base. 


We have some equipment for a visual aids program. 
Efficient planning and education in the proper use of the 
equipment for enhancing classroom teaching would be a logi- 
cal function of a workshop program. 


By providing a meeting place where teachers of different 
grade levels and different subject fields could mingle and dis- 
cuss their problems under favorable circumstances, the work- 
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shop could prove to be an effective means for articulating and 
integrating the curriculum. 


I believe that research on educational problems need not 
be confined to the universities. We have all the requisites— 
plenty of problems, laboratory material (pupils), strong mo- 
tive, professional interest to do the work, and reference 
materials. Given the facilities, I believe definitely valuable 
work would be done. Just for a starter, we need to build a 
course of study for the Sharon Schools. Under workshop 
conditions this task would proceed smoothly and with enthu- 
siasm in a democratic way. The best teaching is not textbook 
and workbook teaching. It is teaching where class lessons 
are organized into functional units to meet the peculiar edu- 
cational needs of the particular group. The workshop would 
stimulate the creation of units conceived in this light. 


Safety. One of our first considerations must always be 
for the physical safety of our children. Fire is an ever present 
hazard. Very early this fall a reorganization of our fire drill 
procedure was carried through. The keynote was to provide 
a system that would be flexible enough to provide for unfore- 
seen situations. The system in common use has a serious 
weakness. Imagine what would happen in a typical fire drilJ 
if the children came pouring down the stairways at the usual 
signal only to find the way blocked by death-dealing flames 
and fumes. There. would be no turning back. 


We have worked out a new technique based on the prin- 
ciple that no child moves until it is definitely known in ad- 
vance that the way out is clear. It is so designed that even 
if there is only one safe way out of the building, that way will 
automatically be used by every child. The emphasis is placed 
on sureness rather than speed. 


Briefly, the new plan is this. When the fire alarm rings, 
the children wait quietly beside their seats until a runner, 
dispatched by the teacher, can signal that the way out is clear. 
In case the runner finds the exit blocked, the children are 
signaled to use an alternative exit. This exit is checked and 
the process continues until a safe means of exit is determined. 
Then, and then only, do the children file out in an orderly man- 
ner by a route which is known in advance to be unobstructed. 
Typical emergency situations are rehearsed by placing red 
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flags (symbolic of fire) at unexpected places in the paths of 
exit. hildren are taught to proceed to predetermined loca- 
tions outside and away from the buildings. Teachers call the 
roll immediately in order that every pupil may be accounted | 
for. Rescue parties can be immediately furnished the infor- 
mation they need if any pupils are missing. Special runners 
check odd rooms including the toilets to be sure that no child 
who is hurt or ill will be left behind. This general procedure 
is adapted to the age level of pupils in the different buildings 
with teachers carrying the entire responsibility in case of the 
smaller children. Fire drills are held in all schools not less 
than once each month and more often in the fall until the 
habits are firmly fixed. 


Similarly, careful planning has gone into preparation for 
possibile air raids. Relatively safe locations in each building 
have been designated as air raid shelters. Children have 
been trained to go to these shelters automatically when the 
signal is given. Danger from flying ygiass is minimized by 
cpeniug windows and by covering them with stout wooden 
screens. Air raid drills are held monthly. 


Testing Program. As we go along from day to day in 
the instructional program we feel the need of objective in- 
struments to measure the fundamental skills the children 
are developing. The complete battery of the Iowa Every- 
Pupil Tests of Basic Skills was administered to all pupils in 
grades three through nine:at the beginning of the school 
year. This provides the teacher with a complete inventory 
of the skills acquired by all pupils in the fields of reading, 
work-study, language and number. With the help of this 
diagnostic tool, regular teaching can become remedial teach- 
ing geared to the individual needs of each pupil. The tests 
also serve the purpose of checking a teacher’s judgment of 
individual pupil achievement. They furnish objective evi- 
dence upon which to base educational guidance. 


Handwriting. Revitalization of the handwriting pro- 
gram in our schools is being accomplished through supervision 
by, and adoption of, the Rinehart Functional Handwriting 
System. Definite improvement and a better attitude toward 
this subject are already noticeable. By next year we believe 
the results of the new program will be obvious to even a 
casual observer. 
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Personnel. To provide an understanding of one of the 
problems we are facing, it should be realized that we have 
had a turnover of more than one-third of the entire teaching 
staff during 1942. There is a serious shortage of well-qualified 
teachers. and teacher procurement is becoming a major diffi- 
culty. A summary of personnel changes follows. 


Miss Gertrude Cass, teacher. of grade three, accepted a 
position on Long Island. She has been replaced by Miss Viola 
Bruso who comes to us from the Southbridge Schools. Mrs. 
Mary S. Brown, teacher of grade two, retired. Mrs. Barbara 
Stressenger of Sharon takes her place. Mr. James Weldon, 
high school mathematics, was granted a leave of absence to 
enter the United States Navy. Miss Doris Chick, a teacher 
from Caribou, Maine, takes his place in the mathematics de- 
partment. Miss Mary Flannelly of the commercial depart- 
ment, left us for a position in Lexington. She is replaced by 
Miss Ruth Colton, a Yarmouth, Massachusetts, teacher. Mr. 
William A. Kean of the high school English department, was 
granted a leave of absence to enlist in the Navy. Miss Mar- 
jorie Holt, from the Harvard Graduate School, now teaches 
his classes. Mr. Andrew Carstensen, instructor in manual 
arts. now teaches in Bristol, Connecticut. Our new shop man 
is Mr. William Konsavage from Fitchburg State Teachers’ Col- 
lege, who also is handling the coaching duties. Mrs. Margaret 
Wells has retired to private life, and Miss Sylvia Birch is now 
teaching home economics and supervising the lunchroom in 
her place. Miss Myrtle Lewis, formerly music supervisor in 
Derry, New Hampshire, replaces Mrs. Ruth D. Hall as super- 
visor of music. Mr. Edward Koskella, instructor in physical 
education, joined the Navy on a leave of absence. Mr. Clement 
F. Mackey replaced him only to leave us for the Armed Ser- 
vices early this fall. Superintendent Frederick G. Ward 
resigned and entered the Armed Service. Mr. Roger K. Poole, 
superintendent of schools in Westford, Massachusetts, took 
over administrative duties in September, Mr. Harold A. Clark 
carrying on as acting superintendent in the interim between 
Mr. Ward’s resignation and Mr. Poole’s election. 


A rapid turnover of this kind results inevitably in a low- 
ering of the efficiency of any school system. The cumulative 
wisdom which teachers acquire through a long familiarity 
with a town and its children is lost. The unity of educational 
philosophy which a good faculty acquires is also lost. A vigor- 
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ous/supervision program is essential in compensating for these 
losses. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion of this rather generalized report, I should 
like to append messages to certain particular groups. 


To Pupils and Parents. Our older boys and girls need 
guidance in this period of great stress as they never have be- 
fore. Early this fall I made an offer of friendship to our high 
school boys and girls. I have been gratified by the large num- 
ber of students who have taken me at my word and have 
dropped into the office to talk over their problems. It is my 
hope that both parents and pupils will accept my invitation 
to the end that our schools may serve their community intelli- 
gently and efficiently. 


To Mr. Harold A. Clark. My appreciation of his friendly 
loyalty in helping me to adjust to the new situation, also for 
the excellent condition in which he left the administrative 
affairs. 


To the Faculty. My thanks for the fine manner in which 
I was accepted into your membership. I enjoy working with 
you. 


To the School Committee. I am grateful, indeed, for the 
fine attitude, keen interest, and deep understanding which 
you bring always to your work. It is a privilege to work 
with you.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF SHARON HIGH SCHOOL

Dear Sir: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my third annual report 
as principal of the Sharon Junior and Senior High School. 


This report is divided into two parts. Part I is a recapitu- 
lation of the year’s activities. In Part II I have selected two 
major fields in our curriculum and briefly discussed the needs 
in terms of the immediate future and the post-war era. 


The war has brought secondary education face to face 
with the problem that we must enrich the offerings of our 
curriculum if we are to build for strong democratic citizenship. 
Civic education, as this may well be called, must not be 
planned on a short term basis. It is important for the wisdom, 
efficiency and morale of our nation, that we are farsighted in 
planning for the years that follow. 


Part I 


The last half of the school year of 1941-42 found us con- 
ducting school in a nation that was rapidly being mobilized 
for all-out warfare. At that time the consensus of opinion 
was to conduct school as usual but plan for curriculum changes 
that would contribute to greater war effort, these changes, 
which were chiefly in the fields of science and mathematics, 
to be inaugurated with the opening of school in the fall. 


The traditional mid-year examinations were discontinued. 
The Harvard Survey pointed out that time spent in prepara- 
tion for such examinations would be much more wisely used 
in the teaching of new subject material, rather than in a review 
of factual material already carefully taught. 


During the winter months the usual extra-curricula pro- 
gram was participated in by various groups of students. This 
included both boys’ and girls’ basketball. The annual senior 
play was presented by members of the senior class on the 
night of March twenty-seventh. The play, “Young April,” was 
enthusiastically received and proved both a thespian and 
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financial success. The Junior Prom was- held in the gymna- 
sium on May fifteenth. 


At the end of the third quarter of the school year a pro- 
gram of studies booklet was published and sent to the home 
of each pupil. This bulletin was somewhat more extensive 
in nature than those issued in the past. It carried to parents 
the usual information concerning the program of studies that 
their children might select for the coming school year, in addi- 
tion to which a new feature was added. Each teacher com- 
posed a brief write-up of his subject, and these write-ups were 
incorporated in the book so that the parents upon receipt of 
this booklet had a better understanding of the various sub- 
jects. It was felt that it would be easier for the parents thus 
to discuss with their sons and daughters those subjects which 
they might wish to take in their school program. Shortly after 
these booklets had been distributed we began the enrollment 
of the pupils:for the coming year. In the cases of students 
entering grade nine in September, appointments were ar- 
ranged so the parents might come to the high school office in 
the evening to discuss the high school plans for their sons 
and daughters with me. With very few exceptions parents 
availed themselves of this opportunity. 


The Commencement week program began with the Senior 
Reception which was held in the gymnasium on Friday eve- 
ning, June fifth. The class was invited by the late Rev. Jere- 
miah Herlihy to attend a Baccalaureate service at Our Lady 
of Sorrows Church on Sunday morning, June seventh. Class 
day banquet was held in the gymnasium on Monday night, 
June eighth, at which time the following awards were pre- 
sented: Honor Society, Irving Post, David Bishop, Edward 
Berger, Helen Voit, Barbara Hughes, Herbert Turck, Marion 
Plummer, Norma Meister, Christine Seibert, Lawrence Mc- 
Grath, James Keyes; Rensselaer Medal, David Bishop; Bausch 
& Lomb Award, Barbara Hughes; Danforth Foundation, Ed- 
ward Berger, Marion Plummer; Stentype Club Prize, Cath- 
erine Rockett, Nicholas Vacca; Reader’s Digest, David 
Bishop; Washington & Franklin Medal, George B. Bailey; 
Test Awards, George B. Bailey, Gordon Bell; American Legion 
Award, Bruce Bailey; American Legion Auxiliary Award, 
Nancy Iddlings.

The publication, ““Marsengold”’, the senior year-book, was 
indeed a credit to this class. Wortman, Barton, and Goold, 
Inc., of 345 Madison Avenue, New York, sent the following 
letter to my office dated December 30, 1942: “It gives us great 
pleasure to inform you, in behalf of the Martin Cantine Com- 
pany, that you are among the winners in the Cantine awards 
for 1942.” This award is made on the basis of outstanding 
skill in the production of school annuals for that year. 


Total war mobilizes civilians as well as our armed forces. 
In a nation at war, no one may seek immunity; all are affected, 
therefore this was the foundation on which to build the pro- 
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gram for this school year. School hours were changed be- 
cause of the inauguration of War Time. This required a new 
cafeteria. program at lunch time. Some of -our teachers 
entered the service of our country or left to accept other posi- 
tions. New teachers were engaged to fill these vacancies. 
The first step to fit subjects into the curriculum to prepare 
boys for the service was the requiring of all boys of grade 
twelve to take a course entitled Pre-Flight. 


In November to stimulate the purchase of Defense stamps 
by the students, time was allotted during one day each week 
so that pupils and teachers might purchase stamps through a 
leader in each home room. The following tabulation speaks 
for the success of this project.

A new report card, an outgrowth of teacher study and 
suggestions, was designed and adopted this year. 


Because of the transportation situation, the winter ath- 
letic program had to be curtailed. The Teen-age winter activ- 
ity program sponsored by the School Committee and Civic 
organizations which include Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, Fort- 
nightly Club, Odd Fellows, American Legion and Rotary Club, 
working under your supervision, is being greatly enjoyed by 
the students and tremendously appreciated by this office. It 
is giving our students wholesome entertainment under proper 
supervision. 


At the present time definite plans are being formulated 
to gear our present high school program to greater war effort. 
These changes will be forthcoming with the beginning of the 
second semester of the school year. 
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Part II 


The two major fields in the high school curriculum in 
which we should plan for the immediate future and for post- 
war needs are social studies, and industrial arts. 


Social Studies 


All-out war activities affect everyone; therefore, education 
for citizenship must be expanded to prepare for both the 
immediate emergency and for the period of reconstruction. 
Total war disrupts the programs of political, economic, and 
social democracy. All citizens, young and old, must take on 
new tasks and responsibilities. Men and women are sacrific- 
ing personal desires to join the armed forces. Civic and vol- 
untary organizations are willing to assume tasks of gigantic 
importance. Many citizens have to take the responsibility for 
carrying out rationing programs. People who are regularly 
employed in all types of war effort must cheerfully and will- 
ingly meet personal responsibilities as well as support war 
effort. The stamina of a fighting democracy depends on wide- 
spread understanding of the issues for which we are fighting. 
Therefore, the school has an additional responsibility to train 
an informed and aroused citizenry as a foundation on which 
to build for a Victory in War and a Victory in the Peace that 
follows the war. 


The primary purpose of the social studies is to create in 
the citizens of the democracy deeped understandings and 
appreciations of the workings of our social world. During a 
war the program of the social studies should be directed along 
certain fundamental lines. (1) The meaning of democracy, 
(2) American institutions and traditions, (3) War—Aims, 
causes, issues, and strategy, (4) World geography, (5) Our 
relations with the other nations within our hemisphere, (6) 
The peoples of the nations that form our allies, (7) The peo- 
ples of the nations that form our adversaries, (8) A shift of 
emphasis from the study of local, state, and national govern- 
ment to a study of international solidarity. 


Many important topics that will be involved in the recon- 
struction period that follows the war should be very carefully 
considered and incorporated in the field of the social studies. 
The following quotation taken from the statement of war-time 
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policy adopted by the National Council for the Social Studies 
is very significant. “It is tragically possible for us to win the 
war and lose the peace. On the other hand, a clear-cut realiza- 
tion of our war aims and exploration of post-war reconstruction 
plans designed to lift society closer to its ideals strengthens 
morale in both war and peace.” 


Problems to be considered that would be pertinent in the 
teaching of the social studies to prepare for the post-war 
period may be enumerated as follows: (1) A study of inter- 
national relationships with a point of view that society must 
attempt to organize and operate practices and procedures to 
make for unity among nations; (2) in History and Problems 
of American Democracy classes much time should be devoted 
to the studying of problems pertinent to readjustment. These 
prob!ems should be so organized as to form a definite step-by- 
step study of the procedure from total war to world-wide 
peace and the effects that it may have on our democratic way 
of living as one step leads into the next. 


Under the head of economic reconstruction probably the 
topic of major importance would be rehabilitation of devas- 
tated areas. Populations must be fed, the spread of disease 
must be checked, and institutions such as education must be 
established and their philosophies carefully studied so that 
their teachings will conform to the democratic way of life. 


In the above paragraphs I have tried to enumerate briefly 
topics that should be incorporated when planning the content 
of the various subjects in the social studies field so that they 
will make a much greater contribution in the establishment of 
a strong political, social, and economic world democracy. Our 
democracy is made up of men, women, and children, and each 
is a personality. Each has an emotional side and an intellect- 
ual side that can be trained to develop himself or herself into 
an active, intelligent citizen. Social studies as a school sub- 
ject has a big job to do and we must place our faith and con- 
fidence in the teachers who carry on this work. In this major 
field education .must meet this challenge, namely, the estab- 
lishment of a better world in which to live. 


Industrial Arts 


Industrial Arts is a school subject of major significance 
in education. This subject should not be considered purely 
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vocational but much more general in nature. To meet general 
needs, it trains all boys, and an increasing number of girls, in 
non-vocational skills, understandings, appreciations, and atti- 
tudes which have been set up as objectives in accordance with 
industrial needs. Industrial Arts makes very definite contri- 
butions to the manual, mental, emotional, social, and aesthetic 
sides of the boy or girl taking this training. 


The shop in our high school has been operated on the basis 
of a general wood shop. Over some period of years all products 
of the shop were made primarily of wood with wood-working 
machinery and hand tools. In 1939 it was possible to secure 
some new power machinery. However, our equipment is still 
far from adequate, when we are speaking in terms of a Gen- 
eral Shop. 


Many schools of our size that have only one room available 
for shop have instituted a general shop program. This is 
sometimes known as a composite general shop and it includes 
in it such subjects as wood-working; metal-working, machine 
work, home mechanics, and electricity. To quote from New- 
kirk and Stoddard ‘The general shop is a broad group of edu- 
cative industrial arts activities embracing technics of shop 
organization and teaching method which enables a community, 
whether large or small, to present a unified core of content 
based on life needs.” The advantages offered by a general 
shop are that it gives opportunity for exploration and guid- 
ance. It allows for individual differences, interests, and capa- 
cities. It permits a student to discover his aptitudes and abili- 
ties through tool manipulation. It provides an adequate 
industrial arts program for a small school. 


I would like to elaborate briefly on the home mechanics 
aspect. Fundamentally it includes elementary knowledge of 
woodworking, metal-working and electricity. The aim of this 
particular phase of shop work is to give the student an oppor- 
tunity to learn about and practice doing the various types of 
jobs about the home that will contribute to its upkeep and 
care. One of the first requisites of citizenship is the mainte- 
nance of the home; therefore, what greater contribution could 
industrial arts make than to include such functional training 
as a part of its program? 


Shop work has a very definite place in our present war 
effort. Any improvement that we can make in our industrial 
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arts program will be a very definite contribution to the needs 
of our students. However, we should let our interest extend 
far beyond the present emergency, and we should plan gradu- 
ally to build up this major field of our curriculum so that it 
meets the needs of the students selecting this subject as a 
part of their program of studies. In the immediate future 
certain fundamental teachings of auto mechanics could be 
added with a very little expenditure of money, but in planning 
for future needs beyond this certain pieces of additional equip- 
ment would of course be necessary. By adding to our present 
equipment one item at a time we could gradually change over 
to a general shop program. 


In every school there are those pupils who need indus- 
trial arts training. It is the duty of education to provide 
them with the experiences that an industrial arts program 
should offer. Industrial arts instruction is conducted in a 
very different way from much class room procedure. Too often 
we think that the philosophy of general education is narrowed 
down to academic teaching. The aim of our schools is to pre- 
pare our students to take their place in society. The industrial 
arts program can make a very worthy contribution to assist 
us in the realization of this aim. 


In conclusion, I should like to express my appreciation 
for the generous cooperation that I have received from the 
teachers and other members of the staff. I should likewise 
like to express my appreciation of the effective leadership that 
you have already contributed to our school system. Will you 
kindly extend to the School Committee my appreciation for 
their cooperation and interest throughout the year?

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 


and accounts of the Town of Sharon for the year ending 
December 31, 1942, and submit the following report thereon: 


The recorded financial transactions of the various depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town, or com- 
mitting bills for collection, were examined, checked ‘and veri- 
fied by comparison with the books and records of the town 
accountant. 
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The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked ‘in detail. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the treasurer’s cash book and with the records 
of the other departments of the town collecting money or 
committing bills for collection, while the recorded payments 
were compared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing 
the treasurer to disburse town funds. 


The appropriations and loan orders as listed from the 
town clerk’s record of town meetings, and the transfers as 
shown on the records of the finance committee, were checked 
with the ledger accounts. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town on December 31, 1942. 


The recorded classification of receipts and payments was 
checked to the ledger accounts, and with the vouchers and 
pay-rolls. 


The assessors’ computation of the levy of 1942 was exam- 
ined and checked to the accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The cash book footings were proved and 
the recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with the 
departmental records of payments to the treasurer, with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
and with the accountant’s books. 


The payments, as recorded, were checked with the war- 
‘rants issued by the selectmen authorizing payments of town 
funds by the treasurer. 


The cash balance on December 31, 1942, was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the bank in which the town funds are deposited and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and 
interest were proved with the amounts falling due, being 
checked with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust funds in custody of the treasurer were 
examined and listed, the income, disbursements, and balances 
being verified. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked. The amounts added to the tax title account were 
compared with the collector’s records, the reported redemp- 
tions were checked, and the tax title register was checked with 
the deeds on file and with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The accounts outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination, and all subsequent commitments, were 
audited and compared with the assessors’ commitment war- 
rants. 


The payments to the treasurer by the collector were 
checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements as re- 
corded were compared with the assessors’ records of abate- 
ments granted, the taxes transferred to the tax title account 
were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. | 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies 
received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of water accounts receivable were examined 
and checked in detail. The commitment sheets of the water 
commissioners’ were footed and the totals proved. The 
recorded payments to the treasurer were checked with the 
treasurer’s cash book, the abatements as recorded were 
checked to the water commissioners’ records of abatements 
granted, the water liens added to taxes were verified, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
accountant’s ledger. 


The records of licenses and permits granted and issued 
by the selectmen and by the town clerk were examined and 
checked and the payments to the town treasurer and to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game were verified. 


In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the records of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collections were examined and 
checked in detail. 


152 ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-EIGHTH 


The surety bonds of the several officials required to fur- 
nish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and tax 
collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, departmental 
and water accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions 
and condition of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, co-operation was 
received from the officials of the town, for which, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


I herewith submit my report as Highway Surveyor for 
year ending December 31, 1943. 


Highway maintenance and construction for the year 
1943 had to be adjusted to meet the war regulations. Projects 
that would avoid an excessive use of gasoline and tires were 
given priority. 


A section of Viaduct Street going west from Dedham 
Street was re-graded and tarred at a cost of $674.00. The 
intersection of Bay Road and East Street was widened and 
rebuilt at a cost of $1,145.00. This included the construction 
of 1250 feet of new road, a catch basin, and a culvert. The 
road level on East Street was raised for several hundred 
feet to facilitate proper drainage. Sections of the following 
streets were surface treated with tar and sand cover at a 
cost of $4,660.00: Ames Street, Beach Street, Depot Street, 
East Foxboro Street, Lakeview Street, Mansfield Street, Mas- 
sapoag Avenue, Moose Hill Parkway, Old Post Road, Pleas- 
ant Street, Tolman Street and Walpole Street. Several streets 
were spot patched in the Fall in an effort to reduce the 
early Spring patching. 


New catch basins and drains were constructed at a cost 
of $639.00 on the following streets: Chestnut Street, Maple 
Avenue, Mountain Street, South Pleasant Street and Tolman 
Street. 


The old stone culvert at the intersection of Station and 
Depot Streets was replaced with an 18-inch concrete pipe. 
The cost of this project, including two manholes and three 
catch basins, was $1,100.00. This new system should be 
continued to connect with the pipe draining a section of 
South Main Street and emptying into the open gutter at the 
rear of Taylor’s Garage. 


The gravel surface roads have been graded after adding 
new material in many places. 
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A new parking space was built and the drive widened 
on the south side of the Town Hall. 


The Highway Department, assisted by volunteer work- 
ers, collected tin cans and waste paper. Over twenty tons 
of scrap iron were collected and delivered to aid the war 
effort. 


There are several bituminous surfaced roads which need 
to be scarified, graveled, and regraded before an application 
of tar or asphalt would be practical. These streets required 
extensive patching. 


The work of cleaning gutters, painting traffic lines, and 
trimming roadside foliage was done when labor for such 
work was available. 


A list of Highway expenditures is in the report of the 
Town Accountant.

CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


Resurfacing sections of Norwood and South Main Streets 
with a seal coat of asphalt covered by crushed stone cost 
$1,981.23. 


This type of surfacing is known as armour treatment and 
proves satisfactory providing that the surface of the road 
to be covered is not too irregular. 


North Main:Street was spot patched with asphalt and 
covered with crushed stone where disintegration of the road 
appeared. 


The usual street marking was done on all Chapter 90 
highways in accordance with State regulations. 


Guard rail posts were set on North Main Street near the 
Hare farm. 
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The routine work of roadside trimming, drainage clear- 
ing, and bituminous pre-mix patching was completed. The 
total expenditure was $3,000.00.

The 
main roads were not blocked by snow for any length of time. 
Due to mechanical failure, some delay was encountered in 
plowing outlying districts during one heavy storm.

The caterpillar tractor was rebuilt and made more serv- 
iceable for bighway requirements. 

The snow and ice equipment is in good mechanical con- 
dition and is ready at all times.

While appearances always have and, of course, always 
will be of much importance in the matter of Tree Warden’s 
responsibility, an item of major consideration has come upon 
us with the growth of the automobile—road safety. 


Without sacrificing attention to the neat maintenance 
of our trees, through spraying, trimming and cutting, the 
department has been giving much time and attention to the 
matter of clearer road vision by clearing away trees and 
bushes that have dangerously obstructed the view ahead. 


This has called for steady, consistent effort, and for a 
period to come it will require close attention. Eventually 
we should have every road in the town cleared of every- 
thing resembling a danger spot for auto drivers. 


While we in the department feel that we are aware of 
every dangerous place in the town, there could be spots that 
have escaped us. It would be a favor to us and to the town 
as a whole, if any of our good, interested citizens will report 
such spots which they know to be in the dangerous class. 


Please be assured that I am just as much interested in 
my work as Tree Warden as I was the year I first took over 
that responsibility. I know that my best and only recom- 
mendation to my fellow citizens lies in my capacity to serve 
them well. That I mean to do to the best of my ability.

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MOTH REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Due to constant and relentless effort we are, to all ap- 
pearances at least, finally ahead of the Gypsy and Brown 
Tail Moths. The spraying along the side roads in addition 
to that along the main thoroughfares has been a good invest- 
ment, in that it has done much to reduce the moth havoc. 


Cutting away the wild cherry trees—the worst of moth 
breeding places—has contributed in a considerable manner 
to the worthwhile results. Last year the department cleared 
away 300; this, in addition to those cut down the previous 
year, makes a total of 900 done away with. This coming 
year, it is hoped, we will finish off the remaining wild cherries 
within the town borders. Most of the existing trees are in 
the north and west sections of the town. Next year they 
will be missing and with them millions of destructive moths.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


We are pleased to be able to report that due to improved 
employment conditions and as a result of our present thor- 
ough method of investigation of applicants and our constant 
vigilant review of the circumstances of our recipients, we 
were able to keep our welfare rolls low. enough to permit 
us to return to revenue $3,076.83, which figure represents the 
amount of 1943 welfare appropriations unspent. 


In January, 1943, we aided ten cases, with a total expen- 
diture of $412.32, of which amount $192.50 will be reim- 
bursed Sharon by either the State or -by other cities and 
towns, as five of these cases cared for were not Sharon’s 
financial responsibility. 


Eight cases were added and twelve cases were discon- 
tinued during the year, and, in December, 1943, only six 
unemployable cases were aided, with a total expenditure 
for the month of $263.43. 


Eight prospective applicants were counselled and. where 
necessary, referred to other agencies, so that no applications 
for welfare need to be filed by them. 

During the year Sharon received reimbursements total- 
ing $1,579.55 from the State and $873.50 from other cities 
and towns.

REPORT OF AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


In January 1943 we aided six cases with twenty-two 
children, with a total expenditure for the month of $482.80. 


During the year we added one case and discontinued 
three cases, so that in December 1943 we spent a total of 
$324.60 in assistance payments to four cases with eighteen 
children. 


Besides granting adequate aid, with constant supervi- 
sion, and in close adherence to the recommendations of 
the State Department of Public Welfare, we are pleased to 
be able to report that counselling services and rehabilitative 
social services were extended wherever and whenever 
needed, all of which did much in preventing the develop- 
ment of juvenile delinquency and in preserving and devel- 
oping the mental and physical health of these children and 
their parents.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


We members of the School Committee are not unaware 
of the gravity of the responsibility that has been confided to 
us by the townspeople. As representative citizens, and par- 
ticularly as representative parents of children in the schools, 
we have been conscious of our threefold obligation; to the 
achieved status of our town as an enlightened American 
community, to the availability of resources for the main- 
tenance of that status, and to the children of the community 
as the future citizens to assume and carry along that status. 
That is to say, that every issue and policy which we have 
given consideration to has been weighed in relation to the 
past, present, and future citizens of Sharon. 


But the question of what standards should be main- 
tained is the whole question of what kind of community we 
want our town to be. And this has meant a constant attempt 
to keep abreast with the trends and changes in public edu- 
cation on a state-wide and national scale as well. We have, 
therefore, appreciated the confidence of those citizens who 
have recognized the complex and exacting factors in the 
present emergency that have caused difficulties of judgment 


on our part and individual hardship in particular and iso- 
lated cases. 


We have taken the position that as a committee elected 
by the citizens of the town to deal with the public educational 
system, it was not our right or privilege to go outside the 
range of that responsibility for determining policies that 
deal with educational matters alone and that are democrati- 
cally applicable to all cases alike. 


We are confident through our association with our 
Superintendent, our Principal of the High School, and our 
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teaching staff, that our school system is attempting to carry 
out the high purpose and constructive development of our 
schools in a manner consistent with the best interest of the 
school children and of the town as a whole. 


And we feel sure that a careful consideration of the fol- 
lowing reports will give ample evidence of our reasons for 
that confidence.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 


I am glad to present to you my second annual report. 
The past two years have been difficult ones for the public 
schools everywhere. Change has been the order of the day. 
There are very few men teachers left in any schools and 
severe shortages of properly qualified women teachers make 
the problem of replacement a difficult one. The net turn- 
over in our system during this period has been approxi- 
mately 50% of the teaching staff. Secondary education has 
been re-oriented toward the objective of war service to 
a high degree and it is proper that we should turn our atten- 
tion again to the internal well being of the school system. 


Democracy in Our Schools 


If this war has taught the public schools anything, it 
has shown us clearly that, above all, it is important that our 
every activity should point toward the development of the 
real meaning of functional democracy as a prime responsi- 
bility of education. There was a time some years ago 
when the schools of the nation were more or less focused 
on what is known as the seven cardinal principles of secon- 
dary education. This balanced pattern of objectives in- 
cluded health, command of fundamental processes, worthy 
home membership, vocation, citizenship, worthy use of lei- 
sure, and character. The war has brought about the reali- 
zation that beyond this balanced pattern there must be, first 
and foremost, a goal concerned primarily with the clear 
understanding of the meaning of a democracy. Simplified 
into its basic elements, this means that each boy and girl 
must learn through the help of his teachers and the example 
of his town to accept and to discharge honorably his own 
personal democratic responsibility to do all in his power 
to make his schools, and later his town, his state, his nation, 
and his world, into institutions where justice, cooperation, 
tolerance, and kindness are the accepted standards of action. 
To every boy and girl must come the realization and the 
conviction that the right to have a say or vote in government 
is inseparably linked with the individual responsibility to 
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guarantee the rightness of that government. Democracy 
functions only when each individual carries through this 
responsibility. Letting someone else do.it is not democracy. 


Adults who are making a sincere effort to think clearly 
on the problem of the post-war world political settlement 
are finding that the problem taxes severely their own under- 
standing of the democratic concept. It would seem to be 
necessary for Americans to put their own house in order 
before their views can be received seriously by world neigh- 
bors. This fact emphasizes the necessity for a vigorous 
re-valuation of the purpose and methods of our schools in 
. teaching the ways of democracy. To teach this way of think- 
ing succesfully, it is necessary that we practice it to the 
maximum possible degree in the operation of our schools 
and our civil government. Each passing month should show 
some further gain in this direction. For us, progress involves 
classroom teachers, and the community at large, accepting 
and carrying forward a larger responsibility for the long 
term planning of the development of our schools. Progress 
involves the giving to our boys and girls of an ever-increas- 
ing responsibility for the control of themselves and of the 
educational environment in which they work. The speed 
with which the democratic principle can be made to func- 
tion in our civil government and community life depends 
largely on the success of our schools today in teaching the 
need for acceptance of greater individual responsibility by 
each of the people. 


Looking Ahead 


In turning to a consideration of the internal well being 
of our schools, it would seem to be a sound method of ap- 
proach to the problem if the School Committee, the teachers, 
some representative citizens, and the administration of the 
schools should sit down together, take stock of the present 
situation of our school system, and formulate on the basis 
of mutual agreement, a five-year plan of definite, specific 
objectives. These goals should be so determined as to be 
actually possible of accomplishment in the period. With a 
democratic sharing in the building of the plan and mutual 
agreement upon it, the several parties to it would share in 
the enthusiasm and responsibility of carrying it through. 
Such a plan could contain some of the following suggestions: 
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1. Development of a unified philosophy of education 
for the school system. 


2. Development of a course of study for the entire 
twelve grades which would implement the philos- 
ophy. 


3. Development of a policy providing for the teaching 
staff to share to a greater degree in the forming of 
policies and the determination of the path of prog- 
ress. 


4. A program for effecting such plant alterations and 
improvements as may be indicated. 


D. The setting up of a structure in the organization of 
the Junior and Senior High Schools, particularly, to 
provide for increasing student participation in the 
government of the school. 


6. A new emphasis on each pupil as an individual to be 
accomplished through accentuation of the guidance 
function of every teacher. 


7. A coordinated program of supervision based on the 
five-year plan itself. 


Rebirth of the P.T.A. 


This fall has witnessed the vigorous and healthy rebirth 
of the Sharon Parent Teachers Association. Under the skil- 
ful leadership of its new officers headed by Pr esident Walton 
Allen, the P.T.A. has inaugurated a service program which 
is alr eady manifested through a carefully worked out recre- 
ation program for the teen-age youth of the town. Commu- 
nity interest in the organization is at a high level and it is 
inevitable that the work of the schools will receive invalu- 
able support through this new organization. The Sharon 
Schools are vitally interested in the success of the organi- 
zation and may be counted upon to support its every activity 
to the fullest extent. 


Entrance Age Regulation 


A number of parents within the community have ex- 
pressed to the School Committee dissatisfaction with the 
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age regulation which permits any child who has reached the 
age of 5 years, 9 months on September Ist, to enter the first 
grade. The School Department has made a careful survey 
of entrance regulation practices in all towns and cities in 
Massachusetts and has been the recipient of careful pro- 
fessional advice from some fifteen sources of expert edu- 
cational opinion scattered through eastern United States 
including the United States Office of Education, the uni- 
versities which specialize in teacher training, Massachusetts 
Teachers Federation, and certain public school systems 
which are representative of the best practice in this matter. 
In the light of this survey and expert opinion, the entrance 
regulation has been amended, effective next September, to 
permit the entrance of any child between 5 years, 6 months 
and 5 years, 9 months of age on September 1st, who after 
careful observation and examination by a state traveling 
school psychiatric clinic are recommended for admission to 
the first grade as being capable of achieving in school work 
on a basis slightly in advance of the average of the normal 
age group for the first grade. Children admitted on this 
latter basis will be considered on trial until they have given 
evidence of maturity sufficient to complete the work of the 
grade satisfactorily. Parents of children concerned in the 
announcement should make formal request for clinical ex- 
amination to the Superintendent of Schools in the June 
preceding time of entrance. 


Clinical Assistance 


Through the cooperation of the State Department of 
Mental Health, our schools are having the benefit this year 
of regular visits by a traveling clinic composed of physician- 
psychiatrist, and psychometrist. It is the purpose of the 
clinic to diagnose educational disabilities and through pre- 
ventive adjustment, to cut down the number of school fail- 
ures. 


School Lunch 


The School Lunch Program in the Junior-Senior High — 
School is doing its war time part through a definite nutrition 
policy. Candy, soft drinks and other resale items which 
have a tendency to replace food of high nutritive values are 
notforsale. A place for boys and girls to bring their lunches 
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from home to sit down at a table to eat them is provided. 
Various items of good food are for sale a la carte. Through 
the cooperation last year of the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture Surplus Commodities and this year through the 
Federal School Lunch Subsidy plan, we are serving a com- 
plete, balanced lunch at much less than cost, namely 15c, to 
‘all who wish it. This luncheon provides one-half pint of 
~whole milk, a hearty main dish, fresh vegetables, bread stuff, 
and a dessert, often in the form of fruit. Nuts are also 
included in the lunch fr equently. It is the purpose of the 
school through the lunchroom price program to lead more 
and more students into the habit of eating a complete, well- 
balanced, hot lunch at noon. 


Visual and Teaching Aids 


Under the very able direction of Miss Barbara Flemings, 
a very successful and rapidly expanding visual aids program 
is developing in our schools. The purpose of the program 
is to augment the formal presentation of subject matter with 
a visual and auditory approach which will emphasize, clar- 
ify and broaden the learning concepts. Tests have shown 
that visual techniques effect a marked increase in both 
apprehension and retention on the part of pupils who have 
had an opportunity for learning with the benefit of these 
teaching aids. The equipment of the School Department 
at the present time consists of a stereopticon, a combination 
2 x 2 slide film and roll film projector, a 16mm. silent or 
sound moving picture projector, and a _ microprojector. 
Under Miss Flemings’ leadership, this equipment is being 
utilized to an ever-increasing extent. The school subscribes 
to the film renting service offered by Boston University which | 
provides a well-rounded supply of films. These are sched- 
uled for use in the classrooms under a program which is 
carefully correlated with the course of study. The school 
has started to build a library of roll film and Kodachrome 
slides that will be available to all teachers at all times. Many 
excellent free films for use in supplementing class work are 
available through the advertising services of many large 
industrial concerns. Our director is assisted by a group of 
high school students who are trained as technicians in the 
use of the equipment. The student technicians assist with 
the scheduling of materials, take complete charge of various 
machines, and are responsible for checking materials in 
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and out. The growing success of the program derives in part 
from the efficiency of the student operators. During the fall 
term alone over one hundred individual classroom showings 
have supplemented our classroom teaching. 


Interdepartmental Cooperation 


It is a healthy sign when various town departments 
cooperate voluntarily within the capacities of their service 
to save the duplication of expense. The School Department 
wishes to extend its thanks particularly to the Highway De- 
partment for its continued help through the year and also to 
the Town Tree Warden. Through the facilities of the Indus- 
trial Arts Department and the Commercial Department, the 
schools have been able to reciprocate to some degree. Mime- 
ographing and typewriting in considerable volume are per- 
formed by the senior commercial girls as an accommodation 
service for other town departments and community organi- 
zations. Only a nominal charge for materials is made. The 
schools are glad to do this as a community service and it 
provides good work experience for the commercial students. 


Personnel 


The past year has seen many changes in the personnel 
of our schools. Early this fall, Mrs. Bertha A. Snell was 
taken seriously ill in class and has not been able to return 
to her work. For approximately seventeen years she has 
been a pillar of strength on the faculty of the Sharon Schools. 
She was capable, energetic and skilful as a teacher, giving 
service beyond the measure of her salary. Sharon Schools 
extend all good wishes for her speedy and complete recov- 
ery and return to her classroom. 

Miss Joy Street of the third grade enlisted in the Waves 
and was replaced by Miss Elizabeth McCorry who left us in 
June for a position in the Medford Public Schools. Mrs. 
Esther Reeve of Sharon, former teacher in the Everett Pub- 
lic Schools, is carrying on at the present time in Miss Street’s 
place. Mr. William Konsavage, our Industrial Arts teacher, 
entered the Armed Service near the close of the year last 
spring. He was replaced by Mr. Clifford Phelps, whose 
health did not permit his continuing with us more than a 
few months. Mr. Roland Houston is the new Industrial 
Arts supervisor. He comes from Orleans; Massachusetts,

Public Schools and through a cooperative arrangement with 
the Town of Stoughton, supervises the work in both towns. 
Miss Doris Chick of the Mathematics Department left in 
June and is now teaching in Danbury, Connecticut. Sharon 
is very fortunate in having, in Miss Chick’s place, the services 
of Mr. Howard D. Kenyon, just retired from a distinguished 
teaching career in the Mechanic Arts High School in Boston. 
Miss Helen O. Barr, who handled the Junior High mathe- 
matics work here, left over the summer for a new position 
in Stratford, Connecticut. Mrs. Mary D. Kelly, formerly of 
Waltham Public Schools, took her place, only to leave us 
on December ist. Mrs. Lida G. Helson of Foxboro has filled 
the vacancy. Miss Sylvia Birch, home economics teacher 
and lunchroom manager, accepted a position in Mamaro- 
neck, New York. Her successor is: Miss Laura Craft, who 
comes to us from the Presque Isle Schools in Maine. Miss 
Dorothea Tyler of the sixth grade accepted a private school 
position in Buffalo, New York. Mrs. Eunice Shuebruk of 
the Westwood, Massachusetts, schools takes her place. Mrs. 
Dorothy B. Frye is teaching in the other sixth grade during 
Mrs. Snell’s leave of absence. Miss Ruth Colton of the Com- 
mercial Department went to the Concord, Massachusetts, 
High School. Miss Ruth Frost of our faculty was transferred 
to her position and Mrs. Marie Brader of the Peterborough, 
New Hampshire, Schools now teaches the social studies here. 
Dr. Clarence Pedley of our Science Department accepted a 
research position. Mr. J. Edwin Conley of the Central Falls 
Trade School has taken over his work. Mr. Clifford E. 
Parker, repair man and janitor of the Pleasant Street School, 
enlisted with the Navy and Mr. Samuel Jennings replaces 
him as janitor of the Pleasant Street School. 


In Conclusion 


May I take this opportunity to congratulate the Sharon 
teachers on their contribution to the very excellent general 
morale which has been evident since the opening of schools 
in September. I am déeply grateful, personally, for the fine 
spirit which has pervaded our schools this fall. May I ex- 
press my appreciation also of the way in which the new 
members of our faculty have adapted themselves to our 
situation and have become, in truth, a part of us, so quickly. 
The spirit of the faculty is almost always the chief factor in 
determining whether the morale is high or low. Morale 
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might truly be called the “priceless ingredient” in an edu- 
cational system. It is the thing which transforms ordinary 
effort and routine procedure into a unity which achieves 
the desired outcomes for education. Without it, the same 
practices become meaningless and valueless. Let us be 
jealous of this esprit de corps and let nothing interfere with 
it. Once again, please accept my congratulations. The 
Town of Sharon may well be proud of the priceless ingre- 
dient which its schools are providing this year. 


Today we hear and read much concerning juvenile 
delinquency. It is good to realize that Sharon High School 
does not consider this a major problem with the present 
student body. The boys and girls generally have adjusted 
to the war situation and are settling down with a maturity 
of viewpoint beyond their years. The community may well 
be proud of its youth. 


May I express my appreciation for the democratic spirit 
with which the School Committee has approached the many 
difficult problems with which they have had to deal during 
the year. The harmony which has characterized the delib- 
eration of the Committee has set a high standard for the 
schools.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF SHARON HIGH SCHOOL ©

Dear Sir: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my fourth annual report 
as Principal of the Sharon Junior and Senior High School. 


The unrest and unsettled attitude that the pupils dis- 
played from September 1942 to January 1943, seemed ‘to 
diminish as we progressed into the last semester of the past 
school year. Apparently during the first part of that year, 
the pupils were in somewhat of a quandary as to exactly 
what was expected of them in the way of contributing to 
the war effort. Many of the boys displayed a hopeless feel- 
ing that they would immediately be conscripted into active 
war participation. In order to combat this, arrangements 
were made for a series of speakers to meet with these boys 
and discuss such problems as “What high school students 
should know about the armed forces,” “What the Navy has 
to offer,” “How the Selective Service system works,” and 
“The importance of an education for a boy about to enter 
the armed forces.” 

In January 1943 the high school program was revised 
and special subjects were added. The pupils were very 
much interested in these supplementary offerings and many 
of them chose these courses as a part of their regular class 
work. The extra subjects included courses in basic mathe- 
matics, fundamentals of electricity, fundamentals of shop 
work, which were taught by the regular members of the 
staff. Mrs. Marguerite S. Mabie volunteered to organize and 
conduct a course in home nursing, and Mrs. Ardys Whitcomb 
organized a course in first aid. Both of these groups were 
well attended by the girls of the junior and senior classes. 
Captain Joseph B. Cole of the Massachusetts Company State 
Guard conducted a class in military drill for the older boys 
and this proved very popular. It has been most gratifying 
to have boys who have graduated write back to the school 
and state that the instruction that they received has been 
of great value to them as they entered military life. 
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Graduation was held on the night of June 24, 1943, and 
forty seniors received their diplomas. Following is the list 
of graduates.

When school was resumed in September, for the school 
year of 1943-1944, the aim of secondary education had be- 
come definitely that of giving the students every opportunity 
to prepare themselves to better promote the war effort. The 
students were now ready to grapple with.the true significance 
of the present day challenge; therefore, it was the duty of 
the schools to offer them a program that would serve them 
for immediate functional needs in our present world crisis. 


PRE-INDUCTION TRAINING 


Every secondary school in the country, if it is to fulfill 
its duties and obligations, must meet the pre-induction train- 
ing issue squarely. These boys of sixteen and seventeen who 
are at present in our schools may only seem like youth to 
us but as soon as they reach their eighteenth birthday the 
armed forces consider them men. It is therefore up to us 
to have them ready to become intelligent soldiers. General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, has stated it very concisely 
in the following quotation: “A knowledge of the causes and 
events leading up to the present world conflict and the prin- 
ciples for which we are fighting is an indispensable consider- 
ation of every soldier.” 


In our modern army, education is definitely an essential 
factor. General Somervell has stated that sixty-three out 
of every one hundred men in the Army must be ready for spe- 
cialized training. At the age of eighteen every able-bodied 
boy becomes a potential soldier. It is therefore the war- 
time job of the schools to provide its youth with every oppor- 
tunity to study and prepare for active war training or civilian 
occupations. This type of training does not necessitate 
inserting new courses in our present curriculum, but shifting 
emphasis of our present courses onto important topics that 
the armed forces desire the boys to know. 
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The current needs of the army to develop competent 
soldiers may be grouped under these headings: 


(1) Every soldier should understand the issues of war. 


(2) Every prospective soldier should understand the 
nature of military life. 


(3) Every soldier must be physically fit to fight and live. 


(4) Every soldier should have command of basic lan- 
guage skills. 


(5) Every soldier should be able to compute with accu- 
racy and assurance. 


The following statements illustrate what is being done — 
to teach these five requirements in the various subject offer- 
ings of our program of studies. 


Sociak Studies 


In United States and World History, parallels are drawn 
between present and past events with emphasis upon the 
causes of war. When studying Problems of American De- 
mocracy, the pupil has an opportunity to observe the im- 
portance of his place in the life of the community and in 
the world, both today and in the future. Other topics to be 
considered are: international relationships; the War, its 
background and progress, the pupil’s part in it, and the post- 
war era. The class in Commerce and Industry gives ample 
opportunity for a study of work experiences of students in 
agricultural and industrial pursuits and the contributions 
these major occupations are making to the war effort. 


Physical Education 


Our program includes exercises and play that develops 
the individual so that he may show proficiency in tumbling, 
rope climbing, and apparatus work. However, group activ- 
ities are not omitted. The aim is the physical development 
of every individual student. 


Military Drill 


As the name implies, this is a class in which the boys 
are taught drill, and army tactics. Instructions are given 
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in proper handling of equipment used in warfare; also, 
lectures are given on army life and hygiene. 


Science 


(1) Aeronautics—Study of Aircraft, Meteorology, Navi- 
gation. 


(2) Biology—Maintaining body health and efficiency. 


(3) Physics and Chemistry—Simple machines, electri- 
city, methods of communication, combustion and petroleum. 


English 


The ability to grasp oral directions, read understand- 
ingly, report accurately, and write briefly and clearly with 
an adequate vocabulary, is very important. These require- 
ments are being met by placing greater emphasis on oral 
reporting and class discussion. The writing of brief, concise 
reports that include description, narration and exposition; 
word study which includes spelling, pronunciation and use, 
with emphasis on military terminology; these have been 
adopted by the teachers in the English courses. 


Mathematics 


The high value that the Army has placed upon the sig- 
nificance of mathematics has provided little need for change. 
The Army Specialized Training program demands boys to 
be able to meet college entrance requirements in mathe- 
matics. However, many boys inducted into service have not 
had formal instruction in mathematics beyond grade nine; 
therefore, we are offering a course in Basic Mathematics 
which includes review in arithmetic fundamentals with lim- 
ited amounts of algebra, geometry, and trigonometry. 


The First Service Command has designated Captain 
Frederick A. Zehrer as adviser for the State Department of 
Education to assist principals throughout this area with their 
Pre-Induction problems. If we do not assume the respon- 
sibility for pre-induction training in our secondary schools, 
we are jeopardizing the lives of the sixteen and seventeen 
year old boys who make up our student body. 
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IN CONCLUSION 


In conclusion, I should like to express my appreciation 
for the generous cooperation that I have received from the 
teachers and other members of the staff. I should likewise 
like to express my appreciation for the effective leadership 
that you have contributed to our school system. Will you 
kindly extend to the School Committee my appreciation for 
the cooperation and friendly interest throughout the Year?

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT FOR 1943 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits 
its forty-eighth annual report. 


During 1943, we were operating under a budget which 
was much reduced from that of normal years, and there- 
fore only such operations and expenditures were carried out 
as were necessary and essential. 


During the.year the Board sold the old Triplex pump 
that was located in Station 2 and which had not been in 
use since the new standpipe was erected. The highest bid 
of $350 was accepted and a check for that amount was turned 
over to the Town Treasurer. 


After very careful consideration, your board has decided 
that due to the increased amount of water being used, it is 
necessary in order to meet this demand and also furnish 
the fire protection that is desirable, to increase our pumping 
capacity. The following comparative figures will show some 
pertinent facts that influenced our decision to ask for addi- 
tional funds in 1944 for the purpose of increasing our supply.

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Your board has given considerable thought to capital 
improvements which should be carried out in the post-war 
period, and has listed these projects, with detailed estimates, 
so that they may be quickly put into execution when the 
time arrives, and thereby furnishing employment when 
needed, as well as increasing the efficiency and extending 
the service of the department. The Superintendent’s and 
financial reports are on the following pages. 


Again we would siress the importance of having every 
pressure boiler equipped with an automatic valve for Heat, 
over pressure and Vacuum.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1943 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners of the 


Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submitted the forty-eighth annual report 
of the Superintendent of this department. 


All hydrants have been cleaned, oiled, greased, and 
painted, and are all in good condition. Four obsolete hy- 
drants have been replaced with new, up-to-date steamer 
nozzle type. - 


All gate valves have been inspected, and some have been 
packed. It has been recommended to the Board to replace 
five or six of these valves this coming year. These valves 
have been in use for a good many years, and parts are not 
available at this time. 


Four new services have been laid with a total length 
of ninety-four feet. 


Nine services were repaired and were provided with | 
new stops. There are several more of these curb stops that 
will have to be replaced from time to time. 


The wells at Station Number One and Two have been 
washed and cleaned. 


The consumption of water has increased 22,928,700 gal- 
lons over last year, making a total of 165,344,700 gallons. 


The old 8x10 Triplex Piston Pump which was over thirty 
years old has been removed and sold. 


There have been several pipes frozen so far this year, all 
being on the owners’ property. Last February there were 
three severe leaks in private houses, which ran off 649,000 
gallons of water before being discovered. When houses 
are closed for the winter months the department should be 
notified, so as the water may be shut off at the street. The 
first pipe to freeze this winter occurred on October 11th 
which was located at a summer residence.

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SHARON COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Sharon: 


Due to progressive success of Allied Arms there has been 
a widespread mistaken notion to the effect that the need for 
Civilian Defense Organization has subsided. This is far 
from the truth. 


The President of the United States has requested the 
continued service and vigilance of Civilian Defense. In a 
recent letter to the local Chairmen of Public Safety Com- 
mittees throughout the State of Massachusetts, Governor 
Saltonstall said in part: 


“It is my responsibility, as Chief Executive of the Com- 
monwealth, and of the Executives of the Committee on 
Public Safety, to see that our Civilian Defense Organization 
and our warning system be maintained and remain ready 
for action until those charged with the conduct of the war 
and best informed about the situation which results from 
it, notify us that this is no longer necessary.” 


In keeping with National and State wishes, we in Sharon 
plan to hold our Committee on Public Safety organization 
intact and ready for any unforeseen emergency that may 
arise until such time as we shall have received the “all out” 
signal from higher authority. 


At present there are more than 600 members in our 
Committee on Public Safety. This membership is broken 
down into the 16 standard Civilian Defense Divisions, with 
further breakdowns into sub-committees. Save for a few 
exceptions, the division members have been instructed and 
trained in their particular functions during emergency. 


Our A. R. P. Division has held a number of Air Raid 
Simulations which have been very favorably passed upon by 
both State and Army inspectors. 


The Women’s Division has been of much assistance with 
its Bloc Teams for the dissemination of information and 
other purposes. 
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Our Sharon organization, like all Civilian Defense 
groups, has maintained a local Information Office. This 
office is serving our own division heads as well as the vari- 
ous State and National Divisions of Public Safety. The 
services of the office have been quite freely put to use by 
those agencies which have found need of its service. 


- It should be of interest to our citizens to learn that, 
through the efforts of our Auxiliary Fire Department, the 
town has received recently a considerable amount of new 
fire equipment—with more in prospect. 


Every good-thinking citizen of our town who loves law 
and order and who stands for sound measures toward the 
vigilant maintenance of emergency protection, will appre- 
ciate and be grateful for the efforts and the solid accom- 
plishments of his townspeople who have been and are still 
giving unstintingly of their time to work of Public Safety.

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REPORT OF SHARON WAR PRICE AND RATION BOARD 
No. 273 


Rationing is hardly a subject to rate high in the realm 
of popularity. However, it is, nevertheless, a very necessary 
factor under our present economic conditions. Sound think- 
ing citizens realize this and their sensible interest and reac- 
tion makes possible the fairly smooth functioning of this 
irritating phase of our present war-controlled living, 


In America, we have been fortunate in that our rationing 
has been held to a comparatively limited field. According 
to press reports, in Sweden, a war-free country, the indi- 
vidual needs 90 ration books to supply his wants. 


Our Sharon Board, following the general government — 
pattern, is broken down into panels. The panel personnel 
will be found in a forward section of the Town Report. 


Perhaps the simplest definition of rationing might be: 
an effort to give each person his fair share of a limited pro- 
duction. This has been the objective which our Sharon Board 
has constantly kept in view. 


The public reaction to the Board’s efforts and decisions 
has been very heartening. There have been, of course, iso- 
lated instances wherein an applicant might have seemed 
unreasonable but, considering human nature as a whole, 
such deviations are to be expected. 


Last spring, due to war needs, we were forced to be 
closer in gas allowance than seemed fair. But there was a 
very sound reason at that time, one which came under the 
head of what might be termed a “military secret.” 


Defense workers and others have shown pleasing co- 
operation in the matter of car-sharing. This has helped 
considerably. 


In hardship cases, State OPA Headquarters, realizing 
that beyond the Boston and Providence railroad service our 
people have had no recourse than to car driving in cross- 
country travel, has been fairly generous to Sharon in gas 
allocations. For this we are thankful—and hope for con- 
tinuance. 
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‘In the matter of tires, the allotments have been small; 
the Board, however, has done its best to see that distribution 
was fair. This, naturally, called for scrutiny of each applhi- 
cation so close that it must have caused annoyance in some 
instances. That could not be helped. 


The distribution of Fuel Oil last winter was not a real 
simple problem. It was a cold winter and some really 
needed more oil than had been planned for them. This 
made for hardship. Here the Board met with each particu- 
lar situation to the best of its ability. 


It is well to have in mind that there are over 800 oil 
applications in Sharon, which require inspection and super- 
vision. In the beginning the number was larger but coal 
conversions have in some measure assisted to reduce the 
total. 


It is the purpose of the Board to prevent, as far as it is 
able, suffering due to lack of oil. To this end it watches 
closely to see that none gets an over supply at the expense 
of those whose needs have not been reasonably satisfied. 


The Price Panel is giving unremitting attention to the 
work of seeing to it that stores, farmers, poultry dealers, 
garages and all others in Sharon who come within the Price 
Ceiling restrictions are holding to the OPA requirements. 
Its purpose, also, is to inform the public of the proper cei- 
ling prices of all commodities and to distribute copies of 
regulations, price lists and explanatory materials to the 
trade in a systematic way. 


Persons who have any reason to suspect that they have 
not received fair treatment in the matter of price control 
may bring their complaint to the Board any Monday evening 
at the Town Hall, when it will be investigated and treated 
according to the OPA regulations. 


Before entering complaints, however, it is important to 
be certain as to the facts. This may be done by checking 
prices and point values, which are to be found clearly dis- 
played by retailers upon the regulation point value charts 
and ceiling price lists.

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REPORT OF HONOR ROLL COMMITTEE 


In the early part of the year, when each week saw quite

It was unanimously voted to sponsor this project and 
a committee was appointed, consisting of the undersigned, 
with instructions to confer with the Board of Selectmen. 
This was done and the Board requested that this committee 
act for the town and have a suitable Honor Roll erected. 


It seemed advisable that this should be as centrally 
located as possible. The Trustees of the Unitarian Church 
very kindly granted permission for us to erect it on their 
property, overlooking the Square. 


The Committee decided that it would be very appro- 
priate, in view of the nature of the exercises, to hold the 
dedication on Mother’s Day, Sunday, May 9th. The Gover- 
nor of the Commonwealth, Leverett Saltonstall, presented 
by the Chairman, Roger Dennett, gave a very appropriate 
dedicatory address. The Sacred Heart College Band ren- 
dered musical selections and prayers were offered by Rev. 
Father Dawson and Rev. Harry Foote. The unveiling of 
the tablet was performed by Mrs. Daniel O’Neil, mother of 
Harold O’Neil, who was the first one from the town to pay 
the supreme sacrifice. 


Since the dedication, two additions have been necessary 
and a third is now under construction. The total names 
listed to date are 363.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Sharon for the year ending 
December 31, 1943, made in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 44, General Laws.

Sir: 


According to instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Sharon for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1943, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the fown or committing bills for collection, were examined, 
checked, and verified by comparison with the books of the 
town accountant and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked with the treasurer’s cash book and 
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with the records of the several departments collecting money 
for the town. 


The appropriation accounts were examined, and the 
appropriations and transfers as entered in the ledger were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of town meetings and 
with the authorizations of the warrant committee. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the necessary adjust- 
ing entries resulting from the audit were made, and a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared show- 
ing the financial condition of the town on December 31, 1943. 

The classification of receipts and payments was exam- 
ined and payrolls and vouchers were found to be properly 
approved. 


The assessors’ computation of the levy of 1943 was 
examined and checked to the accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with records in the departments collecting 
money for the town and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments 
were checked with the selectmen’s' warrants authorizing the 
disbursement of town funds. 


The cash balance on December 31, 1943, was verified by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with statements furnished 
by the bank of deposit and by the actual count of,cash in 
the office. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were exam- 
ined and checked. The additions to the tax title account 
were compared with the collector’s records, the recorded 
redemptions and foreclosures were verified, the outstanding 
accounts were checked to the deeds on file, reconciled with 
the accountant’s ledger account, and checked with the rec- 
ords in the Registry of Deeds. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were checked with the amounts falling due and 
cancelled securities and coupons were examined and 
checked. | 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of trust and investment funds in the custody of 
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the town treasurer were examined and listed, the income 
being proved and transfers to the town verified. 


It was noted that payments have been made by the 
town on account of police officers’ accident insurance pre- 
miums although there is no legal authorization for such 
payments. In this connection attention is called to Section 
100, Chapter 41, General Laws, which specifies the manner 
in which police officers may be indemnified for damage or 
expense sustained in performance of their duties. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The poll, property, and motor vehicle 
excise taxes outstanding according to the previous exami- 
nation were audited, and all subsequent commitments were 
reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The payments to 
the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the 
recorded abatements were compared with the assessors’ 
records of abatements granted, the taxes transferred to the 
tax title account were verified and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger 
accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The records of water charges were examined and 
checked in detail. Commitment totals were proved, recorded 
payments to the treasurer were compared with the treas- 
urer’s cash book entries, the abatements as recorded were 
checked to the water commissioners’ records of abatements 
granted, the water liens added to taxes were verified, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the accountant’s ledger. 


The records of licenses and permits granted and issued 
by the selectmen for the town and dog licenses for the county 
and hunting and fishing licenses for the State issued by the 
town clerk were examined and checked, and the payments 
to the town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and 
Game were verified. 
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In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the records of all other departments collecting money for 
the town or committing bills for collection were examined 
and checked in detail and recorded payments to the treas- 
urer were verified. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, tax collector, deputy 
collector, water collector, and town clerk for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and the tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, 
tax title possession, departmental and water accounts, as 
well as tables showing the transactions and conditions of 
the trust and investment funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town offi- 
cials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

RECORD OF TOWN MEETING 
1944 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


NORFOLK, SS. 


To either Constable of the Town of Sharon, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants 
of the Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and Town 
affairs, to meet at the High School Gymnasium in said Sharon, 
on Monday the sixth day of March A. D. 1944, at twelve 
o'clock Noon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


Article Ist. To choose all necessary Town Officers as 
by law are required to be elected by ballot, and on the ballot 
prepared by the Town Clerk; and to determine any questions 
as by law are required to be determined by ballot. 

The Polls will be open at 12 o’clock Noon and will be 
closed at 8 o’clock P. M. of said day. 


The following articles will be acted on at the business session 
of this meeting, to be held by adjournment on the second Monday 
in March at 8 o’clock P. M., at the High School Auditorium. 


Article 2. To hear the Record of the Donors to the Sharon 
Friends School Fund, and to choose Trustees of the School 
Funds and other officers not on the official ballot. 


Article 3. To choose four members of the Warrant 
Committee for three years and to fill any vacancies on said 
committee. 


Article 4. To act upon the reports as printed and to hear 
any other reports, and to act thereon. 


Article 5. To hear the report of the Warrant Committee 
on the appropriation of money for the several departments, 
raise and appropriate the same, and determine in what manner 
the money shall be raised to meet the several amounts for the 
several departments, viz.,—Moderator, Warrant Committee, 
Selectmen, Accounting, Treasurer, Collector, Assessors, Law, 
Town Clerk, Elections, Registrations and Town Meetings, 
Town Hall and Grounds, Emergency Defense, Police, Fire, 
Forest Fire, Sealing Weights and Measures, Insect Extermina- 
tion, Care of Trees, Inspection of Buildings, Health, Public 
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Health Nurse, Inspection of Animals, Vital Statistics, High- 
ways, Chapter 90 Construction, Chapter 90 Maintenance, 
Sidewalk Maintenance, Sidewalk Construction, Snow and 
Ice Removal, Street Lighting, Street Signs, Public Welfare, 
State Aid, Soldiers’ Relief, Old Age Assistance, Aid to Depen- 
dent Children, Schools, School Tuition, Public Library, Town 
Clock, Memorial Day, Care Soldiers’ Graves,- Chestnut Hill 
Cemetery, Insurance, Interest, Planning Board, Board of 
Appeal, Forestry Committee, Custodian Public Property, 
Town Reports, Water Department, Reserve Fund, Bond 
Payments, and all other regular Town departments, and for 
all other sums of money that may be appropriated under other 
articles of this warrant. Selectmen. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1944, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year 
in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 

Selectmen. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow 
money from time to time on or after January 1, 1945, in an- 
ticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1945, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be 
given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. Selectmen. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to give the same 
- power to the collector of taxes as the town treasurer has when 
he is appointed collector of taxes. Selectmen. 


Article 9. To see if the town will petition the Department 
of Accounts for an audit of its accounts in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws and Amendments 
thereto. Selectmen. 


Article 10. To see if the town will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to appoint any member or members thereof to be 
engineers of the fire department. Selectmen. 


Article 11. To see if the town will appropriate sufficient 
sum of money to grade and resurface Lake Avenue, Sharon, 
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from Beach Street to East Foxboro Street, or act in any way 
relating thereto. Elizabeth Pearlman. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to sell the prop- 
erty known as the “Gordon” lot situated on Bird Lane (so 
called) and or Mountain Street, or act in any way relating 
thereto. Selectmen. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to collect trash 
and rubbish throughout the town, or any part thereof, raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for same, or act in any way 
relating thereto. 

The Rotary Club of Sharon, by A. Clinton Kellogg. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
relocation of Maskwonicut Street, as laid out by the selectmen, 
raise and appropriate a sum of money for same, or act in any 
way relating thereto. Selectmen. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate, or transfer from available funds in the treasury, 
a sum of money for the purchase of war bonds or other bonds 
that are legal investments for savings banks, in order to 
establish a postwar rehabilitation fund, in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 5, Acts of 1943. Selectmen. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Assessors to use a sum of money not to exceed ten 
thousand dollars from available funds, to reduce the tax rate 
of 1944. Selectmen. 


Article 17. To see if the town will amend the zoning by- 
laws by inserting in (G) Section 6 after the words “‘two (2) 
years’ in line 4th thereof the words “‘or such non-conforming 
use be abandoned or not exercised for a period of two (2) con- 
secutive years.” Planning Board. 


Article 18. To see if the town will adopt a by-law estab- 
lishing a Planning Board under the provisions of General Laws 
(Ter. Ed.) Chapter 41, Section 81A, (Acts of 1936, Chapter 211), 
with all the powers and duties therein and in any existing by- 
laws of the town provided, to consist of 5 members to be 
elected by ballot at the annual town meeting in March, 1945, 
one for a term of one year, two for a term of two years, and 
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two for a term of three years and thereafter in accordance with 
the provisions of the statute, or take any action relative thereto.

QUESTION NO. 2

This article of amendment to the Constitution of Massa- 
chusetts annuls Article VIII of section 1 of chapter II of 
Part the Second of the Constitution, which vested the Governor, 
by and with the advice of the Council, with the full and un- 
restricted power of pardoning offences of which a person is 
convicted, except such as persons may be convicted of before 
the Senate by an impeachment of the House, and adopts a 
new Article VIII in place thereof. 


This new Article VIII vests the pardoning power in the 
Governor, by and with the advice of the Council, but provides 
further that if the offence to be pardoned is a felony the 
Legislature shall have power to prescribe the terms and con- 
ditions upon which a pardon may be granted. 


The new Article VIII contains the same provision as the 
old with relation to the ineffectiveness of pardons granted 
before a conviction,—

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


During the past year the Planning Board has been largely 
engaged in the formulation of, and establishment of, a planning 
program intended to occupy the six years subsequent to the 
termination of the war. This program has assumed proportions 
which has made it necessary to augment the Planning Board. 
A full report of this project is, or will be, in the hands of the 
voters prior to the town meeting. 

According to the vote of the town at the last annual 
meeting, the Board will commence to function under the modern 
statute called the “Chapter 211’ setup. This involves the 
inspection of new street layouts and the transference of the 
duties of the Board of Survey to the Planning Board. Prepara- 
tion has been made to meet these additional duties. 

This Board has also, by vote of the town, assumed the 
duties of Park Commissioners. Some work is required at the 
Station on the park controlled by the town and also in the 
so-called “‘Morrell Park’ at the rear of the grammar school. 
Plans for a projected park arrangement at the lake have been 
under consideration. An appropriation has been requested for 
the use of the Park Commissioners for these purposes. 

During the past few years the Board of Appeal has been 
confronted with various requests for industrial establishments 
in this town. There are a few owners operating under special 
permits. The Board does not regard the establishment of such 
industries under special permits to be the best way of handling 
such matters. It appears to the Board that the town should 
have an opportunity to decide whether or not the zoning 
by-laws should be amended to establish an industrial area. 
Such article will appear in the Warrant, and the Board will 
make a report subsequent to a public hearing which is required 
by statute on such amendments. 

Due to confusion in the law some years ago, which has 
now been settled by the Supreme Court, the town has no 
general billboard law. The Planning Board regards such 
ordnance as a very important matter for the town to consider. 
It intends to submit to the town such ordnance which is the 
same ordnance now in effect in the Town of Milton and which 
has been approved not only by the Attorney General but by a 
decision of the Supreme Court. The Board also feels that the 
town should have an opportunity to reconsider the article in 
reference to the abandonment of non-conforming uses. A simi- 
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lar article was in the Warrant last year and rejected by the 
town. The rejection, the Board feels, was the result of a 
misunderstanding. 

The Board has also co-operated with the Board of Appeal 
in regard to regulations covering the removal of gravel from 
the new pit on South Main St., for the town. It believes that 
by virtue of the decision of the Board of Appeal, the new gravel 
pit is located in a locality where the gravel necessary for the 
town exists in large quantities and also it is so located so that 
it will not be unsightly either from the railroad or from the 
main thorofare. It is felt also that the pit will be so graded that 
the land will not lose its eventual value for building sites. 

The Board has had an average of a meeting once a week 
during the entire year and in some weeks have had meetings 
on two or more evenings, all of which have been well attended 
by the members of the Board. 

The Board is also grateful for any suggestion that might 
be made by any of the voters or inhabitants of the Town of 
Sharon which will assist it in working out its planning program.

SHARON COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Sharon: 


“The Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety and the 
Military and Police Forces and all other duly constituted 
officers of the Commonwealth are hereby directed to carry on 
throughout the Commonwealth, any and all orders and regula- 
tions now or hereafter promulgated by me for air raid pre- 
cautions, or for the preservation of life and property; and the 
local committees on public safety and the duly constituted 
municipal authorities in the cities and towns are hereby directed 
to carry out such orders in their respective cities and towns.”’ 
(Executive Order No. 1: Sec. 3. Governor Leverett Saltonstall; 
December 31, 1941.) 

In patriotic response to Governor Saltonstall’s Executive 
Order, the citizens of Sharon appointed a committee to set up 
a local civilian defense organization. The committee formed 
what we now know as the Sharon Committee on Public Safety, 
a body whose divisional structures and functionings have 
been explained in a series of articles in the Sharon Advocate 
during 1942-1943. 

The component parts of the Sharon Committee on Public 
Safety consist of 20 major divisions, with minor departments. 
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In all, 684 citizens of Sharon’s less than 3,800 population were 
enrolled in the organization. Each member of the body had 
his definite position and, where necessary, each was amply 
trained in his duties. 

Air raid simulations for preparedness were held during 
1942, 1943, and 1944. Some of these were held under State 
and some under Government inspection. In each instance the 
inspecting criticism was commendatory. 

With the favorable turn of the war for the Allies this past 
year, the earlier alert activities (as should be expected) subsided 
to reduced proportions. Occasional air raid simulations (re- 
fresher drills) now constitute the A.R.P. routine. The Bloc 
Leaders, however, in Bond Sales and other direct-to-person 
continue to be very active. The Salvage Division is also very 
active and is effecting praiseworthy results in its collecting 
work. 

The following excerpt from the minutes of the Conference 
of the New England Governors may be of interest at this time: 

“Be it Resolved: That the New England Governors’ 
Conference emphatically believes that the Civilian Defense 
organizations in our States should be continued and maintained 
so as to be prepared and ready for immediate action. ... ”’ 

The wisdom of this resolution should be apparent to those 
of us who know of the ominous possibilities in connection with 
post-war civic unrest; that, and such direful happenings as 
those associated with the notorious ‘“‘Boston Police Strike’. 

In adherence to State and Government desires, the Sharon 
Committee on Public Safety maintains an Office of Informa- 
tion, with a part-time clerk in attendance, at Town Hall; thus 
keeping a center for our defense activities for the duration of 
the war and, also, a means of constant contact with both State 
and Governmental Defense Departments. 

To all who have contributed towards making our efficient 
organization possible, the Executive Committee extends its 
sincere thanks.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Employment conditions generally and the demand for workers in all 
industry has aided in keeping 1944 expenditures for welfare at a minimum. 
The total amount expended for 1944 was $4,638.94. 

The appropriation for 1944 amounted to $2,515.00 less than that for 
1943 and we were able to return to revenue the sum of $1,381.06. 

During 1944 this Board adopted the Standard Budget recommended 
by the Commonwealth, which insured all our welfare recipients adequate care 
despite increased living costs.

REPORT OF AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


Aid to Dependent Children is intended to provide assistance for families 
from local, Federal and State funds. It is designed primarily to keep families 
together by providing adequately for a mother and her children where the 
chief support of the family has been withdrawn for various reasons. 

No new applications for Aid to Dependent Children were received during 
the year 1944.

REPORT OF BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


Old Age Assistance is a special form of assistance for deserving citizens 
over sixty-five years of age who are in actual need of assistance and should 
not be confused with Old Age and Survivors Insurance or Pension. 


During 1944 our average case load was 45 individuals. 


The Bureau adopted a revised budget as required by the Commonwealth 
authorities so as to take care of increased living costs.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 


It is a pleasure to submit my third annual report to you 
and the citizens of Sharon. Throughout the series of emergen- 
cies that have beset our schools during the difficult war years 
already passed, I have been increasingly conscious of the strong 
undercurrent of civic pride which is characteristic of our town. 
It is reassuring to know that the town wants, and will support 
loyally, the best kind of educational service which the combined 
efforts of citizens and school personnel can provide. Sometimes 
it is difficult to curb our impatience at the slow rate at which 
real growth in quality of school service is achieved. Significant 
progress, however, does come when a sincere teaching group 
dedicates its every effort to growth, secure in the realization 
that the townspeople want the best there is, and will support 
the professional staff in their efforts to achieve that ideal. 


A CHALLENGE TO ALL CITIZENS CONCERNED WITH THE FUTURE 
OF THE AMERICAN SYSTEM OF PUBLIC EDUCATION 


How much do you, Mr. and Mrs. Average Citizen, care 
about the future of our American system of public education? 
If you knew that it now stands at the crossroads, would you be 
concerned with the direction it is to take? If you knew that the 
next few years were likely to bring basic and revolutionary 
changes in the form, pattern, and auspices, of American Educa- 
tion, would you feel it important that you should have, per- 
sonally, an understanding of the issues involved and an active 
part in determining the direction which the change shall take? 
The answer is emphatically in the affirmative. Most Americans 
have great faith in education as the means by which democracy 
is implemented and through which civic progress at all levels 
comes. It would seem that free public democratic education 
is one of the chief values for which our American boys are 
fighting. We, at home, must guard it well. 

The best minds in education in the nation are united in the 
belief that significant change is about to take place in the very 
nature of our American educational program. They believe 
that American youth should and will receive a much broader 
and more comprehensive educational service in the near future. 
They believe that access, equal in fact as well as in theory, to 
this new educational service, will be provided for all American 
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youth. They believe that there is likelihood of the federal 
government taking to itself the responsibility for secondary and 
higher education. No one can view the possibility of the dan- 
gers of centralized educational control without serious concern. 

Once in a great while a document is published before it is 
too late, which embodies the meeting of great minds in indicat- 
ing the solution of a problem of crucial importance to our 
country. Such a work is “‘Education for All American Youth’’, 
constructed with devoted and statesmanlike skill by the Edu- 
cational Policies Commission of the National Education Asso- 
ciation and published in September of 1944. If every citizen 
of this country should have the interest and the opportunity to 
read this prophetic work, the future greatness of the American 
way of life would be assured. Once the American public under- 
stands the issues, it can be counted upon to make a right de- 
cision. 

‘Education for All American Youth” is a startlingly clear 
portrayal of the issues involved in the crisis facing education. 
Chapter 1, titled ““Could it Happen®’’, is a history of American 
education, beginning at the close of World War II, as it might 
be written twenty years from now if an aroused public opinion 
in the nation doesn’t insist otherwise. The final chapter, ““The 
History that Must be Written’, for American education in the 
quarter century 1925-1950, presents the alternative solution: 
which American educators believe can be achieved if the public 
will speak in time. The intervening chapters, all written in 
readable non-technical language, present a sample plan of how 
it could be done in “‘Farmville’, a typical small town and in 
‘‘American City’’, a typical urban community. The book as a 
whole does not stay in the realm of vague generalities, but 
rather shows by detailed example how the plan could be carried 
out in reality. This is not a blueprint for the education of to- 
morrow, but a sample of the kind of educational service that 
every town and city can provide if we want it enough. To 
accomplish it, however, state and national participation is 
necessary. Every American teacher will be familiar with this 
document in the near future. Professional educators cannot 
bring us through his crisis alone. Since the solution involves 
legislative action in national, state, and local areas, the decision 
must finally rest with the American public as a whole. An alert 
and informed public will not fail. A sleeping public conscience 
could. 

Fathers and mothers of Sharon, will you go to our public 
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library, borrow a copy of “Education for All American Youth’’, 
read it, think about it, act upon it whenever the opportunity 
arises? In this way, you can have a creative part in one of the 
great movements of American educational history. Your school 
department has placed copies of this challenging book in your 
library for you to use. Your teachers are studying it, and will 
need your understanding and support in planning for Sharon 
Schools in the future. 


INDICATIONS OF PROGRESS 


Turning our attention from the national horizon to our own 
part of it, we see some indications of progress in a small way. 
We now have a fine modern complete reading program in oper- 
ation in the elementary grades. It was democratically chosen 
by our teachers after careful study. To quote a recognized 
expert in this field, “It is one of the two best programs now 
available’. The materials are attractive to the children. It 
provides a unity of method and correlation of experience be- 
tween grades that should produce measureable results in a few 
years. The quality of casual handwriting by our boys and girls 
has improved significantly in the past year or two. The art 
program in our schools is something to be proud of. Our high 
school faculty has proved to be flexible and understanding in 
re-orienting, on short notice, our curriculum at secondary level 
toward preparing boys for military service. We recognize a 
need to revise our social studies program throughout and are 
starting to do it. We believe our visual aids program will 
compare very favorably with any. We recognize the need for a 
more comprehensive and integrated program in health and 
science through the grades. We feel the need of a public kinder- 
garten and hope for its establishment. We have an excellent 
testing program and realize the need for greater skill in utilizing 
the data. 

The next step in our effort to. build a better school service 
for Sharon will be to develop, crystallize, and accept in the 
near future, a philosophy of education which will be the com- 
mon goal of the entire department, School Committee, teachers 
and all. When this is accomplished, it will provide a powerful 
factor for integrating all our efforts and will make purposeful 
what is now routine. 
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THE SCHOOL AS A COMMUNITY CENTER 


It is the policy of the Sharon School Department to make 
the school buildings available for community purposes to the 
fullest extent possible provided such use does not interfere with 
the regular work of the schools. It is interesting to note that 
during 1944, the school plant was used for no less than 214 
community meetings of all types. The schools are the seat of 
the Town Meetings and Elections. They provide a home for the 
Junior and Senior Fortnightly Clubs, the Parent-Teachers 
Association, and the State Guard. Buildings are used for small 
committee meetings and for town-wide entertainments. It 
should be realized that this considerable use of the school plant 
by the community involves somewhat higher school costs in 
fuel, public utility services, and general depreciation. This is 
only to be expected and would inevitably result from the Ameri- 
can philosophy which has always made of the relatively expen- 
sive school buildings an active center for community under- 
takings. 


A MATTER OF EVALUATION 


Periodically over the years, someone raises the question of 
how does the performance of our high school compare with 
other high schools. The great majority of our citizens have 
always known that we have a good high school with devoted, 
intelligent teachers, a fine building, and an up-to-date program. 
Inevitably, there are always a few doubters who lack faith in 
what our town is accomplishing. It is to these, particularly, 
that I wish to bring some objective evidence in answer to the 
question just stated. 

The only official evaluation of secondary schools is made 
by the State Department of Education. This is based on per- 
sonal inspection, plus comprehensive data provided by the 
schools on a biennial basis. The State Department of Educa- 
tion issues certificates of standing for high schools throughout 
Massachusetts. Sharon High School always has had, and does 
at the present have, a Class “A’”’ high school certificate. This 
fact, however, in itself, is not in great significance since by far 
the great majority of all high schools in Massachusetts are good 
high schools and do hold the Class “‘A”’ certificate. Another 
means of evaluation of high school service involves the relation- 
ship between the high school and the colleges. I know of no 
college entrance privilege at any college, under any circum- 
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stances, available to graduates of other schools, which has been 
refused to graduates coming from Sharon High School. 

Fortunately, at this time, I have available on my desk a 
piece of objective evidence which should be of considerable 
value. The above reference is to the summary of a test of 
educational development administered to the senior class in the 
high school this fall. This test service has been sold on a 
national basis and about one third of all the high schools in 
Massachusetts participated this fall. This test does not measure 
what pupils have and have not learned in the specific courses 
taken, but rather measures, through nine distinct criteria, the 
general educational development of individuals and the group 
as a whole. Educational development is measured through a 
student’s background in social studies and natural science, his 
correctness in writing, his ability to do quantitative thinking, 
his reading ability in the fields of social studies, natural sciences 
and literature, his general vocabulary and ability to use sources 
of information. 

It should be noted that a test of this type measures the 
quality of the curriculum planning, the values of incidental 
learning, as well as individual pupil development. This test 
was given to the entire senior class, regardless of what course 
they were enrolled in and what subjects taken. It is reassuring 
to know that the average score for our senior group ranked in 
the upper quarter of all schools tested on a country-wide basis. 


FACING A HEATING PROBLEM 


Just about a year ago, a high school girl came to my office 
and asked if I would help on a problem that was of importance 
to the students. The substance of the girl’s story was that ever 
since she had been in high school, temperature conditions under 
which students had to work were bad. She went on to relate 
that the temperature was unbearably hot often in the old wing 
of the building and uncomfortably cold at the same time in the 
new wing of the building. A thorough investigation of the 
heating conditions was made, and it was found that the cause 
of this condition lay outside of the control of teachers or jani- 
tors. Following this problem through, the School Committee, 
after trying lesser measures, engaged the services of a firm of 
heating engineers to make a thorough survey of the heating 
system in Sharon High School and to present recommendations, 
plans, and specifications, for the correcting of the condition. 
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The School Committee, as a result of this survey, in its estimate 
of funds necessary to carry on the school program for 1945, 
estimate about $10,000 to effect a complete solution of the 
heating difficulties which have been characteristic of our high 
school, probably since its erection. Public education is con- 
cerned with the health of all children and should not be willing 
to tolerate an unhealthful condition in its main plant. I have 
faith that the townspeople of Sharon will be ready and glad to 
correct this condition by providing funds for this purpose at the 
Town Meeting. 


AN APPEAL TO PARENTS 


Still another matter requiring the cooperation of the towns- 
people has to do with the use of our school telephones. Tele- 
phones are placed in school buildings for the purpose of im- 
proving the general efficiency of school service. It is necessary 
that safeguards be undertaken to keep the telephones from 
becoming a handicap and an annoyance. For this reason, the 
telephone numbers of the various Sharon Schools are not 
published. The School Department office is glad, at any time, 
to relay emergency messages to any of the schools. I do not 
believe that the many parents who call daily with trivial 
messages realize the inconvenience which they cause. Every 
unnecessary call involves wasted time for school personnel in 
the office; it involves taking the teaching principal of the school 
building away from her class to answer the telephone; and 
finally, it involves the child’s own teacher leaving her class 
to go to the telephone. It should be realized that calling two 
teachers away from two classes for five minutes each involves 
250 lost minutes of pupil-learning time for each unnecessary 
call. May I earnestly appeal to all parents not to ask that any 
messages be forwarded to school children during the hours 
when classes are in session, except in cases of real emergency. 
I am confident that parents who realize the inconvenience and 
loss of time involved for school children and personnel will be 
glad to cooperate. 


HAIL AND FAREWELL 


It is good to note that there is a trend in the turnover of our 
faculty toward a more stable organization. We welcomed only 
six new teachers to our staff this fall. Mr. Samuel Anastasia 
is our new shop instructor. He lives in Quincy and has taught 
in Milford and Brockton. Miss Edith L. Barron is now teach- 
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ing the junior high school mathematics and joins us from the 
schools of Waterville, Maine. Miss Grace Conley, formerly of 
the Wayland, Massachusetts schools, supervises the physical 
education program in Sharon this year. From the schools of 
Stoughton and Bridgewater, come our two new sixth grade 
teachers, Miss Gladys Dobson and Miss Veronica Freeman. 
Our new fourth grade teacher is Miss Hazel Sausville, who 
taught last year in Maynard, Massachusetts. It is reassuring 
to know that of the teachers who left our ranks over the past 
summer, only two resigned to accept positions elsewhere. We 
have said goodby to Mrs. Dorothy Frye, Mrs. Marion Healy, 
Mrs. Lida Helson, Mrs. Charlotte Leverone, Mrs. Elsie Robin- 
son, Mrs. Eunice M. Shuebruk, and Mr. Roland Houston. 
Since last spring, Mr. Ellery Darling has been serving as janitor 
of the Wilber School in the stead of Mr. E. Matthew Kane, 
who has accepted employment elsewhere. 


IN CONCLUSION 


It is always pleasant to reach the point in this report where 
there is provided an opportunity to voice some of the appre- 
ciations which exist at all times, but which are articulated only 
too seldom. Our teachers give daily evidence of being a pro- 
fessional group devoted to the service of education in this town. 
I am confident that the quality of their service is generally 
known and valued. In these days of man power shortage, we 
become increasingly aware of the responsibility vested in our 
janitors. Our schools continue to be warm and clean. Sharon is 
fortunate in its group of principals; each serves his school with 
quiet efficiency. I believe it would be a safe statement to make 
that the girls in our offices come close to being the indispensable 
people in the system. In days when we read in the press of 
school committees who operate on a meddlesome political 
basis, it is gratifying, indeed, to know that the Sharon School 
Committee functions, without exception, on the high level of 
policy, thereby setting an example in performance for the entire 
School Department to measure up to. For the individual 
contributions of all members of the department toward a 
better school service, I am personally grateful.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF SHARON HIGH SCHOOL

Dear Sir: 

It is with pleasure that I submit my fifth annual report 
as Principal of the Sharon High School. 

The program of Sharon High School has been adjusted 
as much as possible to carry out the major demand of educa- 
tion, that of helping the secondary school pupils of our country 
to become more adequately prepared for their place in a war- 
torn world. As the major theme of the report submitted by 
your principal a year ago was on Pre-Induction Training, that, 
of course, has been the paramount issue in the planning of our 
academic program of studies during the past year. A year ago 
a statement was made as to what the high school hoped to 
accomplish through Pre-Induction Training in the various 
subject fields. The faculty was most co-operative in accepting 
this new philosophy and real progress has been made. 

At the conclusion of last school year many students had 
availed themselves of the opportunity of participating in the 
Pre-Induction Program. ‘Twenty boys of grades eleven and 
twelve enrolled in a class in Military Drill. There was also a 
class of four who completed the course in Pre-Flight. Fourteen 
students selected a mathematics course that was designed to 
meet the needs of students who had not followed the usual 
mathematics program of algebra and geometry. This fall, 
fifteen girls elected to take the excellent course in Home 
Nursing which was conducted by Mrs. Marguerite S. Mabie 
through the auspices of the American Red Cross. Besides 
these additions to the school program, the other subjects in 
our curriculum were carefully reviewed and emphasis shifted 
so that Pre-Induction Training suggestions might be included. 

Of course the war has also necessitated some curtailment 
of social activities that depend on transportation facilities. 
It has brought about less vigorous athletic programs and has 
made it quite difficult for families to pursue the usual fields of 
amusement offered in our neighboring communities. The old 
adage: “‘All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy” can be 
true of school children as well as adults. Even though we were 
somewhat handicapped because of lack of men teachers on 
our faculty, the athletic program of the high school has been 
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kept intact as much as time will permit. The interscholastic 
basketball program, supplemented with social parties run by 
various classes, and moving pictures under the direction of the 
junior high school has helped greatly to entertain the students 
of the town. However, we should not take all the credit as the 
activities committee of the Parent-Teachers Association, under 
the able chairmanship of Mr. Wilfred Howe, helped to sup- 
plement the school’s offerings in the social field. 

In passing I would like to comment upon the fine response 
the students in the high school building have made in regard 
to the purchase of War Stamps and Bonds. During the past 
year $21,799.75 has been brought to school on Monday morn- 
ings to buy these stamps and War Savings Bonds. This, in 
itself, is a most commendable record of promotion of the war 
effort, and the students have already been complimented in 
this regard by the local town chairman, Mr. Louis P. Aldrich. 

Graduation was held on the night of June 15, 1944, at 
which time forty seniors received their diplomas. Following is 
the list of graduates:

With the resumption of school in September, we again 
dedicated ourselves to the task of offering the students of the 
town every possible opportunity to prepare themselves for 
whole and complete citizenship so that they might contribute 
generously to the life of the community. World conditions 
cause many new problems in secondary education. One of the 
major functions of secondary education is to translate the 
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needs of the community into learning experiences that will be 
submitted to the students who constitute the enrollment of 
our school. 

Last April at the annual secondary school principals con- 
ference, Dr. Julius E. Warren, Commissioner of Education for 
Massachusetts, brought forth three “know-hows” under the 
heading of ““What a Graduate Should Know’. To quote 
from Dr. Warren’s address at that conference: “‘First, to know 
how to read, write, and calculate at a certain level of proficiency. 

Second, they ought to know how human beings earn 
enough for a decent standard of living. Certainly they ought 
to know how it is being done in their own community. 

Third, important as earning a living is, I cannot believe 
that the thriving business of the divorce court, the jail, and 
mental institutions, is due entirely or even in major part to 
vocational maladjustment. On the contrary, the maladjusted 
men and women who face these crises betray tragic ignorance 
in the skills of living with others and ourselves. In our times, 
conflicts are inevitable for everyone; everyone has to be 
frustrated more or less regularly. Success in life consists in 
knowing how to meet these conflicts and frustrations in a 
direct, constructive way instead of through perversion, over- 
compensation, hysteria, neurasthenia, rationalization, and 
the dozen or so other unhealthy mechanisms which are ruinous 
to the individual and his group. The best experience of the 
race has worked out laboriously solutions which have worked. 
Some of this experience is in books; some in the minds and 
hearts of teachers; some is in history and the sciences. The 
secondary school is the place where the rudiments of these 
skills can be taught and practiced.” 

It has been the endeavor of the school to planits curriculum 
this year so that the program of studies will include, if possible, 
these major observations as made by the Commissioner. 
However, administrators of the secondary schools must not 
be content to live in the present and try to meet only problems 
as they arise today. The problems of the future are going to 
be vastly greater in scope and as the time approaches we must 
face the needs of a country that is readjusting itself after a 
second world war, practically within a generation. We not 
only will have to consider the needs of the boys and girls of 
school age but schools will be looked upon as a medium to 
carry out the two bills passed by the 78th Congress namely, 
(1) Public Law No. 16—this law provides for vocational 
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rehabilitation of disabled veterans; (2) Public Law No. 346— 
this law is popularly known as the G. I. Bill of Rights providing 
financial assistance to veterans who wish to continue their 
education. Both will be of great concern to the public schools 
of the country because it has been determined from available 
statistics that about 30% of the personnel of our armed forces 
has completed the eighth grade or less, 32% has completed 
one to three years of high school, and 24% are high school 
graduates; therefore, 86% of the men and women in the armed 
forces today have had no education beyond high school gradu- 
ation; 62% will be within their rights to apply to the secondary 
schools for help in completing their education. Therefore, 
as we gaze into the future, what should the secondary schools 
offer to these youths who. will be passing through our portals 
in a few years to come? 

Any plan for the needs of the future should include the 
following considerations: (1)ithe age of the students insecondary 
school will become a very important factor; (2) the primary 
interest of the people of the country should be to restore our 
country to a strong nation, and to do this, education should 
be given first consideration. This does not mean the acquiring 
of textbook knowledge, or comprehension of certain courses, 
but the proper preparation for one to successfully maintain 
an adequate standard of living. To elaborate upon the first 
point, once industry starts to return to civilian production 
many of our boys and girls who are sixteen years of age or 
over will again find themselves in the public schools. In fact, 
it will not be at all uncommon to find many members of our 
senior classes eighteen and nineteen years of age. These classes 
may be made up of students who may have been out of school 
and working a year or two and who have had to relinquish 
their places in industry so that returning service men can 
rightfully re-establish themselves in the industrial world. 
These boys and girls have had experiences much more strenuous 
and greater in breadth than the ordinary student who has 
successfully completed one grade after another without 
interruption. 

Secondly, we should consider both the future needs of 
youth and of society. To do this, education should be planned 
to meet the needs of all youth; it should be provided as a state 
service to its citizens. It should be a continuous process and, 
more important, it must meet the needs of the people it serves. 
The thinking of the outstanding educational leaders of our 
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country is being concentrated on this planning for the future. 

The National Association of Secondary School Principals 
through the office of Mr. Paul E. Elicker, Executive Secretary, 
has placed in the hands of the secondary school principals 
throughout the country a booklet entitled: “‘Planning for 
American Youth’. It is a summary of the “‘Education for 
All American Youth’”’ which was published by the Educational 
Policies Commission, Natioanl Education Association. These 
books are to serve as guides to assist the school when planning 
to meet common, specific, and individual needs of its student 
body. These needs are determined by the recognized require- 
ments of youth and by society. To quote from “‘Planning for 
American Youth”: 


(1) All youth need to develop salable skills. 


(2) All youth need to develop and maintain good health 
and physical fitness. 

(3) All youth need to understand the rights and duties 
of the citizen of a democratic society. 

(4) All youth need to understand the significance of the 
family for the individual and society. 

(5) All youth need to know how to purchase and use 
goods and services intelligently. 

(6) All youth need to understand the influence of science 
on human life. 

(7) All youth need an appreciation of literature, art, 
music, and nature. 

(8) All youth need to be able to use their leisure time 
well and to budget it wisely. 

(9) All youth need to develop respect for other persons. 

(10) All youth need to grow in their ability to think 

rationally. 


The Sharon High School will be ready and eager to assume 
its responsibility in planning for the future. The teachers have 
accepted the changes due to war conditions with whole-hearted 
support and a splendid spirit of co-operation. They will gladly 
and enthusiastically prepare themselves for these greater 
responsibilities yet to come. Students of the future must study 
in a school whose curriculum is planned to meet their needs 
at that time. However, the broadness of that curriculum will 
be determined by the enthusiasm with which the citizenry is 
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willing to recognize and accept its responsibility to the children 
of the town and state. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my gratitude for the 
splendid support that has been given me by my teaching staff. 
The other members of the school staff have been most co- 
operative at all times. Your counsel and leadership have been 
most profitable and pleasant during the past year. Will you 
kindly extend to the School Committee my appreciation for 
their co-operation and friendly interest throughout the year?

WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT FOR 1944 


Your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits 
its forty-ninth Annual Report: 


At the Annual Town Meeting $16,500 was appropriated 
for the purpose of building a gravel-wall well. A preliminary 
test well driven in 1943 across the brook from Pumping Station 
No. 2 gave us reason to think that an adequate additional 
supply of water might be obtained in that location and the 
above appropriation was made on that premise. Before going 
ahead with the construction this past summer, we considered 
it advisable to make certain by additional test, whether the 
supply in the existing well field would be affected by pumping 
from the proposed location. 


Studies by our Consulting Engineers, Weston & Sampson, 
revealed that we could not take from across the brook the 
amount of water which would be required without affecting 
the supply from our existing wells and which we would need 
also. Consequently, we made a thorough study of the possi- 
bilities in the entire swamp area for an additional supply. 
Seven additional test wells were driven in the meadow and 
tests for flow were made. A location on the Neithold property 
was found where our engineers feel confident that not less 
than five hundred thousand gallons a day can be pumped 
without affecting the present well field. 


This location is nearer South Main Street than to Pumping 
Station No. 2 and it is our recommendation that the well be 
put in and that additional funds be requested at the 1945 
Annual Meeting to purchase the necessary land, to build a 
roadway from South Main Street to the proposed well site, 
and to furnish and lay a 10-inch main from the proposed well 
site to our present main, near the South Main Street bridge. 


Such procedure will effect an ultimate substantial saving 
as one of our first post-war projects was to lay a 10-inch main 
across the meadows from Station No. 2 to South Main Street, 
in order to furnish better flow and fire protection. This latter 
feature, for the southern section of the town, will be taken 
care of by the new well and the main from it to South Main 
Street. 

In accordance with an understanding with the Warrant 
Committee plans are being made at present on the basis of the 
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program outlined above and contract bids will be received 
previous to the Town Meeting in order that a definite amount 
may be requested at that time, on the basis of the actual cost. 
Approximately $15,000 additional to the amount appropriated 
in 1944 will be required to complete this project. 


During 1944 still more water was pumped than at any 
time in the Town’s history. If the public expects us to meet 
the demands, it is absolutely necessary that we go ahead in 
1945 with the proposed well and incidental work. 


In accordance with a vote passed at the Annual Town 
Meeting, the Selectmen, in behalf of the Town, have taken 
4.7 acres of land from the New Haven Railroad and 16.2 acres 
from the Boston-Providence Railroad. This was after approval 
was given by the State Board of Health after a Hearing was 
held under Chapter 40, Section 41, of the General Laws. 


Several requests have been made for main extensions, but 
due to present conditions, we are including but one in our 1945 
budget. That is for an extension on Moose Hill Street to the 
Kendall property. This, we feel, is essential to meet the needs 
and at the same time will net a substantial income to justify 
the investment. 


There is much work of this nature to be done in the post- 
war period and we have submitted them to the Planning Board 
for inclusion in its six-year plan of Capital Improvements. 


It is advisable to test all main shutoffs and valves which 
enter the building, as several failed to operate during the 
winter months. Some of these pipes have been in use for 
nearly sixty years, and can not be depended on when needed 
for emergency. Slight cost to put in first class condition will 
save considerable damage, and have water all year round. 


(WARNING: DO NOT EXPERIMENT WITH VALVES 
OR SHUTOFF UNTIL FROST IS OUT OF GROUND.) 


Again we would stress the importance of having every 
pressure boiler equipped with an automatic valve for Heat, 
over pressure and Vacuum. 

All hose users are requested to keep within the limit of 
TWO HOURS use in any day of twenty-four hours, and also 
please keep in mind that the use of hose between the hours 
of 9 P.M. and 5 A.M. is strictly prohibited. 
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The Superintendent’s and the Financial reports are on 
the following pages.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1944 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners of the 
Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submitted the forty-ninth annual report of 
the Superintendent of this department. 

During 1944 there has been laid 1872.5 feet of six-inch 
and eight-inch Asbestos Cement pipe, in the following roads:

The labor for these projects was done by contracts, and 
with Town labor. 

All hydrants have been cleaned, oiled, greased, and are 
all in good condition. 

All gate valves have been inspected, and some have been 
packed. It has been recommended to the Board to set ten, 
on connections from mains to hydrants. 

Three new services have been laid with a total length of 
fifty-two feet and six inches. 

Eight services were repaired and were provided with new 
stops. There are several more of these stops that will have 
to be replaced from time to time. 

The wells at Station Number One and Two have been 
washed and cleaned. 

The consumption of water has increased 39,229,300 gallons 
over last year, making a total of 204,574,000. 

The Ten Inch Force Main from Station Number Two 
to the Sixteen Inch on Upland Road, a distance of 3,300 feet 
was cleaned and flushed. 

The department was fortunate during the hurricane, the 
only damage was to the power line. This was restored in about 
24 hours. 

The Venturi Master Meter at Station Number Two was 
completely overhauled and cleaned. 

During the summer months there were several complaints 
regarding the condition of water. This was due to the fact 
that both pumps were in operation up to capacity. This was 
the dryest season for over one hundred years. Between 900,000 
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and 1,325,000 gallons had been pumped for every 24 hours 
for 38 days. You will note on the Pumping Record that there 
was pumped 204,574,000 for the year. The following months 
from May to September inclusive there was 119,415,000 
gallons used. This was over 780,000 gallons per day or 32,500 
per hour. This is the greatest amount of water ever used, 
since the department has been in operation.

TREE WARDEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Our trees this past year have suffered considerable damage 
from wind storms. This, of course, has necessitated the cutting 
down of some trees and the removal of large branches and 
boughs from others. But the Department has kept abreast 
of the weather devastation and, on the whole, our roadside 
trees present a respectable appearance. 

A State forestry expert who inspected the condition of 
Sharon trees this summer passed favorably upon our work 
with the remark, “Your town is in very fine shape.”’ 

We are continuing with the project of eliminating roadside 
trees and bushes which, because of view obstruction, constitute 
dangerous menace to car drivers. Eventually we shall have 
cleared away every such tree and bush edging the town roads. 

In the Spring the Department was quite busy with spraying 
activities; during the Summer and Fall routine cutting and 
trimming kept us fully employed. 

The good general condition of our trees reflects, we feel, 
the constant attention and unsparing effort the Department 
has put into its work.

MOTH REPORT 


To the Citizens of Sharon: 


The tent caterpillar menace has required the demolition 
of more than 900 rum cherry bushes throughout the town; 
trees with trunks of from 3 to 14 inches in diameter. Most of 
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this work had been accomplished before the present year, but 
there is more yet to be done, until the last tent caterpillar 
nesting spot will have been cleared out. 

It would be helpful to the Department’s efforts and 
beneficial to the general tree condition of the entire town if 
private property owners would clear off the rum cherry bushes 
on their land. This should be done in the early spring. 

The gypsy moth continues to be a problem; especially in 
the South and East sections of the town. We had hoped 
to make a better showing this year in the elimination of the 
pest but were handicapped by manpower shortage. Most of 
the men upon whom we have depended to do gypsy moth work 
are now employed in factories turning out war products. 

However, with such help and means as may be at our 
disposal, the Department will continue to work toward the 
final elimination of this devastating pest.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


I herewith submit my report as Highway Surveyor for 
year ending December 31, 1944. 

The Highway Department was adjusted to conform with 
the war effort. 

During the year, Mr. John Perry, after twenty years of 
faithful and efficient service in the Department, accepted a 
position in a defence plant. Mr. Patrick Keating, still with the 
Department, is the only other man who has completed twenty 
years of service. 

Work was begun on Upland Road and Everett Street 
during the winter months as the ground did not freeze to 
prevent digging in wooded areas. 

The section of East Street between the Fish and Game 
Club pond and the Stahnke residence was widened, regraded, 
and bituminous surfaced with two catch basins and drains at 
a cost of $1,915.75. The Billings-East Street intersection is the 
next major construction project. Willow Street and a section 
of Mansfield Street were regraded and bituminous surfaced. 
East Foxboro Street at the intersection of Harding Street and 
Lake Avenue was widened and penetrated with tar. This 
improvement should prevent a repetition of serious accidents 
at this place. The section of East Foxboro Street at the Foxboro 
Town Line which has been in very poor condition for several 
years was regraded and bituminous surfaced. A catch basin 
and drain were installed to relieve the surface water from the 
railroad embankment. The intersection of Ames and South 
Main Streets where drainage had been rebuilt was bituminous 
surfaced. 

The following streets were re-surfaced with bituminous 
materials where most necessary at a cost of $6,700; Ames 
Street, Bay Road, Bradford Avenue, Bullard Street, Canton 
Street, Clark Street, East Street, Garden Street, Goddard 
Road, Maskwonicut Street, Massapoag Street, Mohawk Street, 
Moose Hill Street, Morse Street, Mountain Street, Pine Grove 
Avenue, Quincy Street, and Tree Lane. All bituminous surfaced 
streets were patched as soon as possible in an effort to prevent 
the destruction of automobile tires. The amount of patching 
necessary was less than 50 per cent of the previous year. 

The South Main Street drainage system between the 
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Square and Walnut Street was connected to the Depot Street 
system by the installation of 800 feet of new pipe on Station 
Street at a cost of $1,659.22. The trench was backfilled with 
2-inch stone around the pipe to relieve ground water. 

Catch basins collecting the surface water from South 
Pleasant Street, Station Street, and Forest Road, should be 
connected to this drain in 1945. 

The Highway Department assisted the Salvage Committee. 
Men were loaned for work at the cemetery, the Sanatorium, 
and in other town departments when no other help was 
available. 

The routine work of cleaning gutters, painting traffic lines, 
and trimming roadside foliage was curtailed because of the 
labor situation. 

New County layouts were made for East Foxboro Street 
and Bay Road. 

A list of Highway expenditures is in the report of the 
Town Accountant. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


Massapoag Avenue was surface treated with asphalt from 
Mansfield Street to the Easton Town Line. 

Sections of North and South Main Streets were broomed 
with pre-mix bituminous material to fill the voids in the 
macadam surface. 

North Main Street was widened east of Meadow Road to 
eliminate a bottleneck and provide more room for snow. 

A new drain on South Main Street was built at a cost of 
$2,447.57. 540 feet of 18-inch pipe was laid across the Boehm 
Farm from Bremner’s Store to Cedar Swamp. Over 500 feet 
of 15-inch pipe was laid to Pole Plain Road. This pipe will be 
extended to Garden Street to the Carr farm in the opposite 
direction. The icy condition at this section of South Main 
Street was very dangerous in the winter months because of 
the lack of proper drainage. 


STREET BOUNDS 


Granite street bounds were set on the following streets: 
Grove Avenue, Maskwonicut Street, Upland Road, Everett 
Street, Ashcroft Road, and Ames Street. Most of the town 
roads now have been surveyed and proper bounds set. 
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STREET SIGNS 


The metal street sign posts were painted. New signs for 
many of the streets in the residential area are ready to be 
installed. The School Department co-operated in constructing 
and painting attractive wooden signs with raised letters. 
Metal signs were discontinued because of the war demands. 


SNOW AND ICE 


The winter months of 1944 were unusually mild. The 
streets were plowed only four times and the sanding require- 
ments were fewer than average. 

The snow equipment was re-conditioned and painted 
during the year. 


SIDEWALKS 


The work of re-building sidewalks was curtailed to allow 
for street repairs. However, several sections of sidewalks 
required minor repairs. 

The asphalt walk across the grounds between Chestnut 
Street and the Railroad Station was extended into the parking 
area to dispense with a dangerous step.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Sharon for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1944, and submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined, 
checked, and verified by comparison with the books of the 
treasurer and the town accountant. 

The books and records of the town accountant were 
examined and checked. The-ledger accounts were analyzed, 
the appropriations as entered were checked with the appro- 
priations voted by the town as listed from the town clerk’s 
record of the town meeting, and the recorded transfers from 
the reserve fund were checked with the records of the warrant 
committee authorizing them. 

The recorded receipts were checked with the treasurer’s 
cash book and with departmental records, while the payments 
as recorded were checked with the treasury warrants. 
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The classification of receipts and payments was examined 
and the pay-rolls and vouchers were found to be properly 
approved. 

The assessors’ computation of the tax rate for 1944 was 
examined and checked to the ledger accounts. 

The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
of the several departments were made, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town as of December 31, 1944. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with departmental records of money collected 
for the town and with other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury, and the payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement 
of town funds. 

The cash book footings were proved, and the cash balance 
on December 31, 1944, was verified by actual count of cash 
in the office and by reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements furnished by the bank of deposit. 

The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked. The additions to the tax title account were 
compared with the tax collector’s record, the recorded redemp- 
tions and foreclosures were verified, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed, checked to the deeds on file, reconciled 
with the accountant’s ledger account, and checked with the 
records in the Registry of Deeds. 

The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and 
interest were checked with the amounts falling due and with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of trust and investment funds in custody of the 
town treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and all recorded transactions verified. 

The records of income taxes withheld from employees’ 
salaries and wages were examined and listed and the transfers 
to the credit of the Internal Revenue Collector were verified. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The taxes outstanding at the time of the previous 
examination and all subsequent commitments were audited 
and compared with the assessors’ warrants issued for their 
collection. 

The payments to the treasurer were checked to the 
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treasurer’s cash book, the abatements as recorded were checked 
with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the taxes 
transferred to the tax title account were proved, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the account- 
ant’s ledger accounts. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town and from the replies 
received thereto it appears that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 

The records of licenses and permits granted and issued 
by the selectmen and by the town clerk were examined and 
checked, and the payments to the town treasurer and to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game were verified. 

The records of water charges were examined and checked. 
The commitment totals were proved, the recorded payments 
to the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the 
abatements as recorded were checked with the water com- 
missioners’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger account. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the records of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection were examined and 
proved, the recorded payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the accountant’s ledger accounts. 

The surety bonds furnished by the several officials for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, 
summaries of the tax, tax title, tax possession, departmental, 
and water accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions 
and condition of the trust and investment funds. 

During the progress of the audit co-operation was ex- 
tended by the several officials, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


NORFOLK, SS. 
To either Constable of the Town of Sharon, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and Town affairs, to meet 
at the High School Gymnasium in said Sharon, on Monday the 
fifth day of March A. D. 1945, at twelve o’clock Noon, then and 
there to act on the following articles:

. and development of said program under their direction. 

“Sec. V. As used in this by-law, the terms “Capital Improve- 
ment,” “Capital Outlay” or “Project” shall mean: (a) any physical 
public betterment or improvement and any preliminary studies 
and surveys relative thereto; (b) the acquisition of property of a 
permanent nature; (c) the purchase of equipment for any public 
betterment or improvement when first erected or acquired. 

“Sec. VI. In case of ambiguity, none of the sections, or pro- 
visions thereof, hereinbefore set forth shall be construed so as to 
be in conflict with any statute, general or special, affecting the town 
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of Sharon, and if any of such sections or provisions or the applica- 
tion thereof shall be held to be invalid or inoperative, by reason 
of such conflict, or for any other reason the remainder hereof or 
its operation or application shall not be affected thereby.”

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of not exceeding $2,500 for the purchase from the Canton 
Institution for Savings, the land with building thereon, at the 
corner of South Main and East Chestnut Streets. 


Article 27. Voted: That no action be taken on this Article. 


Article 28. Voted: That the reading of the description of 
the layout of Farnum Road be waived. Voted: That the Town 
accept and adopt as a public way, Farnum Road as laid out by 
the Selectmen and raise and appropriate the sum of $292 for engi- 
neering and setting bounds. 


Article 29. Voted: Unanimously, That the Town of Sharon 
authorize and instruct the Board of Water Commissioners for and 
in the name and in the behalf of the Town, in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 128 of the Acts of 1913, to take or 
acquire by purchase or otherwise and hold about seventeen acres 
of land situated in the Beaver Hole Meadow Valley in Sharon 
and shown on a plan entitled “Proposed Taking for Water Supply 
Reservation, Town of Sharon, Massachusetts, ‘The Schuyler Clapp 
Co., Civil Engineers, February 5, 1945,” together with the waters 
of all underground sources of supply and the rights connected 
with such underground water sources in said land and also all 
rights of way, easements, and privileges appurtenant to said land 
and necessary for collecting, holding, purifying and preserving the 
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purity of water so acquired and for conveying the same to any 
part of the distributing system of the ‘Town of Sharon. 


Article 30. Voted: That no action be taken on this article. 


Article 31. Voted: Unanimously, That clause 3, paragraph A 
in section 2 of the use regulations of the Zoning By-Laws of the 
‘Town of Sharon, be amended by striking out the words “except 
fire station or garage.” (Approved by Attorney General and adver- 
tised three weeks.) 


Article 32. Voted: Unanimously, That the town ‘enact the 
following by-law: 


“Sec. 1. ‘The Planning Board shall annually submit to 
the town a suggested six-year program of capital improvements 
to be undertaken by the town, the first year of said period 
being the current year of the submission thereof, together with 
estimated costs of carrying out such program. The estimated 
costs of the projects to be undertaken or continued during the 
first year of said period and to be paid from appropriations, 
shall be included in the budget for the current year. 

“Sec. II. In said program, as submitted by the Planning 
Board, the estimated annual operating expenditures and pro- 
posed capital outlays shall be tabulated separately. All cate- 
gories of estimated income and operating expenditures shall 
be detailed, together with estimates of assessed valuations and 
tax rates. Said tabulation shall also record the actual incomes 
and expenditures of the town for the preceding 10 years. 


“Sec. III. ‘The proposed capital outlay program shall 
enumerate the proposed projects in an expenditure schedule, 
and shall be accompanied by a proposed financial program, 
which shall clearly specify any proposed bond issues relating 
thereto, as well as the amount of money proposed to be made 
available for the program from the annual tax levy. 


“Sec. IV. ‘The Chairman of the Selectmen, the Chairman 
of the Warrant Committee (or such member of such commit- 
‘tees as the Chairman may designate), and the Town Account- 
ant shall cooperate with and assist the Planning Board in the 
preparation and development of said program under their 
direction. 

“Sec. V. As used in this by-law, the terms “Capital Im- 
provement,” “Capital Outlay” or “Project” shall mean: (a) any 
physical public betterment or improvement and any prelim- 
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inary studies and surveys relative thereto; (b) the acquisition 
of property of a permanent nature; (c) the purchase of equip- 
ment for any public betterment or improvement when first 
erected or acquired. 

“Sec. VI. In case of ambiguity, none of the sections, or 
provisions thereof, hereinbefore set forth shall be construed 
so as to be in conflict with any statute, general or special, affect- 
ing the town of Sharon, and if any of such sections or provi- 
sions or the application thereof shall be held to be invalid or 
inoperative, by reason of such conflict, or for any other reason 
the remainder hereof or its operation or application shall not 
be affected thereby.” | 

(Approved by Attorney General March 22 and advertised 
three weeks.) 


Article 33. Voted: That no action be taken on this article. 


Article 34. Voted: That the town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100 for the purpose of making current the survey of this 
section. 


Article 36. Voted: That no action be taken on this article. 


Article 37. Voted: That the appropriations made at this An- 
nual Town Meeting, together with all lawful sums to be paid this 
year be raised by a tax upon the polls and estates of the inhabitants 
of the Town of Sharon and the taxable property of the non-resi- 
dents and that the sums received from the State Income ‘Tax on 
intangible property be deducted from the gross appropriations for 
the year.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Sharon for the year ending December 31, 
1945, made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter ‘44, 
General Laws.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Sharon for the year ending December 31, 
1945, and report thereon as follows: 

The recorded financial transactions of the various depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town, or committing 
bills for collection, were examined, checked and verified by com- 
parison with the books and records of the treasurer and town 
accountant. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were exam- 
ined. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the treasurer’s 
books and with the records of the several departments collecting 
money for the town, while the payments were checked with the 
treasury warrants and with the books of the treasurer. 

The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s records 
of town meetings, as well as the transfers from the reserve fund 
authorized by the finance committee, were checked to the town 
accountant’s ledger. The ledger accounts were analyzed, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on December 31, 1945. 

The balance sheet shows that there were two overdrawn 
appropriations at the close of the year, this being contrary to the 
provisions of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. 
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In analyzing the accountant’s ledger it was noted that the 
amount which was estimated by the assessors to be received in 1945 
from sources other than taxation and which was used by them 
as a deduction from the amount to be raised by taxation in 1945, 
exceeded the actual receipts by $4,586.45. This deficit in the 1945 
estimated receipts account was apparently due to the fact that in 
fixing the 1945 tax rate, the assessors used as items of estimated 
receipts the 1945 distribution by the State to the town from the 
Highway Fund in the amount of $8,717.06 as well as the sum 
of $9,005.06 received in 1944 from the same source, although the 
latter amount had previously been used by the assessors as an 
estimated receipt in the determination of the 1944 tax rate. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The cash book footings were analyzed and compared 
with the departmental records of payments to the treasurer, with 
other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
and with the accountant’s books. 


The payments, as recorded, were checked with the warrants 
issued by the selectmen authorizing the payment of town funds by 
the treasurer. 


The cash balance on December 31, 1945 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and 
interest were proved with the amounts falling due, being checked 
with cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer were examined and listed, the income, ae 
ments and balances being verified. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked. ‘The amounts added to the tax title account were 
compared with the collector’s records, the recorded redemptions 
were checked with the receipts as shown on the treasurer’s cash 
book, and the outstanding accounts were listed and checked with 
the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The tax and water lien accounts outstanding accord- 
ing to the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commit- 
ments, were audited and compared with the assessors’ warrants 
issued for their collection. 
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The payments to the treasurer by the collector were checked 
to the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements as recorded were 
compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the 
taxes transferred to the tax title account were verified, and the 
outstanding: accounts were listed and reconciled with the account- 
ant’s ledger. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, and from the replies received 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The commitments of water charges were examined and 
checked. The recorded payments to the treasurer were compared 
with the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements as recorded were 
checked to the water commissioners’ records of abatements granted, 
the water liens added to taxes were verified, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. 

The’ town clerk’s records of sporting and dog licenses issued 
were examined, the payments to the State being verified by com- 
parison with the receipts on file and the payments to the town 
treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s cash book. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, and of 
the public welfare and health departments, as well as of all other 
departments collecting money for the town or committing bills 
for collection, were examined, checked, and reconciled with the 
treasurer’s and accountant’s books. . 

The work of the treasurer, tax collector, and town accountant 
has been performed in an accurate and efficient manner. 

The surety bonds of the several officials required by law to, 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duty were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showjng a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries 
of the tax, tax title, departmental and water accounts, as well as 
tables showing the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 

For the co-operation extended by the various town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


During the past year the Board has been engaged in the con- 
sideration of several projects which it believes will be of great 
benefit to the Town. 

Subdivision Control 

It has formulated rules and regulations with reference to the 
procedure in approving any new layouts of streets or subdivisions. 
The regulations have been printed in book form and are now 
available at the ‘Town Hall for the use of those who may be inter- 
ested. It has also drawn up forms incidental to these rules, and 
they have been printed so that each application can be handled in 
an orderly manner. 

Building Code 

With the cessation of the war, it is expected that material and 
labor will shortly become available for the building of new homes. 
It is reasonable to expect that a building boom of some proportion 
will be launched in Sharon. ‘The present building code is totally 
inadequate to prevent so-called “jerry built’ houses. A new code 
which is up to date should be adopted immediately. Our neigh- 
boring town, Westwood, has been so concerned about this matter 
that it had a special committee report about two months ago and 
called a special town meeting to enact such code. . The Planning 
Board expects to have a similar code ready for the next annual 
meeting to present to the Town. The code which will be presented 
has been tried and proven in other towns and carefully inspected 
and revised by members of the Board so that the particular needs 
of the ‘Town of Sharon will be met. 


Master Plan 

Section 81-B of the new Planning Board Act, under which the 
Town is now operating, requires the Board to prepare what is 
designated as a master plan of the Town, or parts thereof. Such 
a plan must show proposed streets and ways, parks, sites of pro- 
posed public buildings, and many other things. Such a plan, if 
ably and competently drawn, is of great value in suggesting and 
directing the future growth of the Town. It contains the result 
of careful consideration of needed improvements as they may 
arise. It may well prevent the Town from adopting layouts and 
projects which are inconsistent with an orderly development of 
the town and which would be very expensive to correct at a later 
date. It will help maintain the future development of the Town 
in keeping with its natural attributes and its general character. 
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Your Board has spent much time and effort in the considera- 
tion of the Master Plan. In order to make certain that Sharon’s 
plan will be competently and ably drawn with expert consideration 
of these facors, the services of Mr. Arthur Shurcliff, of Boston, 
have been secured to help the Board. Mr. Shurcliff has been the 
consultant for the Metropolitan Park Commission and Boston 
Park Commission for several years and is recognized as one of 
the leading men in the country in work of this kind. He was re- 
tained to prepare the design of the restoration of Williamsburg, 
Virginia, and has made a master plan for Winchester, Massachu- 
setts. He is now engaged upon similar work for the ‘Town of 
Dedham. Sharon enjoys great natural advantages. Full enjoy- 
ment of these can be insured only by an advance study by the 
ablest authorities that can be procured. 


The first portion of the Town which has been taken up in 
this project is the land at the head of the Lake along Beach Street. 
It is unnecessary to dwell upon the unwholesome conditions which 
have existed in this area for many years, nor upon the fact that 
the Town is unable to control the situation as it exists upon private 
property. This plan proposes that the Town take this property 
as a park, down to the water’s edge. The plan outlines the treat- 
ment of the land as a park. If and when this project is carried 
through, the Town can control the uses of this portion of the Lake, 
including bathing and boating, much as the City of Newton does 
Crystal Lake and also as the Town of Winchester controls the lakes 
within its borders. ‘This would result in making this spot desirable 
and attractive for Sharon people. ‘This development can be prop- 
erly and appropriately adopted as a war memorial to those who 
gave up their lives in this war and previous ones and for the vet- 
erans who have served the country in this war. — 


Industrial District 

Pursuant to the vote at the last annual Town meeting, the 
Board has considered possible locations for an industrial district. 
There are two possible districts which the Board will suggest at 
the next annual meeting if the Town wishes to create such a district. 
The Board also has inquired into and examined the By-Laws of 
several towns of. a residential type so that a restrictive law on such 
district will best meet the needs of the Town. The Board has 
prepared a restrictive paragraph for this kind of a zone and will 
present it at the Town meeting. 
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Park Commissioners 


The Board has been designated by the ‘Town to take over the 
duties of Park Commissioners. As such, money has been spent on 
the park at the railroad station. This park has been long neglected, 
and it was necessary to do a considerable amount of pruning and 
fertilizing the shrubs and bushes on the hillside. ‘The trees along 
the railroad track, due to neglect, need further fertilizing. to save 
those which have not died in the meantime. The Board has also 
taken on the duty of mowing the grass around the Honor Roll in 
the Square and keeping the premises in a presentable manner. 


Planning Board Room 


The Board this year took over a room in the basement of the 
‘Town Hall, adjacent to the vault. The many valuable plans made 
in recent years by W. P. A. workers are safely stored there, and it 
provides for a room in which the Planning Board may work when 
necessary. 


Six-Year Plan Capital Improvements 


Last but not least, the Board has spent much time and thought 
in collaboration with Mr. Whittemore, the Chairman of the War- 
rant Committee, and with Mr. Andrews, the Chairman of the 
Selectmen, in the preparation of the Six-Year Planning Program for 
this year. As last year, we have had the assistance and supervision 
of Mr. William Stanley Parker. It is unnecessary to go into detail 
in this report as to this plan as complete reports will be in the hands 
of every voter. Yet we feel we should urge on every inhabitant 
of Sharon the desirability, if not the necessity of a careful exami- 
nation of this report; otherwise the financing of future necessary 
projects for Sharon cannot be understood. 


Zoning Law Violations 


There have been several alleged violations of the Zoning By- 
Laws reported to the Planning Board. Most of these have eed 
not by reason of wilful intent but by reason of a lack of knowledge 
or understanding of the Zoning By-Laws. Others have occurred 
due to the fact that the ‘Town does not have a building inspector 
whose duty it would be to watch for such violation. Some of these 
have been handled through the Board of Appeal. In most in- 

stances the violations have been rectified in a manner satisfactory 
- to both the owners of the land and the persons who have been 
agerieved by such violations. 

The Board has had regular meetings, except during the sum- 
mertime, which have been attended by all the members of the 
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Board, and it is felt that the Board has substantially progressed 
in various matters of vital importance. It always welcomes any 
and all criticisms and suggestions which any of the people of Sharon 
feel are of sufficient importance.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


We are pleased to be able to report that due to continued 
excellent employment opportunities during the year of 1945 only 
those who were unemployable required welfare assistance. 

However, while the number of recipients decreased in com- 
parison with the previous year’s relief rolls, in some instances case 
work services of various kinds were required, particularly by those 
who were in need of medical-social followup care of by those who 
needed rehabilitative services. 


The total relief expenditures for 1945 dropped from $4,134.56, 
the amount spent in 1944, to $2,990.97. Of this amount, $2,276.22 
was spent in assisting resident cases and $714.75 was paid to insti- 
tutions and to other cities and towns for Sharon cases. 

We were able to return $1,584.03 to revenue of the town’s 
- $4,575.00 appropriation for welfare assistance expenditures during 
1945. . 

The various amounts of expenditures are shown in detail in 
the report of the Town Accountant. 


Report of Aid to Dependent Children 


The chief aim of the Aid to Dependent Children relief pro- 
gram is to provide adequate assistance, together with sufficient neces- 
sary social services on a case-work basis, to dependent children so 
as to assure them every opportunity to develop into normal, healthy, 
and desirable citizens in the community. 

In order to be eligible for this form of assistance, a needy child 
must have been deprived of ordinary parental support or care 
through the death, absence from the home, or physical or mental 
incapacity of either parent. Before a parent of such a needy child 
may. be granted aid by this local board, a decision on his or her 
eligibility must be reached by determining that the parent is fit 
to bring up such child, or children, and that the other members 
of the household and the surroundings of the home are such as 
to make for good character, and that aid is necessary to enable 
such parent to bring up such child, or children, properly. In order 
to determine whether or not aid is needed, and, if so, what the 
extent of such aid will be, a regular process of investigation of 
resources or other means of assistance must be made by the local 
board so as to meet the requirements of the State Department’s 
rules and regulations governing the administration of Aid to De- 
pendent Children 
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This form of public relief is granted only to those whose need 
of assistance is expected to exist for three months or more and is 
granted to the parent of dependent children under sixteen years 
of age, or under eighteen if still attending school, so that it is 
necessary for some families to receive Aid to Dependent Children 
for a long period of time. In addition to relief, various types of 
social services must frequently be extended to such families, so 
that often, while the number of recipients aided may decrease, ad- 
ministrative and social services may increase, for some families may 
require more intensive social service work than do others. 


In December 1945, three cases, with fifteen children, were 
aided to the extent of a total amount of $376.50 for that month. 


The total relief expenditures for the year of 1945 amounted 
to $4,086.10, of which $1,005.45 was covered by Federal Grants. We 
were able to return $1,419.35 to revenue of the Town’s $4,500 
appropriation. |

Report of Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


Old Age Assistance is a form of public relief to be administered 
to needy and deserving citizens of sixty-five years of age or over. 
It is not simply a form of government “pension” to which all who 
reach the age of sixty-five are entitled, regardless of the extent of 
their resources. Because of this fact, one of the factors determining 
eligibility of an applicant for Old Age Assistance is whether or not 
the applicant is in need and, in order to determine this, a careful 
inquiry of the individual’s financial ‘status must be made before 
his or her application may be approved. ‘Too often this process of 
investigation and the fact that Old Age Assistance is a form of re- 
lief is disturbing to the applicant and his family, for this program 
seems frequently to be confused with the Federal Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance which does provide for benefits to the aged 
without regard to the need of the individual beneficiary, for the 
payments of benefits under this Federal program is based on wages 
earned which are covered by this Social Security Act. 


Recipients of Old Age Assistance are granted assistance in 
accordance with their individual needs and in compliance with 
the State Department’s Standard Budget Plan and extensive social 
services are extended them whenever they are required. 
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The total relief expenditures for Old Age Assistance during 
1945 amounted to $27,128.03, of which $10,122.60 was met by 
Federal Grants. We have returned to revenue $2,604.57 of the 
$19,610.00 appropriated. |

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Sharon: 


At this time each year it is customary to pause briefly and take 
stock of the, general school situation. It is with this purpose in 
view that I render here my fourth annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. During the three and a half years that I have 
been working with the Sharon Schools, I have come to a deep 
appreciation of the many assets which exist in the total school 
picture. Similarly, Iam not unaware of the many points at which 
our educational service falls short of the objectives set for it. 


It would seem that an impartial evaluation would find at least 
five positive and continuing factors present in the general school 
situation. We have a fine student body, able and intelligent. The 
teaching staff are devoted to their work and generally capable of the 
in-service growth necessary to the desired long-term results. ‘The 
School Committee has been of consistently high quality, operating 
in a democratic manner, free from politics, and with unusual in- 
sight into the nature of educational problems. We have an at- 
tractive and generally adequate six year high school plant. There 
has been reliable and generous financial support for the schools 
by the community. 

Before an ideal school situation can be realized, there is much 
to be done through genuine cooperative effort. Possibly it would 
not be out of order to note here certain respects in which we recog- 
nize the need for progress. Most significant, perhaps, is the prob- 
lem of developing a relationship between the ‘Town and the teach- 
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ing staff which will contribute largely toward the effectiveness of 
the school service to youth. The mutual basis for an improved 
morale exists in the quality of service which the teachers render 
and the generosity of financial support which the Town provides. 
To this beginning there should be added a real reciprocal under- 
standing and respect. If we all recognize this freely and pull to- 
gether, the resulting teamwork cannot but benefit the children. 


A major problem presents itself in the reconstruction of a unity 
of purpose and method among a faculty which has been scattered 
and changed by the war pressures. Sharon needs to give thought- 
ful attention to the problem of providing safe and suitable school 
plant facilities for its elementary grades. Both of these matters 
will be developed more fully in a later section of this report. 


From a strictly professional viewpoint, it is of the highest order 
of importance that a faculty, individually and collectively, main- 
tain a consistent rate of in-service development. Good teachers 
have a responsibility to keep themselves constantly alert and sensi- 
tive to better methods and better ways of bringing about the out- 
comes for which they work. ‘They must be adaptable to changing 
concepts of the objectives of education. ‘They must be willing to 
abandon familiar procedures, learned years ago and ripened through 
use, in favor of newer and more difficult ways of achieving more 
complex objectives. This is to say that good teachers must have 
available within themselves a never-failing source of energy, enthu- 
siasm, and professional devotion to motivate a continual striving 
toward an ever-more-valuable service for youth. It should be 
realized that it is not easy for a weary teacher, after a day’s work, 
to sit down with other tired teachers to plan a better program for 
our schools. It is not easy for teachers on a weekly salary of thirty- 
five to forty dollars to go back to the universities for refresher train- 
ing and broadening of professional horizons. ‘The Sharon teachers 
are making a determined collective effort along these lines. 

For the body of this report, I have selected two phases of the 
total school problem for careful scrutiny. Both are concerned with 
building, the first in terms of intangible values, the second in terms 
of capital assets. | 


We Work for Unity 

To say that the quality ~° > s°>9' system depends in large 
part upon its teachers is probably not subject to challenge. !n 
geometry the whole is equal to the sum of its parts. The total 
effective value of a school system does not necessarily follow this 
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law. ‘There are values that emerge from unity of purpose, com- 
munity of effort, and correlation of individual activities on the 
part of many teachers, which can endow the total effect with values 
not to be found in the isolated contributions of the various mem- 
bers severally. ‘To foster this unity, to lead in bringing it about, 
is one of the greatest responsibilities of educational leadership, 
whether elected or professional. 

In order to measure the size of the problem that confronts us 
in this connection, let us consider some figures and facts. If we 
examine the turnover in school personnel during the four war 
years we find some surprising results. Of the teaching staff, only 
fourteen out of thirty-four were teaching here at the time of Pearl 
Harbor. Of the School Committee, only one member of the pre- 
war board is now serving. Of the clerks and maintenance staff, 
only three of the seven are still with us. We can summarize the 
turnover by saying that a net replacement of sixty percent has been 
necessary on the faculty and among the total personnel. Even this 
does not give the complete picture as there have been several in- 
cumbents in some positions during the four year period. 

While the labor supply for industry appears to be adequate 
at the present time, the shortage of competent teachers is becom- 
ing more critical than ever. The search for competent new teachers 
in the summer of 1945 was the most difficult to date. There is 
good reason to believe that conditions will become increasingly 
acute for several years to come. Factors probably responsible are: 
first, the relatively low salaries commanded by the teaching pro- 
fession in comparison with other fields of employment; second, the 
fact that very few high school graduates have entered, or are enter- 
ing, teacher training institutions; third, the failure of school salaries 
to increase at a rate commensurate with the rapid rise of living 
costs; and fourth, the constant pressure of community criticism 
which has come to be an all too common element in the teaching 
environment. It must be remembered that the teacher who is 
hired today is the teacher who goes on permanent tenure three 
years from now. With this thought in mind, your School Depart- 
ment has held fast to two guiding principles. 1. Maintenance of 
Sharon’s relative position in the competition for teaching services 
by periodic general salary increases. 2. Exercise of extreme dili- 
gence in the selection of new teachers from a supply which is in- 
adequate and short in high quality candidates.

The School Department has been striving constantly to weld 
a unity within a constantly changing staff. Significant progress is 
unlikely until the annual turnover is reduced from 30% to less 
than 10%. With the war over, we redouble our energies to build 
an esprit de corps. 

We report here a step in that direction. There has been built 
and put into operation a professional type salary schedule for the 
payment of teaching service which is based upon objective and 
professionally recognized factors rather than political or personal 
considerations. ‘The salary of a Sharon teacher depends not on 
whether he is a man or woman, nor whether he teaches first, fifth, 
or twelfth grade. Salary is based on the interaction of three factors; 
namely, professional training, acceptable teaching experience, and 
recognition of outstanding individual merit. 

It is significant to note that this salary schedule was developed 
democratically by the joint participation of faculty and School 
Committee. We believe this to be a good foundation stone for 
an effective faculty morale. 


Sharon Schools are proud of the fact that they have a philosophy 
of education which is common to the entire system, faculty and 
School Committee alike. It was developed democratically by the 
participation and contribution of all. We believe that commitment 
to a common philosophy should lend focus to otherwise routine 
procedures. | 


The Sharon Philosophy 


It is the responsibility of the Sharon Schools to help boys 
and girls grow and develop, to the fullest extent of their in- 
dividual possibilities, into citizens who are able and eager to 
fulfill their democratic responsibilities; and who, within them- 
selves, hold the skills, attitudes, and ideals, requisite for living 
a satisfying and worthwhile life. We would accomplish this 
by creating opportunities where children may learn by par- 
ticipating in democratic experience at their own levels of 

‘development. 

The faculty is at work this year upon the task of developing 
for use in the Sharon Schools a new discipline philosophy. We 
believe that the familiar school discipline, that of the domination 
of adult will over children, is more fitting to totalitarianism than 
to democracy. We believe that the democratic social faith implics 
a self-discipline coming from within the child himself and based 
on consideration for the rights and privileges of others. We are 
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only too conscious that this objective is beyond reach of teachers 
alone; that it can be achieved only through the collective effort 
of the pupils themselves, an enlightened parent group, and a courag- 
eous teaching staff. To this end, we shall invite groups of parents 
and of students to work with us in making the discipline of self- 
control the prevailing one for Sharon youth. 


Citizens should be interested to learn that each year the faculty 
of the Sharon Schools undertakes a cooperative reorganization ot 
at least one major curricular field. Innovations of content and 
method as well as the selection of new textbook materials usually 
result from these studies. We are gratified with the results already 
showing from the recent reorganization of the reading program. 
Some progress was made last year in the field of social studies. A 
comprehensive study is under way in arithmetic at this time. ‘he 
teaching of health, safety, and natural science is on the agenda for 
the near future. ‘These professional studies are valuable activities, 
resulting in in-service growth for the teachers and a more effective 
program for the pupils. 


The need and opportunity for cooperative work along the 
lines of development and improvement of program is almost limit- 
less. Human strength and enthusiasm on the part of the teachers 
is not. Nevertheless, we work together steadily toward a better total 
school service. 


We Face a Building Problem 


Forward-looking citizens have been aware that sooner or later 
the Town would have to face the problem of building a modern 
elementary school to replace the three frame buildings now in use. 
Neither school officials nor citizens have known for sure when the 
right time for moving ahead on this project would come. The de- 
“pression and war years clearly were not the right ones for building. 
Something has recently happened which brings the time of decision 
definitely closer. 

Early this winter an inspector from the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Safety came to Sharon for the purpose of inspecting 
all school buildings. ‘This procedure grew out of recent State legis- 
lation concerned with the safety of public school buildings. The 
inspector found it impossible to issue a certificate for the High Street 
School until certain recommendations for correcting unsatisfactory 
conditions are complied with. A temporary permit has been issued 
allowing use of the building while corrective measures are under 
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way. ‘he inspector’s recommendations specifically condemn the 
boiler room, heating, ventilating, and toilet facilities. 


Immediately upon receipt of this information the School Com- 
mittee engaged the services of a reputable firm of architects to pre- 
_ pare sketch plans and estimate of cost for a remodeling of the build- 
ing. ‘The probable cost of the work is estimated to be approximately 
twenty-five thousand dollars. The plans include an addition to 
the building in the rear to house a boiler room, new toilets, and a 
teachers’ and emergency room. Also, included are a complete new 
heating and ventilating system. The plans call for removal of the 
old-fashioned knob and tube wiring in the building and replace- 
ment with modern electrical service including fluorescent fixtures. 
Repainting of the interior and exterior would be done. The new 
toilets would require an adequate water service and sewage disposal 
facilities. 


The large cost of the required corrective work raises a serious 
question of judgment. Is it advisable to put as large an expenditure 
as this into a building of the type and condition of the High Stree 
School? It must be readily admitted that this school represents 
a fire hazard and that it doesn’t fit into the long-range develop- 
ment of our school plant. ‘The building is inefficient to operate 
because of its small size. It is noteworthy that the proposed ex- 
penditure is much greater than the original cost of the building. 
There have been damaging fires in this structure on two occasions. 
The playground is inadequate and would require considerable 
additional expense to make it acceptable. Wouldn’t it be economic- 
ally wise to apply the funds required for this renovation toward a 
new comprehensive fire-proof elementary school? 


Faced with the necessity of going forward this year with one of 
these alternatives, the School Committee invited the Planning Board 
and Warrant Committee to consult with them and advise them as 
to what should be recommended to the Town. ‘The question is, 
shall the High Street School be remodeled or shall the ‘Town proceed 
to build a new school to replace the three frame elementary build- 
ings? At the time of writing of this report, it appears that the con- 
sensus of opinion of the members of the three committees will be 
to recommend. that the Town start immediately to build a new 
elementary school building to house kindergarten through sixth 
gerade. It is admitted that the financing of this construction will 


be difficult at best. However, there is a conviction that it is a 
sounder procedure to build a needed new school than to incur an 
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expense of this size in connection with a building that has outlived 
its usefulness and which constitutes a threat to the safety of our 
children. | 

With regard to the proposed new school, the School Committee 
wishes to call attention to certain considerations which seem to be 
of vital importance when a new school is built. “The School Com- 
mittee believes: 


1. That before any action is taken toward the construction of 
.a new building, a professional school building consultant 
should be engaged to make a survey and develop a long- 
range school plant program. ‘That the consultant should 
be retained to work with the architect on any new construc- 
tion to insure that educational considerations are not over- 
looked. 

2. That the site of any new building should contain between 
five and ten acres and that it should be chosen in relation 
to a long-range plan growing out of the recommendation 
above. 

3. ‘That any new building should be of Class A fire-proof con- 
struction. 

4. That the new elementary building should contain an ade- 
quate gymnasium. 

5. That it should contain adequate kitchen and lunchroom 
facilities. 

6. That, cost permitting, it should contain an adequate hall 
to serve for pupil assemblies and as a community center. 


It is expected that the Town will be asked to make a decision 
on this problem at the coming Town Meeting. ‘The School Com- 
mittee refers this matter to the voters of the Town with the thought 
that no new building should be attempted until such time as the 
‘Town is ready and in a position to build a school which will do it 
credit for long years to come. 


In Conclusion 


Before closing this report, we should like to mention several 
items of general interest. We record the opening of our public 
kindergarten which appears to be contributing an outstanding piece 
of work and to be filling a real need. We note the retirement for 
disability of Mrs. Bertha Snell, veteran Sharon teacher. We record 
the termination of the emergency service rendered by Mr. Howard 
D. Kenyon, a distinguished retired teacher. ‘Teachers leaving our 
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service during the year included: Mr. Samuel Anastasia, Miss Edith 
L. Barron, Mrs. Marie L. Brader, Mr. Edwin Conley, Miss Laura 
Craft, Mrs. Joy S. Folsom, Miss Marjorie F. Holt, Mrs. Myrtle V. 
Morgan, Mrs. Helen B. Stetson, Mrs. Viola Sweeney, and Mrs. Helen 
M. Whedon. Sharon greets the new teachers whose names will be 
found in the faculty roster at the beginning of the report. During 
this year, Sharon Schools have begun providing educational service 
for the child patients at the Sharon Sanatorium. Bedside instruction 
is now provided for Sharon children confined for long periods to 
their homes. 

We recognize the strain which will be placed upon the Town’s 
finances in this and succeeding years by our responsibilities toward 
our children. We believe they are worthy of the cost. We trust 
that the judgments of the Town will be wise and farsighted. For 
the cooperation rendered during nineteen forty-five toward a better 
educational service, I extend thanks to the citizens of Sharon, The 
Parent-Teachers’ Association, the School Committee, and the entire 
school staff.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF SHARON HIGH SCHOOL 


January 1, 1945 to December 31, 1945

Dear Sir: 

It is with pleasure that I submit my sixth annual report as 
Principal of the Sharon High School. ‘The past year has presented 
a wide variety of problems. During the Spring term of the school 
year of 1944-1945 the War effort continued to be a major considera- 
tion in school operation. However, victory in Europe came rapidly, 
followed by a summer victory over Japan; thus we entered the re- 
conversion period. ‘The problem of readjustment is just as im- 
portant in education as it is in the industrial enterprises of the 
nation. 

Mr. A. Russell Mack, Supervisor of Secondary Education, visited 
the high school during the spring. We received later from his office 
a letter of special commendation for our Program of Studies and 
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a statement of renewal of our State “Class A” High School Certi- 
ficate. 

Mr. Warren E. Benson, Supervisor of Guidance and Placement, 
visited the school and went over our entire guidance program with 
your Principal. He inspected the work that was being done in this 
field. Shortly afterward a communication was received stating that 
he was greatly impressed with the guidance program as it was be- 
ing conducted, and placed at our disposal any help that the State 
Department might give us in carrying out this important activity 
of secondary education. 

Graduation was held on the evening of tae 14, 1945. At that 
time forty-three seniors and one serviceman were awarded their 
diplomas.

Although only two members of this class accepted the 
ASTRP, eight boys took the examination on April 12, 1945. Six 
of them passed the test, making the average for the school better 
than the average for New England, which was 66 2/3%. 
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We were very fortunate to have two of our men teachers who 
were on military duty return to their former teaching positions 
early this fall. The return of Messrs. Weldon and Koskella made 
it possible for us to give the students the well-rounded physical 
education and athletic program that is outlined by our program 
of studies. 


In the three previous reports of your Principal, discussions 
on social studies, industrial arts, pre-induction training, and educa- 
tion for all American youth were presented. What curriculum 
changes have been made to improve instruction in these particular 
fields? The methods of presenting the subjects in the social studies 
curriculum have been made much more interesting to the students 
by the extensive use of visual education materials. Of course, in 
this subject field the economic, social, and political problems are 
ever-changing and therefore much freedom of presentation must 
be placed in the hands of alert and keen-minded teachers. 


The industrial arts program has grown to the full capacity of 
the shop and its equipment. We have been very fortunate in hav- 
ing had excellent men as teachers in this particular area of the 
curriculum. 


Pre-induction training was energetically and enthusiastically 
subscribed to during the war years. Besides carrying the tradi- 
tional subjects in our high school program, classes in the follow- 
ing fields were organized and many students availed themselves 
of the opportunity to broaden their educational understanding 
and appreciations by enrolling in them. This group of subjects 
included basic mathematics, first aid, home nursing, fundamentals 
of electricity, fundamentals of machines, fundamentals of shop- 
work, military drill, pre-flight, and radio. Some of the courses 
have been offered continuously during the past three years; others 
were offered for one year or part of a year, depending upon the 
interest of the pupils in participating. 


In last year’s report we accepted the secondary school phil- 
osophy of Education for All American Youth. ‘This year the fac- 
ulty is cheerfully participating in a series of teachers’ meetings 
that have as their aim a more thorough understanding of the 
philosophy of this program. ‘The individual needs, interests, and 
abilities of the various students that present themselves to our 
secondary schools for an education should be recognized. Instruc- 
tion in occupations, training for civic competence, and develop- 
ment of self-expression through personal interests and aptitudes 
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should be the objectives of the curriculum. It is hoped that these 
meetings will bring forth ideas which will enable the Sharon High 
School curriculum to meet the requirements that society today 
demands of American Youth. 

The Principal’s Office has offered its assistance in every way 
possible to the local Veterans’ Advisory Bureau. ‘To date thirty- 
five young men, either graduates or previous students of the high 
school, have contacted the office seeking advice and guidance. It is 
very pleasing to know that many of these young men are inter- 
ested either in collegiate study or the completion of the require- 
ments for their high school diplomas. In the latter group, many 
have availed themselves of the training in service schools and the 
offerings of the United States Armed Forces Institute. Using the 
American Council on Education Handbook as a guide it has been 
possible to give these young men credit for any educational expe- 
riences that they may have successfully completed while in the 
service. 

The students of Sharon High School: have established for 
themselves an outstanding record for the purchase of war stamps 
and bonds. From September 9, 1942, to December 31, 1945, the 
total purchased was $64,657.95. We wish to thank the parents 
for the confidence displayed in the school in permitting their chil- 
dren to bring sums of money to school weekly to aid in the promo- 
tion of this war effort. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation for the ex- 
cellent support that has been given me by the school staff. The 
co-operation and guidance of the Superintendent’s Office has been 
a happy experience which makes the work in Sharon most enjoy- 
able. Will you kindly express my gratitude to the School Com- 
mittee for their appreciation, co-operation, and interest through- 
out the year?

WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT FOR 1945 


Your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits its 
fiftieth annual report:— 


It is gratifying to the Board that the voters at the 1945 Annual 
Town Meeting made the necessary appropriation to enlarge our 
system to meet the increasing demand. 


During the year a gravel wall-well was put in on the edge 
of the meadow, north of the old Nawn Gravel Pit, on land formerly 
belonging to Neithold, but recently taken by the Town. This well 
which can deliver 600,000 gallons per day, is located about 2,000 
feet from South Main Street. ‘Three contracts. were let in connec- 
tion with this project.

The 10” force main was laid by our own men. We have in- 
cluded in our 1946 Budget $1,200 to cover the cost of loaming the 
heavy Gravel cuts adjacent to the new station, and thus prevent 
erosion on the slopes. During the year mains were laid on Moose 
Hill Street, Morse Street and Mountain Street. 


Although there are in our distribution system still many 
extensions and gaps to be filled in, it is the desire of the Board 
to cooperate with the Planning Board in carrying out the intent 
of the six-year plan of Capital Improvements. Unless appropria- 
tion for mains are made under special articles in the warrant it 
is expected that the amount requested for Construction will be 
reduced below that of the last few years. Again we would stress 
the importance of having every pressure boiler equipped with an 
automatic valve for Heat, over pressure and vacuum. | 


All hose users are requested to keep within the limit of TWO

Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submitted the fiftieth annual report of the Super- 
intendent of this department. 

During 1945 there has been laid 7,267.0 feet of eight-inch and 
ten-inch Asbestos Cement pipe, in the following streets.

The labor for these projects was done by contracts, and with 
‘Town labor. 


All hydrants are in good condition. One hydrant was run 
into by an automobile, and was completely destroyed. 


: Some gate valves have been inspected, and some will have to 
be packed and overhauled. 


Thirteen new services have been laid with a total length of 
one hundred ninety-two feet and six inches. 


Three services were repaired and were provided with new stops. 
There are several more of these stops that will have to be replaced 
from time to time. 

The wells at Station Number Two have been washed and 
cleaned. 

The consumption of water has decreased 13,468,000 gallons 
over last year, making a total of 191,106,000. 

You will note on Pumping Record that during August and 
September, there was pumped 240,000 gallons at Station Number 
One. This was to give sufficient pressure to the south end of the 
Town during the peak demand. 

The new gravel wall well was put in service on December 11th, 
which has a daily capacity of 600,000 gallons per day.

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REPORT OF VETERANS’ ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


Since the town meeting in March, 1945, the committee has 
expended $1202.74 of its appropriation of $1205.00. The details 
of these expenditures appear in the report of the Town Accountant. 

’ Our Sharon veterans have begun to return in increasing num- 
bers. Of the over 400 who entered the armed services from this 
town 217 had been discharged by January 24th, 1946. Most of them 
have returned home and other veterans have come here to live. 
Some have gone back to their old positions, some are now taking 
apprentice training, some are attending preparatory schools, while 
others have returned to or entered college. Some are still under 
medical care and others are having a well-earned rest and looking 
about before deciding what to do. 

Director Harold F. Glendining is at his office in the town 
hall building every Monday, Wednesday and Friday from 8:00 to 
4:00 o’clock. Veterans and their relatives will be welcomed by him 
and given such advice and services as he can render. The fourteen 
members of the advisory committee are also ready to assist in the 
solution of any specific problems. 

We are very proud of our veterans. ‘They deserve our deepest 
respect and sincerest gratitude. But they do not want to be wor- 
shipped, coddled or pitied. In the great emergency they did well 
the tasks to which they were assigned. They now desire to become 
self-sustaining civilians. It is the purpose of the director and com- 
mittee to assist them in every way possible to attain that end.

REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


I herewith submit my report as Highway Surveyor fae the year 
ending December 31, 1945. 


Highway 

The program of the Highway Department was arranged to 
do the type of work that could best be done with the least number 
of men. Resurfacing by the honing method has proven practical 
on many of the streets where reconstruction will not be possible 
in the near future. Sections of the following streets were recon- 
ditioned by this method at a cost of $4,467.65; Upland Road, Can- 
ton Street, Beach Street, East Street, Bay Road, Ames Street, ‘Tiot 
Street, Viaduct Street, Crest Road and Pond Street. Several other 
streets were surfaced treated with tar or asphalt. 

The work of bituminous patching which has been reduced 
each successive year was taken care of as promptly as possible. 

The old stone culvert under Ames Street at Deborah Sampson 
Street was replaced with a concrete pipe. Several of the cap stones 
had broken and lodged in the drain, backing up the water in the 
wet season and submerging the road. A new catch basin was also 
installed at this intersection where an unsightly hole has been 
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dangerous for many years. ‘The corner was widened and resurfaced. 
A stone culvert on Old Post Road, which had caved in as a result 
of the spring thaw, was also replaced with concrete pipe. 


Three (3) new catch basins were added to the Station Street 
drainage system. If labor conditions permit a branch of this drain 
will be built on South Pleasant Street to Pine Road in 1946. 


Moose Hill Street was widened where the new water pipe was 
laid. This work was done in conjunction with the Water Depart- 
ment project. 

During the year men were loaned for work to several of the 
town departments, the Sharon Sanatorium and the Rock Ridge 
Cemetery Association. Gutters were scraped and cleaned where 
ever possible and a limited amount of roadside foliage was trimmed. 


One of the greatest handicaps to the Highway Department is 
the lack of space for housing and repairing equipment. A new 
highway garage is essential to the efficient operation of the depart- 
ment. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


South Main Street between Ames and Gunhouse Streets was 
resurfaced with asphalt at a cost of $720.37. 


A section of North Main Street at Meadow Road was resur- 
faced by the mix in place method using trap rock and asphalt at 
a cost of $1,064.38. When this portion of road was reconditioned 
about twenty (20) years ago the bituminous surface was laid on 
the then existing pavement. Repairs will be necessary at intervals 
until certain sections are properly excavated and rebuilt. 

Two (2) catch basins on North Main Street were rebuilt. 

A catch basin was built at Pole Plain Road emptying into 
the new drainage system constructed in 1944. A leeching catch 
basin was built on South Main Street opposite Gunhouse Street, 
relieving a bad condition where water formed a large pool after 
each rain storm. 

Roadside foliage was trimmed on Norwood Street in several 
places where the motorists’ view was obstructed. 


Street Signs 


The metal street sign posts and part of the metal signs have 
been repainted. The metal “No Parking” signs are being painted 
and will be mounted in the spring. New street signs are ready 
for installation when labor conditions permit. 
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The Traffic Division of the State Department of Public Works 
recommended new symbol signs for North Main, South Main and 
Norwood Streets, also a “Stop” sign for Maskwonicut Street at the 
Norwood Street end. Most of the signs recommended have been 
purchased and erected. 


Sidewalks 


The sidewalks in general received very little improvement 
except for necessary patching. Due to the manpower shortage only 
$587.85, of the $1,200.00 appropriation, was expended. 

A section of sidewalk on Cottage Street at the Billings Street 
corner was excavated, graveled and is ready for surfacing. ‘This 
work was done in cooperation with the Foxboro Cooperative Bank, 
who rebuilt the wooden fence at their own expense. New granite 
curbing is on hand for this corner. | 

The sidewalk curbing was continued below the town hall for 
several hundred feet in conjunction with the Chapter 90 resurfac- 
ing project. 


Snow and Ice 


The snow plowing equipment, after severe service during 1945, 
required an unusual amount of over-hauling and repair. The 
second hand Mack truck was responsible for keeping the main roads 
open and in good condition during the heavy storm in February. 


There is no equipment available for removing snow from the 
sidewalks when there is more than a depth of six inches. A new 
tractor snow plow will be necessary to keep the sidewalks open when 
there are heavy storms. Sidewalks should be kept open whenever 
possible, especially for the school children. Pedestrians walking in 
the streets, with an increase in the automobile traffic will create a 
hazardous condition. 


The problem of sanding icy roads quickly will be solved when 
the Highway Garage is built. The garage plans include a storage 
bin for dry sand which can be loaded on the truck in a matter of 
minutes. :

The civilian defense skid pump which was installed on the 
Dodge truck, called Engine No. 4, has been dismantled and the 
truck fitted with a 200 gal. water tank, with a Hale portable pump, 
with a Foam Liquid Proportioner for use on oil and oil burner 
fires. The pump can quickly and easily be disconnected from the 
water tank and taken from truck for use as a portable pump. 
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It will provide 2 capable fire streams through 114” hose with 
114” nozzles. This will give'the Department a much needed smaller 
and lighter truck for all small fires and still alarms. ‘The truck 
will be in service early in 1946. 

The pumpers were tested by the New England Fire Insurance 
Rating Association in June and again in July. The Maxim, which 
was purchased in 1921 and is 25 years old this year, is rated as 
in poor condition and it is the recommendation of this Association 
that it be replaced with a unit of modern design and 750 gal. 
rated capacity.

TREE WARDEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 

Living in the country, we are likely to take trees for granted. 
In Sharon everywhere we glance we see beautiful trees bearing 
foliage during three of the four seasons. We see so much of trees, 
in fact, that we scarcely pay any attention to them after the first 
burst of leaves in Spring. If, however, we were to step off the 
train one evening in Summer to find our town as bare of trees 
as the drab city streets we had but recently left, we would for 
the first time, perhaps, appreciate how much trees enter into our 
love of our home town—especially the roadside trees. 

The first and most lasting impression a visitor gets of a 
suburban community comes from its roadside trees. When these 
are sightly, plentiful, and well-kept, he desires to re-visit the town 


and, possibly, as has often happened, decide to make the place his 
home. Roadside trees are an important factor to the prospective 


new resident of a town. 

Sharon is fortunate in that its citizens have always loved to 
have beautiful shade trees edging its roads and have been inter- 
ested in their care and preservation. Some day this Spring pause 
in the Square and glance down our tree-lined streets at the soul- 
refreshing pictures they will assuredly present. They may bring 
to your mind the words of the poet, “Only God can make a 
tree,” closely followed by the thought that the ever-watchful care 
of your Tree Department has much to do with keeping your trees 
beautiful. 
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At this time the Tree Department can report our trees as 
being in good condition. In the early part of last year when the 
towns on all sides of us were having considerable trouble with 
their roadside trees, our Sharon trees suffered little damage. This 
was due to our having cut away faulty and dangerous limbs 
before the bad weather had set in. 

The tent catapillar situation is now well in hand. Most of 
the rum cherry bushes—the breeding places of this pest—have 
been cut down and have been burnt. Pest-infested rum cherry 
bushes should be burned without delay.

MOTH REPORT 


To the Citizens of Sharon: 


About forty years ago a man living on the North side of 
Boston, with some notion of producing silk from gypsy moths 
brought a lot of moths from Europe for that purpose. He was 
experimently breeding these when, through a break in his attic 
window screening, some of the moths escaped. This was the 
beginning of the gypsy moth—one of the most exasperating and 
most expensive pests we have ever had to put up with in New 
England. 


Notwithstanding our efforts each year to clear Sharon of this 
pest, each following season we are confronted with a fresh batch, 
almost as large as that of the previous year. At best, so far, we 
have been no more than keeping up with them. Some seasons, 
when the eggs are thin, it seems as though we are making real 
progress. But the next year the eggs are as thick as ever. 


Whereas the gypsy moths were confined mostly to the south- 
ern part of the town in the past, we are now finding them spread 
through the eastern and northern sections. 


Instead of depending entirely upon our small, inadequate 
sprayer this season, we plan to hire a large sprayer during the 
spraying period and in this way get the benefit of far greater 
coverage. This should help us to clear our trees of more moths.

REPORT OF THE WARRANT COMMITTEE 


Articles 1, 2, 3 and 4. The Committee recommends the proposed 
transfers. Firm contracts could not be obtained for the repair and 
alterations to the High Street School which were made necessary by 
the report of the Department of Public Safety early this year. It has 
been found that costs will exceed the original estimates and the $16,500 
originally appropriated in May will be inadequate to complete the 
required work.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


I hereby submit my report as Highway Surveyor for the year ending 
December 31, 1946. 


HIGHWAY 


The Highway Department has started a long range reconstruction 
program of rebuilding a number of streets which will require extensive 
work. Two sections of Walnut Street were excavated, drains installed 
and newly surfaced. ‘The section of South Pleasant Street between 
Pine Road and Chestnut Street was also excavated, graveled and 
newly surfaced. Two new catch basins were built on Pine Road 
and 350 feet of pipe laid on South Pleasant Street connecting the Sta- 
tion Street drainage system. A blind manhole was rebuilt and fitted 
with an iron cover at the entrance of the Mullen drive on Pleasant 
Street. Seventy-six feet of concrete pipe were laid to a new catch 
basin on the east side of the street. 


A 12-inch ‘metal culvert was set in place on Beach Street near 
Harding to carry the water from the adjoining swamp area. The old 
tile culvert on Crest Road near Ashcroft which gave way during the 
early spring was replaced with a concrete pipe at the cost of $105. 
A new catch basin with drain entering into the lake was built on 
Massapoag Avenue near the Housen estate. A stone drain was also 
installed near Decatur Avenue where ground water has caused a 
dangerous ice-forming condition for many years. Many more basins 
are necessary on this street if a road surface is to be maintained 
without extensive patching. A new concrete culvert was placed under 
Mountain Street near Dr. Arkin’s home which should prevent the 
flooding of cellars in that area. 


The following streets were resurfaced with bituminous material the 
entire length: Cedar Street, Cedar Park Road, Cottage Street, DeHart 
Avenue, East. Chestnut Street, Forest Road, Grove Street, Harding 
Street, Harold Street, High Street Extension, Lake Avenue, Maple 
Avenue, Moose Hill Street, Norfolk Place, Pine Road, Stone Street, 
Summer Street, Tolman Street and Woodland Street. Sections of the 
following streets were resurfaced with bituminous material: Billings 
Street, Mountain Street, Pleasant Street, South Pleasant Street, Wal- 
nut Street and Wolomolopoag Street. The 1947 program includes 
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resurfacing work on most of the remaining streets in the residential 
zone. Ihe expense of patching, which cost $3450. in 1946, will be 
reduced by the type of work outlined for 1947. The removal of nu- 
merous rocks which show up in the streets after the spring thaws 
added to the patching expense. 


The routine work of cleaning gutters and catch basins cost $1884. 


I am sorry to report the illness of Mr. Patrick Keating, familiar to 
so many and recognized as a faithful and conscientious worker. 


During the year 38 Veterans of World War II were employed by 
the Highway Department. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


The resurfacing of Massapoag Avenue between Massapoag Street 
and the Easton town line cost $1743.45. This section of road when 
kept properly sealed with a bituminous material requires a minimum 
of expense for patching. 


A penolithic type of surface was laid on two sections of Norwood 
Street, using a treated stone and a heavy asphalt base. This type of 
treatment, although more costly than the common armor treated sur- 
face, has proven most satisfactory over a period of time. This project 


cost $482.73. 


Sections of all Chapter 90 roads where disintegration was found 
were sealed with asphalt. A limited amount of grass and brush cutting 
was done with available funds. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


Work on the High Plain Street construction project was resumed in 
September following a delay due to war conditions. A new drainage: 
system was built between Moose Hill Street and the Walpole town line. 
This portion of the road is now ready for finished grading and sur- 
facing. The Walpole section of High Plain Street is also under con- 
struction and both will be complete in the Spring. 


State and County funds have been made available for completing 
the work on this part of Route No. 27. 
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STREET SIGNS 


New warning signs were erected on Norwood Street, North and 
South Main Street and Moose Hill Street where traveling conditions 
warranted. More signs and delineators are needed with the increase 
of motor trafic. New street signs were erected on a number of streets 
and more are ready to be set when funds are available. I am pleased 
to report very little damage to town signs during this year. 


SIDEWALKS 


The granite curbing was set in place at the corner of Billings and 
Cottage Streets and this portion of sidewalk surfaced with type I ma- 
terial. ‘The rebuilding of the sidewalk on Billings Street from this 
corner to Summit Avenue is planned for 1947. An old black top 
surface on Station Street between South Pleasant Street and Forest 
Road was rebuilt. A new black top surface was laid on East Chest- 


nut Street from the Odd Fellows Hall to South Main Street. 


SNOW AND ICE 


The amount of snow which accumulated this year was much less 
than average but the rainfall during the cold weather made frequent 
sanding necessary. The problem of keeping our streets safe for 
travel will never be solved until some form of housing quarters are. 
made available. Several hundreds of dollars are now spent need- 
lessly and long delays in the sanding operations are a result of our 
present facilities. 


The snow plows which are all over seven years of age required 
extensive repairs. The supply of tire chains, plow blades and tools 
are kept in stock for any emergency. A large stockpile of sand is 
always ready for use. A balance of $1746.07 is on hand towards the 
purchase of a sidewalk snow plow. 


A breakdown of expenditures may be found in the Town Ac- 
countant’s report.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Sharon: 
This is the report of the Superintendent of Schools for the year 1946. 


TEACHERS 


During this year, fourteen appointments have been made to the 
professional staff of the Sharon Schools. A complete list of the super- 
visors and teachers now employed will be found in the directory of 
school personnel which is included in this report. 


BUILDINGS 


Remodeling of the High Street School made it necessary that we 
find temporary quarters for two second and two third grade classes. 
Three of these have been accommodated in the Wilber School, one 
in the Pleasant Street School. ‘This arrangement will continue until 
the High Street School is ready for occupancy, possibly during the 
spring of 1947. In spite of limited funds, shortages of materials, and 
innumerable other difficulties, work on this building has proceeded 
with a minimum of friction and delay. Credit is due Mr. Kellogg 
and the men who worked with him, Mr. Ralph Whitcomb and Mr. 
Edmund Haigler, for their efficiency in handling the project. When 


completed, this school will provide four clean, freshly painted class- 
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rooms, adequate heating, and modern toilet facilities. It should be of 
service to the town for several years. 

Repairs have been made and considerable painting done in the 
other school buildings during 1946. Much of this has been ac- 
complished at minimum expense to the town because of the work 
done by the maintenance and janitorial staff. The painting program 
for the future should include the Wilber School and the High School 
auditorium and foyer. It is hoped that money will be available to 
replace the curtains and draperies in the auditorium. Complete re- 
roofing of the High School is planned for 1948. A survey of classroom - 
lighting in every school building should be made in the near future. 

As a whole, the school buildings are in better condition than they 
have been for some time. Sharon must eventually face the problem of 
adequate housing for a growing school population. ‘The immediate 
pressure has been relieved; but it would seem that now is the time to 
contemplate a thorough study with the aim of developing a long- 
range program, taking into account the educational job to be done, 
the complete school plant necessary for that job, the best use of 
existing plant facilities, and the orderly development of the school 
plant with consideration for both the structural and financial aspects. 


MORALE 


Every city and town in the country has been faced with an acute 
problem of dissatisfaction among teachers. Inadequate salaries are the 
primary and most obvious reason for this low morale. ‘To offset this 
condition, a temporary increase for each Sharon teacher, at the rate of 
$400 per year, was voted by the School Committee for the months 
of November and December. ‘This raise was incorporated in a 
new salary schedule, which was developed by a committee of teachers 
after considerable study and discussion, and later accepted by the 
Teachers’ Association. This schedule was then adopted by vote of 
the School Committee. It is too early to predict the effect this new 
salary schedule will have upon Sharon’s bargaining position when the 
time comes to hire new teachers. For the present staff, the new 
schedule does give some assurance of what teachers can hope to achieve 
if they stay with us for a period of years, and if they are willing to 
meet certain professional improvement requirements. Possibly this is 
as much as we can hope for just now. The whole question of teachers’ 
salaries is a compelling one, one that must be faced not only locally, 
but on a state- and nation-wide basis. 

The housing of our teachers is a question of importance second only 
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to that of salaries. This is a problem to which the people of Sharon 
must give careful consideration. We cannot hope to attract and keep 
good teachers unless we can offer them places in which to live. 


A third reason for low morale among teachers has been their feeling 
that policies have been autocratically imposed from above rather than 
democratically developed by the teachers themselves. This has not 
been so true in Sharon as in many communities. The Superintendent 
has for several years met regularly with the Advisory Council, which 
is composed of principals and representative teachers. Mr. Poole co- 
operated with committees of teachers to draw up courses of study in 
several areas of instruction. Mr. Clark and the teachers of the high 
school have participated in a cooperative study based on Education for 
All American Youth. ‘These are three examples of the way in which 
administrative policies in Sharon have been worked out along lines of 
democratic procedure. It is possible, of course, that teachers who are 
already overburdened with large classes, too many subjects, and nu- 
merous extra-curricular activities, may sometimes be called upon to 
devote too much time to plans and surveys. Our aim in Sharon is not 
the piling up of static plans, but a continuous investigation and evalua- 
tion of subject-matter techniques, and attitudes. 


At the time of the writing of this report, morale among the teachers 
of Sharon seems good. Both teachers and townspeople have reason to 
feel some satisfaction; none of us has any reason to be complacent. 


CIVIC EDUCATION 


We recognize the great responsibility that rests upon public educa- 
tion to perpetuate and improve the workings of our democratic way of 
life. In Sharon, we have made a beginning, and it is only a beginning, 
toward a goal of education for good citizenship. Concentrated effort 
must be given to this program if we are to realize our aim of “Better 
Living Together”. Parents and citizens can do much to implement 
our efforts in the schools. 


TESTING AND GUIDANCE 


No immediate changes are contemplated in the well-balanced testing 
program which has been developed in Sharon over a period of years. 
A table showing the tests administered will be found in this report. 
The procedure of administering tests, tabulating their results, and 
interpreting their implications, is of little use to a school system unless 
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the results are used to strengthen weaknesses in the teaching-learning 
situation and to improve pupil growth. We shall work for maximum 
benefit from each test given. 


The administration of objective tests is only a part of a complete 
guidance program. Guidance is not something superimposed upon 
the school curriculum, but rather what President Conant of Harvard 
has called the “Keystone of Education”. We are working together to 
develop a plan of guidance that will best meet the needs of Sharon’s 
children. 


ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 


During recent years much progress has been made in the field of 
elementary education, and there is considerable agreement among edu- 
cators as to what the aims should be in these grades, and how the aims 
may be achieved. Results of tests administered, together with the find- 
ings of professional visitors who have recently seen Sharon Schools 
in operation, seem to indicate that we are measuring up pretty well to 
what is expected of modern elementary education. ‘This does not mean 
that we are doing a perfect job, nor that we are satisfied. It does 
mean that principals and teachers as a whole know what they are trying 
to achieve, and are making a real effort to meet contemporary standards. 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 


The problem of secondary education is not unique with Sharon, but 
one that all communities face. No universal agreement has been 
achieved with regard to an effective program of secondary education. 
Our design for the future must be worked out with great care, and 
must be something more than a hodgepodge of experimentation or the 
adding of subjects and activities to an already crowded school day. ‘The 
Superintendent, the Principal of the High School, and the members of 
the faculty, hope to work out a long-range program to evolve an ade- 
quate, balanced, and integrated curriculum. As a first step, they will 
participate in the Cooperative Laboratory in Secondary School Cur- 
ricula which is sponsored by the School of Education of Boston Uni- 
versity. 


FROM THE REPORTS OF SUPERVISORS 


Each supervisor in the Sharon School Department has submitted a 
report setting forth aims, accomplishments, and needs. Some of these 
deserve special mention. 
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We do not always recognize the value of rich, creative programs of 
art and music in the development of the child’s total personality. Mrs. 
Anderson in her report calls attention to the poor physical equipment 
of the art room in the High School, and the lack of workrooms with 
sinks in the grade-school buildings. The music program has been 
hampered this year by changes in personnel, but Miss Barr has been 
able to achieve much, particularly in the elementary grades, in the 
short time she has been with us. We are not yet able to do as much 
as we should at the high school level in voice, instrumental work, or 
music appreciation. 


' The physical welfare of our pupils is of utmost concern to us. 
Girls and boys of Sharon are particularly fortunate to be able to 
participate in a sound, healthful program of physical education which 
aims at developing in each child some degree of skill and some satis- 
faction and joy in performance. Emphasis is on a large intramural 
program in which the largest number of pupils can participate, rather 
than on limited scholastic competition in which a selected few domi- 
nate. During the present basketball season, for example, over 140 
boys and 80 girls are taking part in a series of junior and senior league 
games, while only 20 boys are engaged in interscholastic games. Mr. 
Koskella points out that in this intramural program students serve as 
referees, scorekeepers, judges, and coaches. “If our social world is 
to function as a democracy, leadership created and developed in our 
schools will not be in vain.” 


In his report Mr. Koskella also calls attention to one of the pressing 
needs of our schools. “The Sharon Schools are sadly in need of 
suitable playgrounds. The playground in back of the High School, 
which is in constant use, is covered with cinders, stones and gravel 
and contains many holes and ruts which daily cause injury to the 
children. . . . With enrollment constantly increasing, it is hoped that 
an enlarged, well-kept playground can be acquired, not only for the 
High School, but elementary schools as well. Until such time, it is 
desired that our school playgrounds be resurfaced and made useful to 
our younger generation.” ay 


Experience with training programs during the war has given tre- 
mendous impetus to the audio-visual education movement, and schools 
which are planning for the future will rely more and more upon the 
new instructional materials that are being developed. The Sharon 
School Department has long been aware of this, and has shown intelli- 
gence and vision in planning a progressive program. It is hoped that 
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the program can be expanded in the future by making certain changes 
in the Visual Education room and by purchasing a new moving picture 
projector. Miss Flemings points out that not only do all the pupils of 
Sharon receive benefit from the use of the films and the victrola with 
loud speaker equipment, but also many students who service and 
operate the machines are getting added training in responsibility and 


leadership. 
HEALTH 


The health of Sharon school children is under the careful and con- 
tinuous supervision of Mrs. O'Donnell, who works in close cooperation 
with the school physician, school dentist, teachers, and parents. 
Physical examinations, eye tests, and audiometer tests are given regu- 
larly, and all defects are reported. In addition, 47 pupils were given 
the Schick test to determine diphtheria immunization; 66 received the 
tuberculin test; and 564 were immunized against influenza in a pro- 
gram sponsored and paid for by the Sharon Rotary Club. In the 
dental clinic, 477 pupils have been examined this year. Mrs. O’Don- 
nell reports some difficulty in obtaining health certificates from 
children returning to school after a communicable disease. “Most 
parents whom I have contacted object to paying a fee for certificate. 
They have been advised that they may obtain a certificate at any time 
from the School Physician without charge.” 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


It is impossible to list by name the many people who have cooperated 
to smooth the way for your Superintendent during the five months 
he has been with you. To Miss Packard and Mrs. Matheson, prin- 
cipals of the two elementary school buildings, I extend many thanks 
for their devoted service. To all the teachers goes my gratitude for 
their loyalty and unstinted effort. For Mr. Arthur Scott, a special 
word of appreciation. His concern for the youngsters placed in his 
care is an outstanding example of conscientious, public-spirited citizen- 
ship. Miss French and Miss Gagnon of the secretarial staff deserve 
great credit for their efficient service to all of us. No words can 
express my indebtedness to Mr. Harold Clark, whose help has been 
immeasurable and whose friendship has done much to make Sharon a 
pleasant place in which to live and work. The members of the School 
Committee have been most considerate, responsive, and_ patient. 
They have made a hard job seem easy. Professor Post, as he retires 
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after six years of work on the Committee, merits the gratitude of the 
people of Sharon for his grasp of educational problems and his forward- 
looking spirit. His understanding and counsel will be missed, but his 
influence upon our school system will not be lost. He has made a 
permanent contribution to our philosophy of education. 


IN CONCLUSION 


The relationship between a community and its schools is the factor 
that determines how good the schools shall be. The people of Sharon 
are interested in their schools. Many parents entertain teachers in 
their homes; the local newspapers give splendid coverage to school 
news; the Parent-Teachers’ Association shows concern with regard to 
school problems. All this is encouraging. The people of Sharon 
realize, too, that good education is going to be expensive in the future, 
that we are going to have to dig down and pay much more for it than 
we have paid ih the past. It is said that Russia will spend eighteen 
billion dollars next year for education, as compared with less than 
three billion which we will spend in this country. Education is the 
only means by which we can hope to preserve and promote our form 
of government, our social and cultural patterns, our standards. How 
much are we willing to invest in our own future? 


It is just here that our thinking needs a change of emphasis. We 
consider education an expense. It isn’t., It’s an investment. “The 
educational processes of our country are as basic and integral in our 
successful economy and as necessary to its continuance, its main- 
tenance, and its expansion, as are the very factories and their machinery, 
the railroads and the highways, the banks and the stores.” ‘This was 
said not by an educator, but by a businessman, the president of the 
Bank of Virginia and a member of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. “The alert businessman of today,’ Mr. Boushall goes 
on to say, “is discovering the educational process as his greatest hope of 
expansion, his greatest bulwark against any declining support of the 
American way of life. . ...” 


Good education is good business. ‘There are signs that our nation 
is tardily awakening to its responsibilities toward its youth, toward - 
itself. Shall we in Sharon be in the vanguard, in the future, or shall 
we be content to bring up the rear? Upon our decision rests more 
than we can today foresee.

It is with pleasure that I submit my seventh annual report as Prin- 
cipal of the Sharon High School. The past school year found secondary 
education returning to a status of normal operation. However, dur- 
ing the critical years that have just passed, we as a school have been 
extremely fortunate in being able to present to the students of our 
community a school curriculum that has been complete in its subject 
offerings. By September Ist of this school year all of our teachers had 
returned to their previous positions with the exception of Mr. William 
Kean.. With practically the entire faculty available the program 
offerings, both curricular and extra-curricular, were brought back to a 
. pre-war schedule. 


Graduation was held on the evening of June 6, 1946. At that time 
forty seniors and two servicemen were awarded their diplomas.

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As each graduating class leaves our school a record is kept of what 
the various members do immediately following Commencement. Of 
course during recent years, especially in the case of the boys, plans 
were often subject to change due to military requirements. It has 
always been the desire to furnish accurate information when making 
such reports, which have been included in this annual statement since 
the year of 1942. ‘This year a survey was conducted in regard to those 
students who had graduated from our high school and entered college 
directly after graduation. The aim of the survey was to find out if 
they had successfully matriculated at the college or school to which 
they had sought admission at the time of graduation and to ascertain 
if they had successfully completed their studying at that educational 
institution. The returns received, although not complete, reveal many 
interesting facts. It was most gratifying to note that 42 out of 55 
received either have or will complete their college courses between 
now and June, 1950. Also, another interesting detail was that many 
of the young men who entered college and were required to leave 
college have returned either to the college of their choice or another 
college to complete their studying. Below is a listing of the colleges in 
which our students have successfully matriculated and have, or will, 
complete their studying in the near future. The Class of 1946 is not 
included in this report.

Secondary education has experienced many difficulties during the 
past few years. As it emerges into a new era will it proceed along 
a pathway of attempting to serve its youth to meet the new trends of 
society or will it try to return to the pathway it trod previous to the 
war? At the present time it is serving youth in a greater capacity 
than ever before. Not only the students who are enrolled in our 
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high schools recognize its importance to society but those who did not 
complete their high school work are returning for help and guidance. 
Curriculum changes are inevitable. With these changes it will be 
quite necessary to realize that in order to meet the needs of youth, 
the conventional high school must become a building in which many 
avenues of learning may be pursued. We here in Sharon have realized 
this problem and our building has become the civic center of the town. 
This follows quite closely the recommendations made in Education for 
All American Youth, which was discussed in a previous report. 


Our own State Department of Education has recently brought to 
the attention of the administrators of the schools of the State that there 
should be some change in the method of classification of the high 
schools of Massachusetts. A careful study of the proposed regulations 
shows that when classifying the high school, the problems of person- 
nel, program, and the school plant should be considered. Of course, 
when dealing with the problem of personnel, the small school will be 
subject to many hardships unless there is a certain amount of leniency 
in the regulations. The program should have curricula for those stu- 
dents who wish to take subjects in commercial work, general education, 
or meet college entrance requirements. It should be possible for the 
student to plan his high school program with the assistance of guid- 
ance. The school plant should be adequate and should meet the needs 
of the community in which it is situated. ‘Thus, it will aid materially 
in the presentation of a program of civic education. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation for the excellent 
support that has been given me by the school staff. I should likewise 
like to express my appreciation of the effective leadership that you have 
contributed to our school system. Will you kindly express my gratitude 
to the School Committee for their appreciation, cooperation, and in- 
terest throughout the year?

The Civilian Defense fire-fighting equipment which was loaned to 
the town by the Federal Government, has been purchased by the Fire 
Department at a great saving over its original estimated cost. 
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The new Maxim triple combination, 750 gal. pumper, which was 
contracted by verbal agreement between Mr. Ernest Maxim, President 
of the Maxim Motor Company of Middleboro, and your Fire Chief, at 
a $8500 figure in November, 1945, and which was voted at the Annual 
Town Meeting in March, 1946, was delivered late in October. Mr. 
Maxim informed me, two weeks before delivery, that the contract 
price of this piece would now be between $13,500 and $14,000 and a 
one-year delivery date. Prompt action after the recommendations of 
the New England Fire Insurance Rating Association resulted in my 
saving over $5000 for the town. The old Maxim Pumper has been 
sold to a private party, who in turn sold it to a party on Cape Cod to 
pump salt water. 


The Insurance Company has $20,000 fire and theft coverage on all 
the fire department apparatus. 


The need for a new station to house apparatus is very great, and I 
hope the Town will soon give the Fire Department their building.

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Report of the Planning Board for 1946 


The work of the Board can be divided into two general classes. ‘The 
first is aimed at preventing undesirable forms of growth and includes 
such past projects as the Zoning Law, and the Rules and Regulations 
for Street Layouts and Sub-Divisions. The current project in this 
series is the proposed Building Law discussed in detail below. These 
projects are aimed primarily at preventing deterioration of the Town 
which eventually becomes more attractive by virtue of the second func- 
tion of the Planning Board. 


This second group provides positive steps toward a better town. The 
first major project in this class was the preparation of the Master Plan. 
Such a plan is mandatory under State Law, for Planning Boards estab- 
lished under the provision of Chapter 211 of the Acts of 1936 and is 
essentially a blueprint of how the town might appear when it has 
developed to several times its present size. In preparing this plan the 
Board engaged the services of Mr. Arthur Shurcliff of Boston, one of 
the foremost experts in this field. When the various features of this 
plan should be carried out depends entirely on the rate of growth of 
the town. When each step will be carried out depends on specific 
authorizations of funds by the Town for each such step. The first such 
step was taken at the 1946 ‘Town Meeting in approving the taking of 
land for the creation of a park at the lake as a memorial to the veterans 
of the recent war. A further step toward the completion of this project 
is recommended for action at the 1947 Town Meeting. 


The several projects are discussed in detail below. 


Building Code 


With the relaxation of most governmental controls over building, 
the increasing availability of materials and the accumulated shortage 
of dwellings, a general building boom is anticipated during 1947 and 
several years to come. Realizing that our present building code is 
totally inadequate to prevent so-called “jerry-built” houses, the Board 
started in 1945 to provide a new and adequate code. An attempt was 
made by modifying the code recently enacted by our neighbor, West- 
wood, to provide such a code for enactment at the 1946 Town Meeting. 
Due to a feeling that the result was unnecessarily complicated for a 
Town of our size and was unduly restrictive, the Moderator at the 1946 
Town Meeting was authorized to appoint three local men connected 
with the building business to work with the Planning Board in the 
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preparation of a new code. ‘These men, Louis P. Aldrich, Warren L. 
Grant, and Milton Parker, together with Schuyler L. Clapp and Willis 
F. Hickes of the Board, have met regularly during the past year and 
given careful consideration to all phases of the problem. Their primary 
objective has been to prepare a code simple enough not to handicap 
builders, flexible enough not to prevent the use of new and improved 
methods, but still providing adequate safeguards for health and safety. 
The resulting code is believed to fulfill these requirements and is being 
presented to the 1947 ‘Town Meeting for enactment. 


Memorial Park 


With the termination of hostilities and the return of our servicemen, 
consideration was given to a suitable memorial to those who served 
their country. Rather than to erect useless and too often unsightly piles 
of cannon balls and monuments of cold, impassive stone, we believe 
the modern tendency to create a living and useful park is more ap- 
propriate. In selecting a suitable site the obvious choice was along the 
head of the lake, being an accessible location and one not already occu- 
pied by useful and valuable improvements. A further reason for this 
selection was that general conditions in this area had been very un- 
wholesome for many years and being private property the town had 
been unable to exercise any effective control. ‘The Town, accordingly, 
at the 1946 ‘Town Meeting, authorized the Planning Board acting as 
Park Commissioners to acquire a substantial portion of this land and to 
administer it as a park. Acting accordingly, the land was acquired and 
its operation as a park begun. 


The results have been most gratifying. Lacking both time and 
means the physical development of the park has been limited to a 
general cleanup of the beach and the clearing of parking space. How- 
ever, in spite of the relaxation of all restrictions on driving which could 
have been expected to lead to an intensification of former evils, the park 
was at all times maintained clean and orderly. Residents of the town 
had free use of the beach and parking privileges and availed themselves 
of the opportunity in considerable numbers. Non-residents also en- 
joyed the park and paid in the form of parking fees a sum that con- 
siderably exceeded all expenses of preparation and operation. 


While progress has been made, much remains to be done. Toilet 
facilities are an immediate necessity. Also it seems important to proceed 
as rapidly as possible with the acquisition of the additional pieces of 
land needed to round out the park before any adverse development 
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takes place. The Board is therefore recommending that the 1947 Town 
Meeting authorize the purchase or taking of a small parcel of land 
at the corner of Gunhouse Road and Beach Street, and the remaining 
frontage on Beach Street at Pond Street. This will permit uniform 
control of the entire beach and the removal of the dangerous ruins at 
the Pond Street corner. 


A parkway connecting the new park with the center of town is a 
part of the general plan. The 1946 land takings carried the right of 
way from the park to Ames Street. ‘The Board recommends that land 
be acquired this year for the purpose of extending the present right of 
way from Ames Street to a point back of the Town Hall. This recom- 
mendation is made at this time because the land needed is presently 
unimproved but is in a rapidly developing section and may be difficult 
to acquire if action is long delayed. 


Other Parks 


Acting as Park Commissioners, the Board has taken over the main- 
tenance of the park at the railroad station, Morrell Park back of the 
Pleasant Street School and the land around the Honor Roll in the 
- Square. 


In all matters under its jurisdiction the Board solicits and welcomes 
suggestions from interested citizens.

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Tree Warden’s Report 


During the past year, in the early part of June, our trees suffered 
considerable damage from a freak storm that swept across this section 
of the state. As a result of the damage brought about by the storm it 
was necessary to cut down a few of the trees and to remove large 
branches and boughs from others. 


The never-ceasing work of eliminating roadside trees and bushes 
which, because of view obstruction, constitute a dangerous menace to 
car drivers, has been carried on this year and as a result most of the 
hazardous conditions have been taken care of. On the whole, our road- 
side trees present a respectable appearance. 


In the not-too-distant future it will be necessary to lay out and plant 
shade trees along many of our streets in order to replace trees that have 
been removed for one reason or another and to improve sections that at 
present present a poor appearance due to lack of shade trees.

Moth Report

leaves that have grown since the gypsy moth inflicted its destruction 
earlier in the season. According to reliable sources the web-worm, if 
neglected, will cause greater damage than the gypsy moth, with whose 
destruction you are all familiar. 


The Selectmen have been made aware of this menace and should 
they take the proper steps to provide the means, we will do all that is 
possible to combat this serious threat to our trees.

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Water Commissioners’ Report for 1946 


Your Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits its fifty-first 
annual report: 


The contract for the gravel wall well and pumping equipment 
called for a pump that would deliver 400 gallons per minute. Although 
the present equipment is now in operation, we have not as yet accepted 
the work, or made final payment to the Layne New York Co. 


Weston & Sampson, our consulting engineers, made tests of the 
pumping equipment during August, 1946, and found that the ef- 
ficiency of the pump was 74.6% at the designed capacity of 400 gallons 
per minute, compared with an expected efficiency of 78%. After taking 
this matter up with the Layne New York Company, they have decided 
to furnish a new pump bowl assembly, which has been shipped and 
will be installed in the near future. 


There is still a shortage of pipe and other materials and our budget 
recommendations for 1947 construction will be limited to those projects 
that we consider necessary and essential. 


In regard to main extensions, in general, your Board has adopted 
the policy of putting in its annual budget only those projects necessary 
to strengthen or make more efficient its service, and suggesting to 
petitioners that for other projects that they insert articles in the annual 
town meeting warrant. The Board is always pleased to furnish esti- 
mates or any other assistance, on request. 


At this time, we would like to call to your attention that interest and 
bonded indebtedness charges are considered as being included in our 
annual budgets. This is not so in many municipalities and in such 
towns, this is reflected in a higher tax on real estate. In spite of high 
costs of materials, equipment and labor, there is no likelihood, in the 
near future, of any increase in water rates.

Gentlemen: 
Herewith is submitted the fifty-first annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of this department. 


During 1946 there has been laid 2,670 feet of six-inch and eight-inch 
asbestos cement pipe, in the following streets.

The labor for these projects was done by contracts, and with ‘Town 


labor. 
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All hydrants have been painted and tested. Some will have to be 
repacked as the packing has deteriorated. 


Some gate valves have been inspected, overhauled, and put in first 
class condition. These valves have been in use for over fifty years. 


Twenty-one new services have been laid with a total length of four 
hundred twenty-three feet and six inches. 


Twelve services were repaired and were provided with new stops. 
There are several more of these stops that will have to be replaced from 
time to time. 


The wells at Station Number Two have been washed and cleaned. 
There are five wells broken off, that will have to be repaired this com- 
ing year. The gravel wall well has proved to be most beneficial since 
it has been in operation. The motor was burned out on June 8th dur- 
ing the severe storm. 


The consumption of water has decreased 35,213,000 gallons over last 
year, making a total of 155,893,000 gallons. - 


It was necessary to operate three stations on July 20th to keep ade- 
quate supply in case of fire.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 


books and accounts of the town of Sharon for the year ending Decem- 
ber chy 1946, and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments collecting or disbursing town funds or committing bills for 
collection, were examined and checked in detail. 


The ledger accounts kept by the town accountant were analyzed, the 
appropriations, loan authorizations, and transfers being checked with 
the town clerk’s records of town meetings and with the records of the 
warrant committee authorizing transfers from the reserve fund. The 
recorded receipts and payments were checked with the treasurer's 
records, and a balance sheet showing the financial condition of the 
town on December 31, 1946, was prepared and is appended to this 
report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with the 
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records of the several departments collecting money for the town, with 
other sources from which money is paid into the town, and with the 
books of the town accountant. The recorded payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of town 
funds and with the accountant’s books. 


The treasurer's cash balance on January 13, 1947, was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks in which town funds 
are deposited. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were proved 
with the amounts falling due and were checked with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. 


The records of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer were examined and checked. The income and transfers 
to the town were proved and the securities were personally examined. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and 
checked. The amounts added to the tax title account were compared 
with the collector’s records, the recorded redemptions were checked 
with the receipts as shown on the treasurer’s cash book, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and checked with the records in the 


Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the previous 
examination, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited and 
compared with the assessors’ warrants for their collection. ‘The payments 
to the treasurer were verified, the abatements were checked with the 
assessors’ record of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved to the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receivable were 
examined and checked. ‘The commitments were proved, the payments 
to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, the 
abatements were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money 


to the town, and from the replies received thereto it appears that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The records of licenses and permits issued by the selectmen, the 
town clerk, and the health department were examined and checked, 
and the payments to the State and the town were verified. 


The surety bonds furnished by the officials bonded for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The financial records of the sealer of weights and measures, of the 
police, school, and library departments, as well as of all other depart- 
ments in which money was collected for the town; were examined and 
checked, the payments to the treasurer being verified. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of 
the tax, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as tables 
showing the transactions and condition of the trust and investment 


funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was received from all 
town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I 
wish to express appreciation.
